on school closing Tuesday 


Winchester’s taxpayers are being asked 
one more time for their views on a well-known 
subject: school closing. 

A referendum on the issue is set for 
December 7. climaxing a controversy that 
has been bounced around town for more than 
a year now. Still, the referendum is non¬ 
binding. 

In September 1975. Superintendent of 
Schools William MacDonald presented a 
sweeping, long-range plan for the 
rearrangement of Winchester’s schools. 

The superintendent asked the school 
committee to consider these proposals: 

-Close the Noonan and Wyman 
Elementary Schools; 

-Convert Lynch Junior High to an 
elementary school; 

Convert the Lincoln School into part of a 
larger junior high complex with McCall. 

The plan, according to the superintendent, 
was in response to both a steady decline in 
school enrollments: and to “a virtual com¬ 
mand from the town meeting floor" for a

The referendum is 
non-binding.

Ambrose School; district 6: Vinson-Owen 
School; district 7: Wyman School; 
district H: Noonan School. 


Unexpected high bids

Dr. Richard Norberg, and several others 
including Phillip Locashio, architect, and 
Paul Amico, attorney, asked the board to give 
them tbe deed so that construction at the site 
could begin before winter weather sets in. 

Dr. Norherg said that building fund 
trustees had to eliminate the air conditioning

from the building and limit landscaping of the 
grounds to ten feet around the building 
because of the "very high bids were 
received." 

On questions from the board, Dr. Norberg 
said that fund-raising efforts are still con¬ 
tinuing so that those two items could be 
covered. In neither case, he said, would there 
be a problem once construction begins. Air 
conditioning can be installed any time, even 
after completion of the building. 

Attorney for the seniors, Paul Amico, 
suggested that clean ash fill from the dump 
could be used for fill at the senior center as it 
was for the playing area at the new high 
school. 

Selectmen Chairman John J. Sullivan 
suggested that the board of health would have 
to give approval and that the town should not 
be in# jrring expenses connected with the 
construction. 

Construction of the building will begin as 
soon as possible with completion scheduled 
for June. Locashio said.

Acting on complaints of traffic from neigh¬ 
bors and of unfair competition with second¬ 
hand articles dealers, selectmen will hold a 
public hearing on December 13 to deal with 
the regulation of garage sales. 

Under the proposed rules, a garage sale 
(or yard, porch, or similar name, but not 
rummage sale) is subject to a permit issued 
by selectmen for a fee of $5. 

In residential areas, an owner or resident 
may hold no more than one garage sale a 
calendar year and that sale can be no longer 
than two days’ duration. 

All material for the sale must originate 
from the premises on which the sale takes 
place. In addition, signs or “advertising 
devices" are prohibited from street signs, 
traffic devices, utility poles within the street 
right-of-way, and public trees 

A flea market or rummage sale is defined 
as "a temporary market where old, used, 
second-hand or antique articles are sold." It 
is under the sponsorship of a Winchester- 
based non-profit organization or corporation 
whose purpose is to provide service or 
charitable work. 

The organization is limited to one flea

While the superintendent insisted that with 
his recommendations. "elementary 
education continues as a neighborhood 
concept," many parents disagreed, and they 
began to make themselves heard at school 
committee meetings, parent association 
gatherings, and in meetings with MacDonald 
himself. 

The board of selectmen also took up the 
issue, discussing potential uses and 
disposition of school buildings, should they 
actually be closed down. Meanwhile, con¬ 
cerned parents asked the school board for 
both time and more information on the issue. 

On October 2, the superintendent, along 
with school committee members and 


selectmen, met with Wyman parents to talk 
over the issues involved. Then on October 6, a 

public hearing was held. 

Letters to the editor had been coming into 
The Star all the while, and as fact sheets of 
enrollment and school capacity data ap¬ 
peared, statistics were presented in The Star 
to the public along with the various opinions 
expressed. 

MacDonald began to collect questions 
from parents about his proposals, later to be 
collated into a formal report. Later on in 
October, he met with Noonan parents at an 
open house.

market a calendar year, for which a $10 
permit is required. The flea market can last 
no more than two days. 

In order to receive the pfermit, the person 
or organization intending to conduct the 
garage sale or flea market files application, 
including the fee, with selectmen not less 
than 15 calendar days before the date of the 
sale. 

If issued, the permit must be available at 
all times on the site during the term of the 
sale. 

Societies, associations, or corporations 
organized solely for religious or charitable 
purposes are exempt from paying a fee for 
the permit. 

The police are empowered to enforce the 
rules and regulations. They can halt a sale if a 
person is found to be not complying with the 
rules and they can remove signs placed 
inappropriately. In addition, a $50 fine can be 
levied for each offense. 

The Massachusetts sales and use tax 
regulations of 1909 exempt the "casual and 
isolated sales by a person who is not regularly 
engaged in the business of selling tangible 
persona! property." 


The finance committee has mailed a 
majority-minority report on the proposed 
elementary school closing to all registered 
voters in anticipation of the referendum vote 
Tuesday. 

The following is the FinCom’s statement: 

Majority report 

By majority vote the Finance Committee 
recommends Favorable Action on the 
referendum for the following reasons: 

Those voting in the majority believe that to 
maintain an educational system of 12 school 
buildings in the face of rising costs and 
declining enrollments is expensive and 
inefficient. Operating schools significantly 
below capacity unduly burden taxpayers with 
operational overhead for empty seats 
creating educational inequities without im¬ 
proving quality. Rising costs for main¬ 
tenance, energy f plant supervision and ad¬ 
ministration have created budgetary 
pressures for cuts in areas that directly affect 
educational quality. The School Committee 
estimates savings between $66,(KM) nad $88,000 
annually by closing Wyamn School. In ad¬ 
dition, substantial savings will be realized for 
delayed maintenance that will become 
necessary if the school is to be kept open 
beyond this year. This closing allows the 
Town to preserve the neighborhood school 
concept while maintaining ample flexibility 
to accommodate emerging enrollment pat¬ 
terns and future shifts or growth in school 
population. Consolidation will permit better 
utilization of principals, teachers, specialists, 
audiovisual resources, library and support 
facilities. 

Minority report 

Those voting in the minority believe that 
there will be no real savings to the taxpayer. 


School savings will be used for other school 
purposes and substantial caretaking costs are 
not reflected in the School Committee figures. 
These costs will accrue to other Town 
departments and could increase overall town 
expenses, contingent upon disposition of the 
building. Closing schools assumes present 
trends will continue for many years. Past 
statistics did not accurately forcast current 
enrollments and resulted in large ex¬ 
penditures by the Town for the acquisition of 
both property and buildings. There exists the 
chance that closing schools now could result 
in substantial costs for new school con¬ 
struction within the next ten years. Real 
savings can be produced by relocating Town 
and School administrative staff to existing 
excess space at no risk and little disruption to 
children. Good business dictates need for 
overall planning and agreement. Such 
cooperative Town planning is recommended 
to attain real tax savings.

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Winchester’s share of taxes 
to county set at $570,799 


An update from the Middlesex County 
Advisory Board indicates that Winchester’s 
county taxes went up to $570,799.39 for fiscal 
year 1977. Our FY 76 payment to the county 
was $501,153.32. 

The assessment levied on the 54 Middlesex 
communities is up $3.4 million. 

In a memo to selectmen, the board ex¬ 
plained that the increase was due primarily to 
loss of revenue sharing and receipts, and 
increase in the number of justices within the 
county. 

The MCAB claims $400,000 less revenue 
sharing and $2.1 million less receipts. At the 
same time, they need an additional $354,000

Finally, on November 24 the committee as a 
body instructed MacDonald to put aside his 
proposal, go back to the drawing board, and 
come up with some recommendations which 
did not include the closing of any buildings. 

That same week, the report of the Win¬ 
chester School Altitudinal Survey Committee 
came out. Though the concept of a town-wide 
opinion survey on the school system was 
generated by the school committee, the 


survey itself was carried out by more than 200 

volunteer residents. The questionnaire this 
group developed was sent to every household 
in town: 1891 usable forms were returned. 

Question 72 in the survey asked: “If it 
were necessary to reduce the school budget. 
which one of the following areas would vou 
choose first?" 

Of the respondents. 39 per cent chose 
reduction in the number of administrative 
personnel; 22 per cent, a decrease in sports 
programs; 17 per cent, closing a school and 
redistricting the town for the remaining 
schools; eight per cent, decreased spending 
on non-athletic extra-curricular activities; 
five per cent, reducing the number of 
teachers; four per cent, reducing the number 
of specialists in music, art, etc.; and four per 
cent, no opinion. 

The report says in its summary: “The 
reduction of the school budget appeared to he 
a ‘must’ with practically all respondents. 

Methods suggested for cutting the budget ran 
the gamut of school expenditures ..Nothing 
seemed sacred or untouchable!" 

The superintendent’s next step was to 
create a special group, the Enrollment Study 
Committee, to develop new proposals to 
reduce expenditures in response to the con¬ 
tinuing decline in enrollment. Members in¬ 
cluded Coordinator Sandra Rodgers, then 
president of the community school 
association; Catherine Alexander, Ann 
McGovern, Joan M. Pelletipr, Mary Perra, 

Barbara Siegfried!, Judith Virnelli, and 
Barbara Yamane. Ila I 

In January of this year, MacDonald issued 
a lengthy report responding to questions he the school 
had received over several months on the 
various issues surrounding scchool closing: dosing 
costs, capacities, and enrollments. ' ^ 

The Enrollment Study Committee’s report question, 
came out in February and urged that “no 1 
schools be closed and-or consolidated at this 
lime." The committee urged adoption of 
other recommendations in order to balance 
enrollments and save money, including 
redistricting the junior high schools; 
eliminating portable classrooms; selling the 
Sanborn House property and relocating the 


school department offices now housed there; 
and examining the personal services budget 
for possible savings. 

The Superintendent followed up this report 
with more specific recommendations of his 
own. including elimination of one of the 
elementary prineipalships and 
reorganization of the others. 

In March, the school board voted to accept 
MacDonald’s proposals and to keep all nine 
elementary schools open for the 1976-77 school 
year. At a meeting March 22 to discuss 
closing, more than 150 citizens, many of them 
Wyman parents, had urged the committee not 
to close a school. 

The issue seemed at an end for the 
moment; but at the spring Town Meeting in 
June, when the school budget came up for 
discussion, closing was again proposed. This 
time it was FinCotn Member Sally Kincaid, 
who moved an amendment to direct the 
school board to save money by closing a 
school. 

The motion was defeated by voice vote. 
MacDonald and School Committeeman 
Robert Frank were among those rising to 
argue against the amendment. However, both 
indicated their view that while the time was 
not right, a future closing was “inevitable." 

A peaceful summer ensued. Then al the 
August 23 school board meeting, MacDonald 
said he was ready for another go al it. 

He came back in September with a 
proposal not only to close Wyman by Sep

lember 1977, but, with an eye on enrollment 
trends, to close another school (probably 
Noonan) the following year; close a third 
elementary school by 1982; and establish two 
middle schools for grades 5-8 and a four-year 
high school.. 

MacDonald noted his long-range plan was 
for the moment just an alternative - food for 
thought. At the September 27 school com¬ 
mittee meeting, he reported enrollments 
were down 239 from the previous fall. 

Wyman parents regrouped. 

A hearing was held October 5, at which 
some new statistics and arguments were 
introduced. Sandra Pomeroy, head of the 
Wyman Parents Association, delivered a 
presentation stressing the educational 
aspects of the issue. She was backed up by 
Realtor Marion Crandall and Wyman parent 
Richard Santos, who offered numerous 
housing figures and cost analyses which shed 
some doubt on conclusions drawn from school 
department data. 

More than 200 citizens attended that 
hearing. And a smaller group met later with 
the school board to try to nail down their 
statistics. 

The question of whether or not to close a 
school ended up in the warrant for the 
November Town Meeting. Both the school 
department and the Wyman group gave 
detailed presentations 

The vote was 75-72 in favor of closing: too 
close to eall by some accounts. 

Immediately afterwards. Wyman parents 


formed the Citizens for Responsible School 
Planning to solicit town-wide support for a 
referendum. Jean Wyleman and Barbara 
Charlson headed up the group, with Jean 
Donahue as treasurer. They claim the need 
for more planning before closing a school. 

In five days the organization gathered 1300 
signatures and the referendum was set for 
December 7. They are still seeking active 
support for their cause. 

Prior to Town Meeting, a majority of the 
school board indicated their support for 
closing Wyman. After the close vote and the 
initiation of the referendum petition, the 
board members indicated they would 
probably accept the decision of the 
referendum. 

In the meantime, noting that not everyone 
in town had the opportunity to hear the in¬ 
formation presented at town meeting, the 
board voted to spend up to $200 to mail out a 
fact sheet to all households in town. 

There has been some opposition to this 
move: the Wyman group in particular fears 
the committee will spend the money to defend 
their own position. 

The finance committee also felt obliged to 
inform the public, and they have agreed to 
send out a report outlining the major pro-and- 
con arguments. 

No matter what the decision is in the 
referendum, the decision to close a school is 
entirely in the hands of the school committee, 
as it has been all along.

Schools are for education, 
not the Dow-Jones averages

I have attempted to follow the development of the "school closing" 
approach to achieve efficiency since its conception over 3 years ago. 
During this time I have gone from being a proponent to an opponent of the 
concept. Many of the issues are broad and can only be evaluated and 
judged against one’s sense of values on personal knowledge of the 
situation. The points 1 feel should be considered are: 

1) People in town who have or have had children in the school system 
wish to have elementary schools as close to home as possible. 

2) It can be shown that two small schools are less expensive to operate 
than one large school and there can be wide differences in what 
"savings" can be gained from school closings depending on the use and- 
or disposition of the building. 

3) The basic major differences in operating two small schools instead 
of one large one is personal services essentially the salary of the 
principal and secretary. 

4) Consolidation of our nine elementary schools into five will 
drastically alter the character of elementary education in Winchester. 

5) The available space in our elementary schools can be used for town 
and school administrative functions without closing. 

6) The net savings to the taxpayers in closing and-or razing one or 
several elementary schools will be very costly in the long range if 
statistics prove wrong again. 

Savings achieved from school closings will be used for other school 
purposes. However, there are ways to save as much or more right now 
and return those savings by using some of our present excess space 
(which has been incorrectly translated "empty seats"). Administrative 
personnel from both school and general town functions could be easily 
and inexpensively relocated. I would urge a cooperative effort be made to 
attain this end. There is minimal effect on the school population, no 
potential downgrading of real estate values, no risk if school population 
continues downward and good insurance should it go upward. 

If only as an interim measure, utilizing the space this way would af¬ 
ford us time to examine our goals for the high school, the junior highs and 
the best utilization of each elementary school as part of the total plan. We 
cannot do this if we close schools how and reduce our alternatives. 

The qualitative argument that educational advantages will be in¬ 
creased in a larger school has not convinced me since so many of our 
smaller schools have fine reputations and it cannot be argued that Am¬ 
brose, Noonan, Mystic, Parkhurst, Washington and Wyman students are 
educationally disadvantaged by the size of the smaller facility. There 
should be and hopefully, is, a great deal more to education at the 
elementary age for our children than is found in the phrase "cost- 
effective". 

It is a credit to the town that Winchester has not always chosen to go 
the least expensive route. Consider that we have little commercial and 
even less industrial property at the cost of a tax base which grows only 
with residential building. Obviously, the citizens like the town the way it 
is and their judgment has proved correct. New families are attracted 
here in spite of the inflated real estate and large tax bills because of the 
quality the town offers. 

Notwithstanding these general views of the issues, it is the financial 
risks the convince me that elminating through razing or converting a 
school to some other non-revocable use is more than we, as taxpayers, 
ought to take. Mothballing should be out of the question because of the 
increased insurance, security, dangers of vandalism and the fact that the 
land areas of the smaller schools render them unacceptable to re-opened 
as schools under present state requirements. 

Although statistics show that the trend in school population has been 
down since 1969, in order to close a school with no risk, we must believe it 
will continue for a long, long time. Bear in mind 1969 was the year we 
were propelled by statistics to build a $13 million high school and buy a 
$1.1 million elementary school as well as a fair amount of residential 
property for school expansion. The children that created the bulge in our 
elementary population then have now reached childbearing age. 
Although they will probably be having fewer children, there are more of 
them to have children. This increase has been a cyclical phenomenon 
tffnce the boom after World War II. 

When private enterprise considers making an investment decision 
which may entail a capital investment in an effort to realize potential 
savings, some method of analysis is used to assist in assessing risk and 
return on the proposed investment. The financial aspects and associated 
risk of our question should also be analyzed in a business-like manner. 

We might save $25,000 to $75,000 thousand per year per school through 
consolidation, but the savings are not without the risk of having to invest 
in building a school or expanding one if statistics are erroneous. The risk 
becomes greater if we consider we could lose a school through fire as 
Belmont has and is currently re-building 240 pupil elementary school

This has resulted in a morale 
problem which inevitably has to effect the 
educational process in some way. A cur¬ 
tailment of many voluntary services per¬ 
formed by teachers may he forthcoming! 

However, the final and most insulting 
action to teachers and taxpayers came at the 
last school committee meeting when 
Chairperson Mary Pronski allowed a meeting 
to he conducted while some could not hear.

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

We, the undersigned, not being involved in 
the Wyman School problem except as parents 
of school children and taxpayers, can only 
base our decision on Dec. 7, on what we read 
in The Star. We thank the newspaper for the 
editorials dealing with the problem; 
presenting both sides of the question, they 
helped us make up our minds: We shall 
definitely vote to recommend the closing of 
the Wyman School for the following reasons: 

1. If as Dr. Pharo admits, ‘the recom¬ 
mendation being made to close a school is 
based on reasonable information available 
now,’ it is difficult to see how the school 
committee can be ’against the Wyman 
parents’ or any particular group of parents. It 
would seem that the opposition of the Wyman 
parents still has an emotional rather than a 
rational base. 

2. Dr. Pharo’s limitation of the size of the 
neighborhood for the Wyman children to such 
a small area means extra, unnecessary ex¬ 
penses for seven other districts of the town for 
the benefit of what amounts to a privileged 
group. 

3. If Dr. Pharo’s definition of his neigh¬ 
borhood school as a sociological institution is 
true, we can only register our surprise. Since 
the Wyman children and apparently their 
parents as well can only function in such a 
rarefied, inbred atmosphere, why have they 
not already demanded that the Wyman public 
school be closed. They could then lease it and 
provide for themselves as select and parent- 
controlled a private academy as they might 
wish. 

4 Dr. Pharo admits that ‘closing an 
elementary school will not, perhaps, in fact 
significantly alter the neighborhood school in 
Winchester.’ His subsequent contention that 
such closing ‘is the first of a programmed 
series of steps to do just that’ therefore seems 
to border on emotional scare tactics. Since 
school committee members also have 
children in this neighborhood school system, 
what basis is there for assuming that they 
want to damage or destroy this system? 

5. Dr. Pharo concedes that closing the 
Wyman School would save the town money, 
but he contends (scare tactics again) ‘that we 
will not see them (the savings) because they 
will be redirected towards other programs.’ If 
the savings are, in fact, redirected to improve* 
other programs, then without increased taxes 
all the children in town would benefit and not 
only a small group in one school.

He had severe 
face and neck injuries and was in danger of 
choking to death, Walsh wrote in a letter to 
Fire Chief Robert W. McElhinney 

Officer Guarente cleared the air passage 
and inserted an airway. Firefighter Egan 
used an Ambu bag to ventilate Delgreco. The 
two remained with the injured youth in the 
ambulance and stayed with him. ad¬ 
ministering emergency techniques to keep 
(he air passage clear until Winchester 
Hospital personnel relieved them 

It was only after Guarente and Egan 
cleared Delgreco’s air passage and inserted 
ihe airway that firefighters using the Hurst 
tool were able to extricate the youth from the 
back seat where he was trapped. 

Lt. Walsh writes. “All fire and police 
personnel that responded did a wonderful job 
in removing and treating the four seriously 
injured people. No additional injury was 
caused in the difficult extrication.’’

Selectmen Monday night accepted a gift of 
$86 from the Sons of Italy for the purchase of a 
Hope air bag for the ambulance. 

The ambu bag used for resuscitating 
adults is also being used for life-saving 
measures for children and infants. Police 
Chief John P. McHugh wrote the hoard 

“In the interest of resuscitating an infant 
properly," he wrote, “a hope air hag. 
although not required by law, would be of 
invaluable aid."

Newly-elected state senator Sam Rotondi 
spent some time with selectmen to talk about 
various bills expected to come up when the 
legislature convenes in January.

“While the previously available figures in¬ 
dicated that for every too births to Winchester 
parents," the memo continues, "154 children 
registered for kindergarten five years later; 
the new figures indicate that only 127 children 
enroll in kindergarten for every 100 births." 

Therefore, the new figures reflect "a 
lowering of the rate of in-migration by 
families with school-age children during this 
period." 

The memo concludes by plugging the 1 
revised data into their enrollment projections 
and coming up with “a three percent lo six 
percent decline over previous projections."

Winchester needs a person who can listen 
to the teenagers without prejudice — in its 
true sense of pre-judging; a person who 
knows when to talk and when to listen; one 
who is strong enough to say “Stop, you’re 
messing up your life.” 

I don’t know if there is such a pers( in 
Winchester who can embrace these kids ith 
open arms. Maybe the best we can hope for is 
that in every family where there is a 
teenager, there is also a warm, dedicated, 
patient, inspired adult

As is evident, in this case, we stand to lose over twice as much as we 
could possibly gain and that is using the most optimistic savings and 
today’s building costs! 

Regardless of what situation is selected, Winchester is making a bad 
deal. I would recommend that we use our school buildings for the purpose 
they were intended . . . educating small children. . .and use the available 
space to gain townwide efficiency and some net savings without taking a 
risk based on statistics which fluctuate as widely as the Dow-Jones 
averages. 

Let us not repeat our unfortunate history by making irreversible 
short-term shortsighted decisions with our school buildings.

(1 ) At present time cost per pupil for elementary & middle schools is 
approx. $6500-pupil in the 200 to 300 pupil size and escalating upwards 
yearly. 

If you believe that there would be no real risk for five years with one 
school closed, but likely that we would have to spend $1 million for ex¬ 
pansion in 1982, then it is simple to compare the present values of that 
case. $316,000 is the equivalent to receiving $75,000 per year in each of five 
yeais and $747,000 would compound to $1 million five years hence. Since 
we are trying to decide today, these values are most proper to use.

Winchester children attend private schools 
outside the town. “Several parents have been 
asking me if the school committee can’t pick 
up the cost of busing these children,” Salt¬ 
marsh said. 

None of the students involved is a special 
needs student whose busing costs would come 
under jurisdiction of chapter 700 legislation, 
he added. 

As for lottery funds, Saltmarsh said that 
last year the legislature diverted $25 million 
of revenue to the stale. He wants to see lottery 
funds given hack lo cities and towns 

New legislation is expected which would 
eliminate school autonomy, the so-called 80-20 
hill, whereby 80 percent of the authorized 
voters could cut a city or town school com¬ 
mittee budget

Middlesex update 

EDITOR OF THE STAR. 

For this Bicentennial holiday season I 
would like to remind readers that it would be 


appropraite to make this season an historic 
one by remembering'the family with two fine 
history books: Vols. 1 & it of the History of 
Winchester and Mary Stetson Clarke’s hook 
The Old Middlesex Canal 

The History of Winchester was published 
just last year by the Winchester Histoy 
Committee of the town and is available at the 
Winchester Public Library only. A slip¬ 
covered box containing the two Volumes may 
be purchased or each volume may be pur¬ 
chased singly. 

Mary Stetson Clarke’s book on the Mid¬ 
dlesex Canal may be purchased at the Win¬ 
chester Archival Center at 15 High st. or 
ordered directly from the author at Hilltop 
Press. 33 West Emerson rd.. Melrose 

Mrs. Clarke in her book on the Middlesex 
Canal has used materials from the Win¬ 
chester Archival Center. We should take 
great pride in the fact that the U.S.A’s first 
steam towboat engine was fabricated at the 
John Symmes forge on the banks of the 
Aberjona Rive in 1819. 

The Archival Center has in its files a bill 
from John Symmes who at that time lived at 
the Gardner Swan House (Now on Cambridge 
st and considered the oldest house in Win¬ 
chester). The bill was for “carting steam 
works from the canal.’’ John Langdon 
Sullivan who like Loammi Baldwin was a 
prime promoter of the Middlesex Canal, 
copied the rotary steam engine from the 
patent of Samule Morey. The forge which had 
a lathe and a trip hammer, was located near 
the old Middlesex Canal Aqueduct remains on 
the banks of Sandy Beach. Winchester. 
(Sullivan was a part owner of the Symmes 
forge.) 

Mrs. Clarke quotes: “Tar and wood was 
used as fuel to make a hot quick fire for 
producing steam. The tar produced a vast 
quantity of smoke which with the noise of the 
engine alarmed the residents of the towns 
through which the steamboat passed.” 

Would that we here today could have seen 
the Merrimack on its maiden run belching out 
smoke on her maiden run though our old town 
on the old canal.

The edge seemed all with Winchester as 
Woburn fumbled the kickoff, recovering on 
their own one yard line. Even though a 
dispute with the referees cost the Sachems 15 
yards, the Tanner offense bogged down on the 
ground, and the punting team was again 
called out. Morrison booted 27 yards, pushing 
Winchester back to midfield. 

Bill Murphy joined Allard and Davis in 
running the the ball back to Woburn’s 2 in the 
Sachems’ first long march of the day. But the 
Tanner defense proved determined, holding 
Winchester at bay to give their own offense 
another go at it. 

This lime Woburn broke loose, gaining 
three first downs in a row, courtesy Dave 
DelMonico. Mark Kinton, and the ever¬ 
present Steve McCue. But rising to the oc¬ 
casion was the Sachem defensive unit, which 
stunted the Woburn advance by nailing 
Morrison twice behind the line of scrimmage. 

Morrison managed to complete a screen 
pass to McCue, but he ended up kicking 
anyway, putting Winchester on its own 35. 
And the fire returned. 

Without so much as a bv-your-leave, Davis 
pulled in Allard’s pitchoul on the first play 
and ran 65 yards down the right sideline for 
his second TD. Winchester 18, Woburn 0 at the 
half. 

The Tanners may have been down, but 
they were by no means out, and their 
powerful running game battered away at the 
Sachems' defense in the second half. 

Brian O’Connor’s opening kickoff for 
Winchester sailed into the end zone, starting 
Woburn off on the 20. 

It took Woburn 20 plays, led by the running 


of McCue and teammates DelMonico and 
Kinton, to pul the team on the scoreboard 
McCue made the leap in from the one, and 
Morrison went to the air to Kinton for the two 
point conversion to make it 18-8. 

The Tanner defense followed suit by 
nailing Winchester’s backfield for negative 
yardage: both Allard and Davis were sacked 
for losses. From their own 22, the Sachems 
were pushed back until O’Connor was forced 
to try a punt from the end zone. The snap from 
center flew over his head and Woburn picked 
up two points on the safely, cutting the 
Sachems’ lead to 18-10 

After taking the kickoff, Woburn fumbled. 
Winchester recovering. But the Sachems 
were held at bay again and forced to kick, 
leaving Woburn in good position on the 
Winchester 36. 

The Tanners capitalized after three un¬ 
successful running attempts, with Morrison 
passing to Kinton again for 26 yards and a 
first down on Winchester’s 7 yard line. McCue 
broke through the line and ran for his second 
score of the day. With the extra two points 
from a successful Morrison-DelMonico toss, 
the Tanners had come all the way back to lie 
the game at 18 all. 

Time was running out, but the Sachem 
offense proved cool under pressure. The 
Woburn kickoff dropped out of bounds at the 
Winchester 40, and Allard took the team from 
there. 

Gill ran the ball three times, gaining nine 
yards, and Woburn helped out on fourth down 
with an offsides that gave the Sachems 
another first down. 

Allard took to the air, connecting with 
Keith Perkins for 19 yards, putting Win¬ 
chester on the Woburn 27. Woburn’s line 
tightened up, stifling Sachem running at¬ 
tempts. setting up a make-or-break-il fourth 
down situation 

Once again Allard faded back to pass, this 
lime finding Bob Blasi for 18 yards. First and 
goal on the ten. 

On first down Davis carried the ball in to 
the seven, but Allard held on for the next play 
and was stopped at the line of scrimmage. 
Then he went to the air. 

Allard took the snap and rolled out, looking 
for his receiver. Tanner defensemen began to 
break through the Sachem line, and it looked 
for a moment as though the play had broken. 
But the dauntless QB found the needle-eye 
and hit Bill Murphy in the end zone 
surrounded by Tanner defense. 

Another pass to Keith Perkins gave the 
Sachems extra insurance with a two-point 
conversion, and the Sachems led 26-18 

With just over a minute left the Tanners 
took the Winchester kickoff and marched the 
ball back to Winchester’s 39, but a clipping 
penalty brought the ball back to the Tanner 
44. Thai look the wind out, and Bill murphy’s 
interception of a Morrison pass two plays 
later sealed it for the Sachems. 

What he had started, Don Allard finished 
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Winchester Halfback Anthony Davis tries to wind his way around Tanner 
defenders in Thanksgiving Day game; Sachems upset Woburn, 26-18, and Davis 
scored two touchdowns, one on a 65 yard run.

Former Sachem making it 
in professional basketball

Last Wednesday night was the second lime 
in seven years Hob Bigelow, a graduate of 
Winchester High and currently a member of 
the Kansas City Kings professional basketball 
club, had played in the Boston Carden. The 
firsl lime was as a member of the Winchester 
Sachems basketball quintet in the 1970 Tech 
Tourney. Six years, one college education, 
and first-round draft selection later, Bobby

Bigelow is in his second season with 
Kansas City, currently in third place in (he 
NBA’s Midwest Division.

He was 
drafted as a large guard for his outstanding 
defense, and was expected to be used as the 
man whose job it is to shut down the opposing 
team’s hot man. 

Bob proved that he was capable of playing 
such hard-nosed defense by going head to 
head with such pro stars as Ernie DiCregorio 
in the NCAA playoffs, and numberous others 
in the Aloha Classic All Star game in Hawaii 
during the summer of 1975. 

However with the acquisition of veteran 
guard Matt Guokas Bob was relegated to the 
forward position, at which the Kings have 
their most depth. Besides Bob, Kansas City 
drafted 6-7 forward Bill Robinzine on the firsl 
round, and he, along with Scott Wedman, 
Ollie Johnson. Larry McNeill, and Rick 
Roberson saw most of the action. 

So, usually, Bobby was the last man to get 
into the game, and then only when the game 
had already been decided one way or the 
other. He finished the season with 56 points in 
31 games for a 1.8 average

Bigelow has shot 15-30 ( 50 percent) from 
the floor, and 3-4 (75 percent i from the foul 
line for a total of 33 points (3.6 ppg.) Six of 
those 33 came in lasl week’s Thanksgiving 
hive game against the Celtics at the Garden. 

With four minutes and twenty four seconds 
left in the game, Coach Johnson motioned for 
Bigelow to check into the contest. Boston was 
well on its way to a 133-111 rout of the Kings, 
but what the 30-plus Winchester residents in 
attendance saw next made them forget the 
circumstances surrounding Bob’s entrance 

After the first three minutes Bigelow took 
his firsl shot, a jumper from 20-feet out 
Swish! Although most of the arena had by this 
time emptied, a large cheer greeted Bob’s 
firsl pro points in front of the home town fans. 
Six seconds later with 1:24 left he made a 
bank shot off the glass, and then capped his 
one-man run of six straight KC points with an 
unmolested rebound basket of an Andre 
McCarter miss 

To close his Impressive performance Bob 
blocked a Norm Cook shot at the buzzer, as 
the Winchesterites, long lime Celtic fans, saw 
what they came for: a Celtic victory and a 
glimpse of Bigelow' in action. Last year in 
KC’s only prior Garden showing, Number II 
(Bigelow) sal throughout the hard fought 120- 
117 Boston overtime victory 

However it is the opinion of many that 
Bobby’s chance to play more often is coming 
up soon. Coach Johnson and General 
Manager Joe Axelson have got to determine 
whether it’s worth having a large-salaried 
subsiding on the bench.

It was a long wail, those seven years. But * 
from a junior in high school to a second-year 
professional basketball player, Bob Bigelow 
remains the same. The blonde hair flops in 
the breeze even now' as he launches one of his 
graeefull, on-target jump shots, and the 
friendly personality and big grin greet the 
well-wishers who have followed him all that 
time. He remains a superior person, not only 
in the game of basketball but the game of life.

Danish Pastry 


Prepare pastry by blending one package 
(6 oz.) cream cheese with ‘2 pound butter and 
two cups flour. Line small cupcake pans. 

Prepare filling by mixing a 4 cup each: 
chopped dates, nuts, and candied cherries. 
Place one teaspoon in each pastry shell. 

Prepare topping by blending two cups 
brown sugar, three eggs lightly beaten and 
three tablespoons margarine. Add about one 
teaspoon topping to each pastry. Bake at 350 
degrees for 20 minutes. 

Anne Paoletti contributed the following 
recipe to the collection. It might be a nice 
addition to a platter of Christmas cookies. 

Ginger Nuts 

a 4 cup flour 

2 teaspoons baking powder 
2 teaspoons ground ginger 
'v teaspoon salt 
4 teaspoon cinnamon 
4 teaspoon allspice 
'2 teaspoon baking soda 
4 tablespoons butter 
2 tablespoons molasses 


Sift together dry ingredients. Melt butter, 
add molasses and cook gently until mixture is 
heated through. Stir molasses mixture into 
dry ingredients and mix to a stiff dough 
Shape the dough into small balls and arrange 
them on a buttered baking sheet, allowing 
room for the ginger nuts to expand. Bake in a 
moderate oven (350 degrees) until browned 
They will be slightly soft when removed but 
will become crisp when cooled.

*4 cup butter 
1 cup sugar 
1 cup applesauce 
'*» cup seeded raisins 

1 teaspoon baking soda 

2 cups flour 

1 teaspoon cinnamon 

teaspoon each nutmeg, ginger, cloves, 
allspice, salt 
*4 cup cold coffee 

Cream together butter and sugar. Stir In 
applesauce, then raisins. Dissolve baking 
soda in boiling water and mix well. Sift flour, 
spices, salt into mixture. Add coffee last. 
Bake at 350 degrees about one hour or until 
done. Use a 9 by 5 by 3-inch pan.

test scores, in terms of responsible adults. 

There are questions we need to ask and try 
lo answer before a hard and firm decision to 
close an elementary school can be made. Is it 
possible to encourage success at the 
elementary level with a large number of 
children? 

Even if the classrooms are kept within a 
reasonable size, is it possible to regulate 
lunchroom, playground and before-school 
activities with large numbers of children? 
How many classroom and learning dif¬ 
ficulties can be related to difficulties in the 
hallways, on the stairways, in the lunchroom, 
on the playground? Do people move to 
Winchester because they are attracted to the 
neighborhood school? Do enrollment studies 
really show how many new families with 
elementary-aged children may be coming 
into town? Do we, as a community, feel that a 
cohesive long-range plan has been presented 
to us in the light of closing elementary 
schools? Is it more expensive to have empty 
seats in an elementary school or at the high 
school? 

How does it feel to be an elementary 
student in a school that is large in number? 
How close are the parents in a situation where 
a school is large in number? How good is the 
communication between parents and 
teachers in an elementary school that is 
large? 

Before we moved to Winchester, we lived 
in an area where the schools were large. We 
chose to live in Winchester because of the fine 
reputation of the educational system in this 
town. Since moving into Winchester, we have 
enjoyed the benefits of a small neighborhood 
school. When our children were moved from 
the “old” Lincoln to the “new” Lincoln, the 
transition was relatively smooth because the 
schools that were merging had experienced a 
close sense of belonging through the neigh¬ 
borhood school. Parents worked hard and 
long to bring together a new situation. It 
seems that the larger the school, the more 
difficult this will be. 

Closing a school is a matter of great 
concern to me as a parent, to our elected 
officials, to the school administration, to the 
entire town. The decision certainly will affect 
our elementary children. It seems that more 
time, more information, more overall 
planning (including the cutting of top ad¬ 
ministration) and a broader base for a final 
decision is necessary prior to deciding the 
fate of Wyman School (or Lincoln, or 
Noonan).

First-hand look 


EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

There has been much recent misun¬ 
derstanding in the press regarding the intent 
of the school committee and the superin¬ 
tendent in addressing proposed ad¬ 
ministrative cost savings. 

The superintendent has repeatedly stated 
that administrative consolidation can and will 
take place, which will reflect savings in the 
FY'78 budget. Due to the retirement of two 
senior members of the central office 
management team, some of these savings can 
be achieved by attrition. 

There is a general feeling in the town that 
Winchester’s administrative costs are ex¬ 
cessive and out of line with other com¬ 
munities. In fact, a recent survey of ad¬ 
ministrative costs in comparable com¬ 
munities shows that Winchester’s ad¬ 
ministrative costs are in line with ex¬ 
penditures of many other towns with which 
we compare ourselves.

The figure indicated for Winchester 
reflects dollars savings possible upon ac¬ 
ceptance of the proposed reorganizational 
chart which elminates the position of director 
of pupil services and changes the job 
description, title, and salary range of the 


present Assistant superintendent for per¬ 
sonnel. , .. , 

In the past two years we have eliminated 
one principal, ten teachers, three aides, as 
well as reduced both secretarial and custodial 
staffs. Further changes are contemplated in 
our administrative structure, as noted above. 

A rumor which has no factual basis is that 
the superintendent proposes to close an 
elementary school in each of the next four 
years. He does not. No further school closings 
are contemplated until the goal of a four-year 
high school is achieved in the early 1980s. 

Some people insist that there will be no 
savings realized by closing Wyman School, 
while the school department informs us that 
annual savings of from $66,108 to $88,216 can 
be achieved if the school is closed An ad¬ 
ditional $55,000 will have to be spent over a 
substantial period of time if Wyman School is 
kept open. This will also be a saving if Wyman 
is closed. 

Some citizens insist that the ad¬ 
ministration should be relocated to save 
operating costs rather than to close a school. 
This is a separate issue, and one which can be 
addressed in addition to a school closing. It 
may represent an opportunity for additional 
savings, but it cannot be considered as a 
tradeoff for a school closing. There is suf¬ 
ficient space in the system to do both, and the 
matter is being given serious study by the 
school department. 

To consider appointing another study 
committee at this time would be pointless and 
would be only a delay tactic. There has been a 
central office study of declining enrollments, 
and studies by the task force, enrollment 
study committee, school committee mem¬ 
bers, parent groups and privte citizens. 
Further study can bring forth no new in¬ 
formation. The same conclusion is obvious to 
all groups; if the decline in enrollment con¬ 
tinues, schools must be closed sooner or later. 
Sooner would produce a savings in tax 
dollars. 

In 1969 the student enrollment of the 
Winchester Public Schools was 5434. The 
enrollment as of October 1, 1976 was 4930, a 
loss of 504 students. The predicted enrollment 
for 1980 is 4048, or an additional loss of 882 
students in the next four years. 

As school enrollments increased, more 
building space was made available. Doesn’t it 
seem logical now to diminish space as 
enrollments decline? Do we need nine 
elementary schools in a community that is 6.2 
square miles, with an elementary school 
enrollment of 2330? Can we justify having 655 
empty seats — the equivalent of two small 
schools? Is it not most unfair to ask tax¬ 
payers, particularly our senior citizens, to 
pay one penny more in taxes for school 
purposes than is absolutely necessary? 

Voters of the town, go to the polls on 
Decmeber 7, support the superintendent’s 
recommendation and vote in favor of closing 
a school.

Strengthens concept 

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

As the principal petitioner in bringing the 
question of closing an elementarv school 
before the town meeting I have been asked 
why?...Why do I find it necessary or desirable 
to close an elementary school when I have for 
so long been a staunch supporter and ad¬ 
vocate of the “neighborhood school concept" 
The answer is simply that closing one 
elementary school does not destroy the neigh¬ 
borhood school concept...as a matter of fact, 
it is my opinion that this action wili 
strengthen the concept of neighborhood 
schools. 

What, after all, is a neighborhood? A one- 
block area? A square-mile area? An entire 
community?...perhaps a neighborhood would 
include an equally sized are of another more 
diverse community as has been proposed in 
the Metropolitan Planning Project (MPP). 
Not long ago plans were prepared which 
created a “neighborhood tie-in” of Win¬ 
chester and Chelsea...now you must admit, 
that’s some neighborhood...'and it’ll take an 
awful lot of convincing (perhaps "conning” is 
more appropriate) to make me believe that 
the MPP plan follows the great tradition of 
“neighborhood schools". Neighborhood, to 
me, is our town. 

It’s amazing what short memories some of 
us have. Let me remind you that only last 
year the state legislature came dangerously 
close to making the determination for us all 
regarding empty or available public school 
seats. Several bills were before them all 
basically the same...available seats in 
suburban school systems would be filled by 
students of other communities., .non- 
taxpayers, non-supporters of our school 
system. How would this kind of legislative 
action coupled with over 600 available seats in 
Winchester help maintain the "neighborhood 
school concept”...I guess we come back again 
to your definition of neighborhood.

Dismayed 


EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

I am greatly dismayed by the efforts to 
4ose one of our elementary schools. If the 
»roponents of the closing prove accurate in all 
if their projections, and if their figures are 
orrect, my wife and I might in fact nearly 
>uy a modest dinner on our annual tax 
avings. What concerns me far more, 
lowever, are the following potentialities: the 
dosing will occasion disruption, dissension, 
md inconvenience well beyond the borders of 
he directly affected school district 
presumably Wyman); real estate values will 
>e adversely affected; and a closing now will 
jrove extremely costly several years hence 
ihould demographic projections prove 
naccurate. 

It seems somewhat callous and unfair to 
isk one district to suffer great inconvenience 
n order to possibly effect some slight savings 
or the town as a whole. One cannot argue 
lonestly that a school nearly one mile distant 
s still in one’s neighborhood. And because of 
hig, and because one cannot reasonably ask 
cindergarten children and first-and second- 
traders to walk that distance unaided (in 
nany instances along and across busy 
horoughfares), I believe neither that post¬ 
dosing harmony with Wyman residents 
vould be easily achieved, nor that the closing 
vould be accomplished without additional 
•osts. At the very least, more crossing guards 
-vould no doubt be required. More probably, 
some busing would be eventually necessitated 
md-or other schools would be redistricted in 
)rder to reduce the lengthier and more 
dangerous journeys-at the cost of sending 
additional children in the town to schools 
ather than those most convenient to them. 

The impact of a school closing on real 
jstate values is difficult to measure, but could 
[>e potentially severe. People are paying 
significant premiums to buy homes in Win¬ 
chester compared with what they would pay 
for comparable dwellings in many nearby 
communities, and our school system is 
unquestionably part of the reason for this, 
rhe price paid for a house is often partly 
dependent on the school system as a whole, on 
the particular school district in which the 
house is located, and, importantly, on the 
proximity of the house to that school. Real 
estate sales are often a matter of finding the 
"right” buyer. While any particular tran¬ 
saction may be unaffected by the lack of a 
conveniently located school (depending on the 
urgency of sale and on the criteria of the 
prospective buyer), reductions in sale prices 
in other instances might be measured in 
thousands of dollars. Should Wyman prove to 
be another “isolated" closing (the old Lincoln 
being the first), the effect might be relatively 
localized. Other neighborhoods would be 
affected, however, would additional 
redistricting be necessary, and-or should this 
in fact prove simply one more step towards a 
broader school consolidation, as some are 
already advocating. 

Finally, there is the issue of the accuracy 
of the projections on which plans for the 
closing have been based. I was myself 
professionally involved in the Eastern 


Massachusetts Regional Planning Project 
during the mid-1960s, at which time the 
"experts" were unanimously predicting far 
more growth than has actually occurred 
during the past decade. 

Like many other communities. Win¬ 
chester’s school population is today con¬ 
siderably less than was projected at that 
time, and we have some excess school 
capacity, because yesterday’s experts were 
wrong. 

Today’s “experts” may prove correct, and 
we would save at best a few dollars by 
following policies rooted in the certainty of 
their projections. However, one must 
recognize that forecasting methodologies 
today are not substantially different from 
those of a decade ago, and it has become no 
easier to foresee the future. 

Should today’s experts also be proven 
wrong, and should the Winchester school 
population for any of a variety of reasons 
begin to increase a few years hence instead of 
simply "leveling off” as is currently 
projected, closing a school now would likely 
soon result in a situation of impending under¬ 
capacity. The solution. I am sure, would be 
very expensive school construction and-or 
major renovation. 

In the terms of the market analyst, this 
situation thus has a very unfavorable risk- 
reward ratio; the significant emotional and 
social issues aside, a school closing at this 
time would seem an exceptionally poor 
financial speculation.

Wyman flap 


EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

The flap over closing the Wyman School is 
a rerun of the closing of the Highland School 
several years ago It too was a beloved neigh¬ 
borhood school op Highland avenue near 
Eaton street. Its supporters presented the 
same barrage of emotional claptrap and 
predictions of neighborhood decay as is now 
directed to the Wyman question. However, 
the school was closed, the neighborhood 
survived, the school system benefited, and in 
a few months the whole matter was forgotten. 

In the current Wyman controversy when 
one cuts through the fluff and dire predictions 
of neighborhood blight, it is apparent that a 
small group of citizens is trying to prevail 
upon all the taxpayers to subsidize an in¬ 
stitution which is convenient for the small 
group, but educationally and financially 
inefficient. 

There are 5600 dwelling houses in the town, 
of which 145 belong to the parents of the 215 
pupils in Wyman School. This means that 2 '• 
percent of the taxpayers want the other 97 1 - 
percent to pay for the convenience of the few 

This small group has already committed 
the town to an unnecessary expense of some 
$6,000 for a referendum. Their obvious hope is 
that a great many citizens will not bother to 
vote, thereby allowing the proponents to turn 
out in full force and win by default. 

The real victims of the continuation of the 
Wyman School will be the thousands of 
retired persons living on fixed and often 
inadequate incomes. There are some 2500 
senior citizens and many middle aged persons 
without school-age children who would be 
forced to go beyond their obligation to support 
the school system, and to pay for a nebulous 
convenience factor. 

The savings from closing the Wyman 
School will be about $70,000 which is not a 
great amount in the overall budget, but it is a 
discretionary expense which can be 
eliminated as a step in the right direction 1# The 
town will never be able to reduce the* tax 
burden until a start, however small, is made 
A very wise man once said, “The longest 
journey starts with but a single step.” 

Even with the saving from closing a school 
the entire school budget can’t help but rise 
substantially. The school committee is at an 
impasse in its negotiations with a militant and 
agressive union. Unfortunately this is a “no 
win” position for the taxpayers. They can 
only lose; the question is how much’’ 

If the Wyman School is closed no pupil will 
be over six-tenths of a mile from another 
school and no busing will be required so there 
will be no hardship. 

An interesting feature of the pro-Wyman 
campaign is the support of a number of real 
estate salespersons. The thought occurs that 
a small neighborhood school might be a 
selling point to add considerably to the price 
of homes in that area, thereby increasing the 
sales commission 

Finally, the principal message of this 
letter is that the coming referendum will 
affect everybody’s taxes or rents, so get out 
and vote.

Last year at this time, our family was 
enjoying the educational opportunities our 
town offers at the high school, McCall Junior 
High and Mystic Elementary. Our children 
were progressing satisfactorily and were 
quite content. Certainly we did not become 
overly concerned with the fuss across town 
about closing the Wyman School! However, 
during the spring, we found a larger home 
and moved to Church street, and while our 
junior high and senior high students were 
unaffected, we became acutely aware of the 
controversy about the closing of Wyman. In 
fact, we considered enrolling our fifth graders 
at Ambrose, but the found the class size would 
be 29 students. Wyman offered classes of 21 
and 27 students and a more structured 
learning environment as opposed to the 
Ambrose open classroom concept. We chose 
Wyman based on our preference for what it 
offered, even though we knew the school was 
a target for closing. 

Our experience has been most enjoyable in 
the three months the boys have been at 
Wyman. Our children have been en¬ 
thusiastically received by the principal, 
teachers and classmates. As parents, we have 
been warmly welcomed into the various 
activities which emanate from Wyman. 
There is a spirit at the Wyman School which is 
outstanding. We believe this spirit translates 
to a positive educational experience for all of 
the children who attend Wyman. We wonder if 
this kind of spirit and positive educational 
influence would exist if Wyman were closed 
and the children transferred to other schools 
outside our neighborhood. 

Under redistricting in the event of Wyman 
closing, our children would probably not 
attend Lincoln. However, we sympathize with 
other Wyman parents whose young children 
would be forced to negotiate their way 
through the business district and busy in 
tersections to Lincoln. As adults, we of¬ 
tentimes have difficulty getting through the 
intersections at Church street and Waterfield 
road and Mystic Valley parkway. Kin¬ 
dergarten and First Graders have enough 
adjustments to make without adding a dif¬ 
ficult and potentially dangerous walk to 
school. 

During the past weeks, we have listened to 
proponents on both sides of the school closing 
issue. There are legitimate points to be made 
by both sides. However, in the long run, it 
seems to us the deciding factor should be 
what is best for the children involved. When 
weighing the economic possibilities against 
the educational effect on the children, it is our 
belief that closing of the Wyman School would 
have a detrimental effect on the Wyman 
School population. We believe the school 
committee should be responsive to the will of 
the people, and it seems to us the people most 
involved say keep the Wyman School open.

Stats differ 

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

The statistics reported by the Task Force 
are quite different from those used by the 
Elementary School Building Committee when 
I was a member about 10 years ago. McCall, 
when it was a senior high school had a 
capacity of 950, Lynch had a capcity of 750, 
and Lincoln as a junior high school was 550. 
When this building was changed to an 
elementary school the town was told the 
building could accommodate more pupils. 

1 was chairman of the Elementary School 
Building Committee that planned the Muraco 
School with the designer. The design capacity 
was three large open areas, the equivalent of 
six classrooms, each to hold 150 students. The 
two kindergarten rooms were each designed 
for 25 pupils and to be used for two sessions 
each day. The capacity of the building is 500, 
but the building may accommodate a daily 
attendance of 550. 

When I was chairman of the school 
committee it was necessary to redistrict the 
Mystic and Lincoln Schools. The enrollment 
in the Mystic School had gone well over 400, 
and less than UK) pupils were moved to Lin¬ 
coln. Now we are informed that the capacity 
of the main building at Mystic is 230 (a total of 
275 minus 45 in the portable which has three 
rooms supposed to hold 75). 

Since the number of teaching stations in 
each elementary school, the size of each area, 
and the square footage per pupil are some of 
the statistics not given, the voter on 
December 7 still does not have a complete 
picture of the situation. An interim report 
recently prepared by the school department 
gives the capacity of the nine elementary 
schools as approximately 3525. Now we are 
told the capacity is 2764.1 feel that someone is 
just playing with numbers. 

The senior high school was designed as a 
three-year high school for 1500 students. 
When I was a member of the planning board 
we were invited to attend a meeting of the 
Secondary School Building Committee to 
discuss the project. The meeting, however, 
got lost in a discussion of the educational 
specifications between the chairman of the 
building committee and a relatively new 
member of the committee who later became 
the chairman. Bill Clark who was a relatively 
new' member of the school administrative 
staff was asked to prepare some new 
educational specifications. Recognizing the 
internal debate on this issue he wrote 
educational specifications which would, as he 
explained to me, satisfy everyone. 

The original building had a gross space of 
300,000 square feet. The bids on this design 
came in above the $10,000,000 approved by the 
town meeting, so a redesign was done by the 
architect. The present building has a gross 
area of 260,000 square feet, or the equivalent 
of about 175 square feet per pupil for 1500. 
Community colleges in this state are designed 
on the basis of 150 square feet per pupil. 

At the time the high school was being bid for 
the second time the following high schools 
were under construction or were in the 
planning stage; Braintree, Brockton, 
Weymouth, Franklin and Belmont. All these 
schools had between 130-135 sq. ft. per pupil. 
The new high schools for Medford and Newton 
had about 151 and 152 sq. ft. per pupil, but 
these two schools have full vocational- 
technical schools included in the facilities and 
these areas as separate schools required 
about 200 sq. ft. per pupil. The new Taunton 
High School which opened two years ago had 
130 sq. ft. per pupil as a design standard 

I recently asked several designers how 
much gross area they would specify for a new 
building for 1500 pupils. Not one gave a figure 
greater than 200,000. The extra space 
provided in the high school at approximately 
40 per sq. ft. is about $2,500,000. This is the 
reason that Winchester does not have a 
swimming pool. 

I have presented these statistics to show 
that the senior high school has sufficient 
capacity to support a four-year high school 
now It is not necessary to wail until the 
enrollment in the four classes, 9-12, drops to a 
total of 1500 to move to a four-year high 
school. 

The report in The Star said, "the actual 
number of seats in each elementary school 
are.” and numbers are given. But do these 
numbers represent the true capacity of each 
school? More statistics are needed to con¬ 
vince the voter. I urge the voters to vote to 
close at least one elementary school and write 
the school committee to make the senior high 
school a four-year school in 1977

I spoke against closing Wyman, or any 
other school, at town meeting. In spite of the 
eloquent letters published since, advocating 
such a closing.

Did they not also prevail upon the town to 
put up a new high school costing roughly 
$26,000,00 (principal and interest, state and 
local ) that was, as it turns out, altogether 
unnecessary. They “projected" a desperate 
need to accommodate 500 more students - 
that was the cry. Instead, we now have 500 
fewer - a discrepancy of a mere thousand. 

Now they ask us to trust them again 
trust “Big Brother” (and “Sister") and their 
suspect projections to lead us out of the 
mess they got us into. For the sake of a few 
highly questionable dollars they claim we will 
save, they now ask the rest of the town to 
disregard the concern of the Wyman parents 
and vote to close the neighborhood school that 
means so much to them.

But under the influence of the 
megalomania prevalent in many circles in 
this country today, the Syndrome feels that 
“bigger is better" so. for no other reason, all 
small schools must go! Wyman is their first 
target! Your neighborhood school most 
certainly could be next.

new center; 

The Building Fund Steering Committee of 
the Winchester Seniors’ Association is con¬ 
tinuing its efforts to raise funds to provide for 
the cost of air conditiioning, landscaping, 
kitchen equipment, carpeting, draperies, and 
furnishings for the Senior Center. 

Rev. Jack Zoerheide, chairman of the 
committee, says that “in view of the con¬ 
tinuous rise in the cost of construction 
materials, it is of vital importance to en¬ 
courage those who have not donated to the 
fund to do so as soon as possible.” 

Bids were far in excess of what was an- 
ticpated. In order to complete the building as 
it was envisioned - one that the whole town 
can be proud of - additional money is needed. 
The steering committee has met weekly, and 
sometimes more often, in the planning and 
soliciting for the fund raising and will con¬ 
tinue to do so for an indefinite period.

James J. Jenks. Jr., with the “silver spade 
in hand that he had to buy himself,” added 
both seriousness and a note of levity to the 
occasion. He emphasized that the gift of 
money was not as important as the dedication 
and spirit of working together as a team that 
he has witnessed from the beginning of the 
planning. Without the lavish financial aid 
from Mr. and Mrs. Jenks, the Senior Center 
could not be built in the space of the next 
seven or eight months. 

The groundbreaking ceremonies were 
done quickly after the necessary legalities 
were concluded. The freezing ground and the 
rapidly rising costs of materials and labor 
increased the urgency of beginning the 
project immediately. A delay would be ex¬ 
pensive in terms of construction, especially in 
relation to labor costs. Beginning in March, N 
all labor contracts come up for negotiations 
and without doubt, there will be a substantial 
increase in wages. 

A concerted attempt was made to reach by 
telephone all donors, solictiors, town officials, 
and friends who have spared no effort in 
working for the center, to invite them to be 
present at this function of such vital im¬ 
portance. It was impossible to make contacts 
with all who were involved because some 
people were not at home and the busy signals 
interfered. Time was of the essence, but the 
team of phoners did their level best. 

With the gargantuan step that has already 
been taken, what remains to be accomplished 
in the drive for additional funds can be 
realized with the same demonstration of 
enthusiasm, genuine interest, and effort that 
has been evidenced during all of these months 
of laborious planning

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School board to Voter turnout: 26 per cent 
vote on Wyman 


The Winchester School Committee is 
scheduled to decide Monday night whether or 
not to close the Wyman Elementary School. 

The board will also discuss their response 
to last year’s attitudinal survey. The subject 
first came up a few weeks ago when several of 
the board members wondered out loud if the 
committee had adequately responded to the 
survey over the past year. 

Also on Monday night’s agenda are the 
format for the needs assessment program; 
proposed policy procedures for student ex¬ 
change programs; a curriculum report on 
special education; and reports from the 
student representative, the superintendent, 
and school board subcommittees. 

In addition the committee will hear on 
personnel matters, bid awards, and a budget 
review. The committee is now meeting 
regularly every Monday to work on the up¬ 
coming year’s budget. 


Alleged ‘ fence 9 
in rug ring is 
arrested; then 
another hits 


Wyman supporters chalk up 
‘decisive’ referendum win 


Lt. William Haggerty, with the 
cooperation of Quincy police, Friday arrested 
Raymond Carroll, 30. of Quincy in connection 
with the oriental rug theft ring, which plagued 
Winchester and other communities until 
brought to a halt by Lt. Haggerty last month. 

Carroll, who was arraigned in Woburn 
District Court, was charged with receiving 
stolen property. He was also wanted on seven 
warrants in Bedford, and on six warrants 
from the nearby towns of Quincy, Somerville 
and Dedham. His case will come up 
December 15. 

Lt. Haggerty says that there are still two 
warrants outstanding before the case is 
completed. This latest arrest brings to ten the 
number of arrests’ in this case. 

More than $300,000 worth of orientals and 
other property has been stolen since the 
summer. The case may eventually reach one 
million dollars in stolen property, stolen 
automobiles, drugs, and firearms. 

In other activity in the past week, Lt. 
James J. Cogan, acting chief in Chief John P. 
McHugh’s absence this week, reports that the 
entire police department has been going 
through its semi-annual service revolver 
practice with Sgt. Mario Buzzotta in win 
charge. The practice and review, which are 
required every spring and early winter, take 
place at the Hanscomb Field indoor target 
range. 

A break was reported at 8:30 a.m. on 
November 30 at 41 Vine st. The thief or thieves 
apparently entered through the garage. A 
0x12 oriental rug worth $600 was reported 
taken. 

There was a broken window reported that 
night at 61 Richardson st. where a rock was 
thrown through a storm window and screen 
Police believe there is some connection 
l>etween the rock-throwing incident and an 
assault on the owner’s brother that night by 
three Woburn youths. There have been no 
charges brought at this time. 

On December 3 a 1969 Lincoln belonging to 
Police Officer Albertelli was reported stolen 
from the parking lot at 200 Swanton st. That 
date three boys were reported sitting in the 
box car on the railroad tracks. 

A break was reported on December 4 at 3 
Kverell.rd. The rear door of the sun porch, 
which was locked and bolted, had been kicked 
in. A camera, taperecorder, and $200 in cash 
were taken. 

Also on December 4 four youths attempted 
to steal a car from the Parkview parking lot. 
They were apparently scared away. A dent 
puller was found in the ignition. 

A 1 1 inch hole was reported in a 6x5 foot 
window at the Shawmut Bank. Police say the 
hole looks as if it had been made by someone 
shooting a pellet gun from a passing car. 

Monday meetings held 


By a 52 per cent majority, the town voted 
Tuesday to keep all nine neighborhood 
elementary schools open in a non-binding 
referendum vote in which 3400 went to the 
polls. The vote was 1565 to close, 1775 not to 
close. 

As expected, the Wyman district gave 
overwhelming support to keeping that school 
open. Although unnamed by School 
Superintendent William C. MacDonald, 
Wyman is the school which was expected to 
be the first one closed under his long-range 
proposal, which would close three elementary 
schools by 1982. and create two middle 
schools and a four-year high school. 

The Lincoln School vote, district 3. also 
gave clear indications that neighborhood 
schools should not be closed. Fewer than one 
per cent of Wyman families live in that 
district, according to spokesmen at Wyman. 

The school committee has indicated that it 
would take into account the wishes of the 
voters when it makes its decision on a school 
closing Monday night. 

The referendum came about after town 
meeting in November voted 75-72 to recom¬ 
mend to the school committee that an 
elementary school be closed. 

Immediately after that close vote, Wyman 
parents formed the Citizens for Responsible 
School Planning to solicit town-wide support 
for a referendum. The law requires a 20 per 
cent turn-out in order to make the referendum

valid. More than the required 2700 voters 
went to the polls. 

The group issued the following statement 
to the Star throijgh its chairman Barbara 
Charlson and Jean Weylman:

Teachers attempt to clear air 
about stalemated negotiations 


.With contract negotiations between the 
teachers ancf ihe school board at a stalemate, 
the Winchester Education Association has 
come out with a position statement in an 
effort to dispel what WEA President Bernard 
Silva has termed “rumors, innuendos, and 
accusations being circulated in the com¬ 
munity." 

The statement, written by Silva, came in 
the form of a letter to The Star this week. (See 
Letters section). The letter implies that the 
issues at stake in the contract negotiations go 
beyond what have been repeatedly named as 
the “major” points of negotiation: salary 
ratios, teacher evaluations, and staff 
reductions. 

“In the past,” Silva writes, “band-aids 
have been placed on major problems that are 
still haunting the Winchester Public School 
System. WTiat is needed now is corrective 
surgery." 

Meanwhile the WEA’s representative 
council was scheduled to meet yesterday to 
act on a long-term, work-to-rule proposal 
developed by the WEA action committee. The 
proposal would take effect “immediately," 
according to action committee Chairman 
Richard Conway. 

“We knew that we were going into a short¬ 
term work-to-rule," Conway said of the lost 
teacher action, initiated November 12 and 
halted by the end of that week. “We planned 
what we were doing for the greatest impact 
on the town and the school committee," he 
explained. 

The second work-to-rule, Conway said, 
would affect different kinds of non¬ 
contractual activities which were not en¬ 
countered during the shorter action. Conway 
cited special Christmas programs and the 
next term’s student teachers as examples of 
subjects which would have to be dealt with by 


a long-range plan of action. 

This second, modified work-to-rule met 
with the approval of the WEA’s executive 
board, according to Cathy Sheridan, head of 
the teacher negotiating team. 

Ralph Devlin of the Mass. Teachers 
Association, principal negotiator for the 
WEA, filed a brief with the factfinder this 
week. The teachers anticipate a wait of 
several weeks before the factfinder releases 
his final recommendations. 

Upon release of the factfinder’s report, 
both the school board and the WEA return to 
the negotiating table to hammer out an 
agreement. The factfinder’s report is not 
binding. 

Silva notes in his letter to The Star that the

vote when the question comes up at Monday 
night’s school board meeting. 

“It was an area vote swinging the whole 
town,” she said, noting that while the three 
districts voting in favor of keeping Wyman 
open all contained Wyman families, every 
other district voted in favor of closing the 
school. 

Mrs. Pronski indicated she felt the vote 
was a show of no-support for Wyman parents. 
“I don’t really know what I’m going to do — 
should we say to the Wyman group, 'keep 
your school,’ and tell the others, ‘your vote 
doesn't count’?” 

“In no way do 1 represent the Wyman 
family,” she continued, “I have to consider 
what will be in the best interests of the entire 
town.” 

The Chairlady said she was disturbed by 
“propaganda” and “threats” of other schools 
being closed. She also noted that the ballot 
was worded “in favor” and “opposed” in¬ 
stead of the usual “yes” and “no,” which she 
felt had confused some voters. She cited the 
weather as a factor in keeping many voters at 
home. “I have to take all this into con¬ 
sideration in trying to make up my mind," 
Mrs. Pronski said.

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Budget increases voted for 
CLIP, girls’ sports, staff 
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With budget preparation time fast ap¬ 
proaching, the school committee has already 
begun work on its fiscal year 1978 budget 
requests. 

The board met Monday evening for the 
second of its weekly budget discussions and 
took votes on a number of budget-related 
items. 

The board voted to increase the number of 
students to be enrolled in the new Career-Life 
Information Program (CLIP) by not less than 
15. Staffing will increase by two-fifths of a 
teacher to accomodate the additional 
students. 

The board voted the increases in response 
to requests from CLIP teachers for expansion 
of the program. A recent mid year progress 
report indicates that the program, designed 
as a work-study experience for the general 
student, has been successful in increasing 
student involvement and motivation and 
improving student attitudes about school. 

The board then voted to accept a recom¬ 


mendation from Superintendent William 
MacDonald for an overall increase in the staff 
at the high school of 1.2 teachers. The in¬ 
crease, according to the superintendent's 
recommendation, is to support the proposed 
expansion of CLIP; the humanities program; 
ninth grade typing; and second level courses 
in bookkeeping and accounting. 

A recommendation from Athletic Director 
William A. Colella to add money to the FY '78 
budget for spring track for girls at the high 
school; and for softball for girls at the junior 
high schools was also adopted by the school 
board. 

In addition, the committee voted to direct 
their negotiators to consider along with 
Winchester Education Association 
representatives what stipends would be 
suitable for teachers involved with certain 
extracurricular activities, including YOUTH-

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Dlegitimacy problems 


Discrepancies in birth records: 
They’re 6 unofficial, incomplete’ 


Birth records for Winchester residents, on 
file at both the town clerk’s office and the 
board of health, are and apparently will 
remain “unofficial” and incomplete. 

The records do not accurately reflect the 
total number of births to Winchester residents 
because of certain sections of state Chapter 46 
which require the impounding of records of 
illegitimate births. 

The question of the accuracy of town birth 
statistics arose when persons on both sides of 
the Wyman School closing issue found 
discrepancies in the numbers gathered from 
town hall. 

The discrepancies between figures taken 
from board of health records and town clerk 
records are apparently the result of in¬ 
consistent reporting methods. The difference 
in the figures ranges as high as 16 births for 
1975, according to Town Manager Thomas 
Groux. 

The town clerk keeps a record of all births 
which occur at Winchester Hospital, along 
with a record of out-of-town births to Win¬ 
chester residents. 

For children born to local parents at 
Winchester Hospital, a copy of the birth 
record is forwarded to the board of health for 
their records. For out-of-town births, the town 
clerk’s office receives no extra copy of the 
record, so the information is listed on a 
separate sheet and periodically sent down¬ 
stairs to the board of health. 

“We do not get a true listing,” Town Clerk 
Elsie Nelson explained, “because the records 
of illegitimate children born to local parents 
at hospitals outside Winchester are im¬ 
pounded by the state department of health.” 
She also said there was a time lag in reports 
of births to Winchester residents in outside 
hospitals. 

Mrs. Nelson said she told those seeking the 
birth statistics for their town meeting 
presentations on closing Wyman that her 
records were “unofficial.” The town clerk’s 
records amount to about 70 pages a year with 
roughly 30 names to a page. 

The record book contains both resident 
and non-resident births, so that in order to get 
an annual count, the books would have to be 
thoroughly combed. However, since those 
records include births-out-of-wedlock which 
occurred at Winchester Hospital, and since 
the law considers that information to be 
confidential, the books are not open to public 
scrutiny. 

In other words, the secretaries in the 
clerk’s office would have had to go through 
the books page-by-page, birth-by-birth. Mrs. 
Nelson was hesitant to have them take the 
time. “They wanted the information so 
quickly," she said, “we couldn’t possibly 
have gone through all those pages and gotten 
the information to them that fast.” 

Initial figures for 1975 and 1976 were given 
to the school committee and Wyman parents. 
When both groups asked for more, Mrs. 
Nelson directed them to the board of health. 
In the end, Town Manager Groux had the 
clerk’s office go through the books and obtain 
figures dating back to 1965. 


As for the discrepancies between the 
numbers coming from the board of health and 
the clerk’s office, Mrs. Nelson said, “either 
some of the birth slips never went down, or 
they were misplaced once they got there (to 
the board of health).” 

She added that she had, as the law directs, 
informed the board of health of all births 
which had been reported to her office. “The 
only complete list of Winchester births is at 
the state health department,” she said. 

Commenting on the reason for the 
discrepancies between board of health and 
town clerk birth data, Mrs. Nelson said, “I 
don’t know why we should take the time to 
find out why. We should just try to work out a 
better system for reporting.” 

Town Manager Groux has asked the 
clerk’s office to come up with a form for 
listing births which could be sent down to the 
board of health on a weekly basis. Mrs. 
Nelson said she hoped to set up a system of 
receipts as well, so her office would know the 
reports had been sent down and received. 

The town clerk noted that another question 
has now arisen: how, if the state must im¬ 
pound the records of illegitimate births, can 
the board of health get a true list of births to 
local residents? (The board normally con¬ 
tacts new parents and offers them 
assistance.) 

Section 2A, Chapter 46 of the state law 
requires that the state impound the records of 
illegitimate births, according to Herbert 
Rizzer of the state health department. 

Section 12 of Chapter 46 says the town or 
city clerk in the town of birth must transmit 
birth records to the town of residence; but, 
Rizzer said, this section also states that such 
records shall not be transferred if the birth is 
out-of-wedlock. 

Rizzer explained that while the local 
health department usually takes the initiative 
in offering assistance to new parents, the 
parent(s) of a child born out-of-wedlock (and 
out of town) would have to take the initiative 
in seeking such assistance.

teachers do not oppose staff reductions per so. 
but seek a “fair, objective, and equitable 
system” for deciding who will go when cuts 
are to be made. 

School committee sources say that while 
ihe board seeks lo reduce staff on the basis of 
a merit system, the teachers want the 
decisions based on seniority. 

Silva also explains that the teachers do not 
oppose evaluation, but says, “we do have 
serious reservations about the recommended 
instrument.” 

The letter indicates the teachers feel the 
system is lacking in the flexibility to deal 
adequately with the “average" student. Also 
in question is the extent lo which Chapter 766 
programs may be infringing on other school 
services. 

“The Winchester Education Association 
after a full year of negotialions, mediation, 
and factfinding has tried to negotiate a fair 
and reasonable contract with the school 
committee,” writes Silva. “We are asking for 
a salary raise, but it is NOT the only issue that 
is holding up a contract settlement.” the 
letter stales.

The voters speak 

The committee that fought so hard and so long to save Wyman School 
has won. 

The voters have handed them a victory. They did it by voting 1775 
against closing an elementary school to 1565 in favor. 

Their plurality of 210 votes is being interpreted by the parents of 
Wyman and their supporters as a "decisive” one and a virtual mandate 
to the school committee not to vote to close an elementary school. 

A total of 3400 voters, or roughly 26 percent of the more than 13,000 
registered voters in Winchester, turned out on perhaps one of the worst 
election days, weather-wise, in recent years. 

But their meaning was clear. They want to retain the neighborhood 
school concept, and we agree that that is the way it ought to be in Win¬ 
chester. We are not convinced by predictions of so-called "experts” about 
what will happen to the population in the years immediately ahead. We 
would ask at least that the school committee buy some more time on the 
strength of this vote and hold off closing an elementary school to see what 
lies up ahead. 

We think the voters have spoken clearly. We hope the school com¬ 
mittee will see it that way and preserve that almost unique system of 
neighborhood schools that so well characterizes one of the very special 
charms of a very special Winchester. 

The school committee should accede to the wishes of the electorate.

The ground is broken 

A chilling, subtle mist hinting of snow. Raw wind brrr-ing in from the 
northeast. People clustered in a large knot on a vacant lot off the unob¬ 
trusive Skillings path. 

Stubborn earth, in the first lock of winter’s frost, yields sparse 
granules of its surface. But people, full of joypus expectation, applaud, 
for if there is little dirt on Jim Jenks’s silver spade, its symbolism Is not 
lost, and the last giant step toward tangible realization of a center for 
Winchester’s senior citizens is taken. 

The ground is broken. The work begins at the site. 

Thus it was shortly after noon last Thursday, as people from all walks 
of life with a common purpose came together to enjoy the fruits of their 
long labors over the past several months to raise the funds to make their 
dream and their need become a reality. 

Rev. Jack D. Zoerheide, chairman of the Senior Citizens Center 
Building Fund Steering Committee, put it all this way: 

"On a beautiful Saturday morning last June, we made a public 
commitment to a dream. 

"Seven months later almost to the day, we are here to set that dream 
down upon this earth. This is a day of thankfulness and rejoicing.” 

Here he called for a warming of "our hearts and our hands" by ap¬ 
plauding "all those who could not be here who helped this day come 
true.” 

Mr. Zoerheide told the throng, bundled against the chill, that "in the 
next few days we will hear on this ground the scrape of the backhoe and 
creak of the bull dozer, the whir of the truck and whine of the power saw, 
the slap of the trowel and the tap of the hammer. 

"A building of grace, beauty and meaning will arise on this land. 

"There is a standard cliche,” he said, "heard at moments like this: 
that such a building will be more than bricks, mortar, steel, glass and 
wood. 

”1 say, did any people ever know that truth better than we know it? 

"Our senior center will be, yes a center for a community of 
memory and hope already real." 

He spoke of memories. 

"How did we ever attend all those meetings, dial all those phone 
numbers, do all that work, care all that much? It summons memories of 
grand, rare people; tough-minded, tenderhearted, good and generous. 
Memories of talks and walks, banners waving, tubas playing...of bold 
plans, hard-drawn, redrawn, revised, tested and amended; bold plans for 
building a building and building people. 

"Thus our memories unite our hopes. And this ‘center’ will therefore 
be unlike any other for it will be a symbol of precious memories and real 
hopes alive and strong in a vital people.

We hope that 
seniors who now feel they don’t “need” the 
center will come to look around and decide to 
stay. The center is for all of us. 

Because the cost of the building is much 
higher than we anticipated, it seems likely at 
this time that we may have to make some 
undesirable adjustments in the plans. 

However, we are praying that during this 
joyful holiday season, the senior center will 
be included on the gift lists of the town¬ 
speople. young and old. Working together we 
will have then a senior center adequate for 
present and future needs.

Warning about dogs

With snow likely to come very soon, dog 
officer Nick Molea urges motorists to be extra 
cautious. He also emphasizes the need to keep 
dogs on leashes at all times and particularly 
during snowy weather when drivers have 
trouble seeing them. 

So far Nick has managed, with the 
assistance of Town Clerk Elsie M. Nelson, to 
get 1877 dogs licensed in Winchester. He 
expects another 50 are still roaming 
unlicensed. 

Mrs. Nelson provided Nick with a listing of 
all dog owners as obtained from the police 
census. He matched that list against the 
records of dog licenses for the year and has 
been sending warning notices and tickets, 
where necessary, to owners who do not 
license their dogs. 

From a total of 600 when he started this 
fall, Nick has brought down the number of 
illegally kept dogs to just 50. 

He will be keeping an eye out weekends 
and evenings especially in an effort to enforce 
the leash law. 

Nick also says that there are a dozen dogs 
at the pound. Anyone wishing to adopt a dog 
for Christmas can contact the Winchester 
Auxiliary MSPCA in care of Dr. Seminatore 
on Russell street, Woburn.

House Minority Leader Frank Hatch has 
filed an initiative petition signed by 48,681 
Middlesex county residents who would like to 
see all lottery proceeds revert to cities and 
towns to lower local property taxes instead of 
going to the state. 

He said, “Some 700 members of HALT 
(Homeowners Against Lottery Takeover) 
have gathered these signatures in every 
county of the state since August. While 
delivering the petitions to the secretary of the 
commonwealth we are delivering a loud and 
definite message to the governor and the 
legislature. We are letting them know that 
they can no longer balance the state’s books 
by stealing local aid money which belongs to 
the cities and towns. We want to force them to 
cut the state budget instead of raising 
revenue the easy way: by a backdoor local 
property tax increase.” 

Hatch also announced that the first goal of 
the petition has succeeded because the ad¬ 
ministration has said it would not seek an 
extension of the diversion of the lottery 


numbers game beyond July. 

“The near record response to this petition 
indicates that the public will not condone 
other future raids on local aid.”

We are seeking a fair, objective, and 
uniformly applicable system for evaluating 
all teachers. 

— We are very concerned about the 
average student, and the lack of flexible 
programs to meet their needs. 

We are insisting that the responsibilities 
of Chapter 766 Ik? met without jeopardizing 
any services to the Winchester students who 
may not have “special needs.” 

We are seeking in-service workshops for 
teachers to meet the increasing pressures of 
individualization, and to assist them in 
developing programs for special needs 
students within their regular classrooms. 

— We want to maintain a high quality of 
professional teaching staff, and to have 
Winchester continue to attract creative, 
competent teachers. 

— We are asking for a salary raise, but it is 
not the only issue that is holding up a contract 
settlement. 

The Winchester Education Association 
with over 3(H) members continues to offer the 
professional experience and expertise to deal 
with these issues, but we are not interested in 
temporary solutions In the past, band-aids 
have been placed on major problems that are 
still haunting the Winchester Public School 
system. What is needed now is corrective 
surgery. If the school committee, WE A. and 
parents fail lo face and solve these crucial 
issues now, the town of Winchester, students 
entering school, and current students will 
suffer in the future

New approach 

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

Am I mistaken, or did our town not decide 
it was time to get back to basics and give our 
young children sturdy blocks to build with as 
they progressed toward healthy, self-reliant 
adulthood 9 I thought this was a family town; 
a town dedicated to improving the quality of 
life for all. Our diversity of ideas and living 
styles had been contributing to a future of 
townwide spirit and unity. 

Why now, a step backwards? Young 
children become numbers in giant systems 
soon enough; we must allow them to walk, on 
their own two legs, to a small neighborhood 
school. I would propose building rather than 
destroying. 

I am familiar with most of the schools in 
town. The youngest of our three children is 
now in high school. I am not aware of any 
wasted space in the schools. The basement in 
Ambrose is especially well used. I therefore 
propose that we: 

1. Move the elementary school out of the 
center of town and unify the junior high 
schools there. 

2. Reduce costs by hiring only one prin¬ 
cipal and one custodian for each set of 
elementary schools located within six to eight 
blocks of each other. Both children and parent 
could assume more responsibility for the 
cleanliness and maintenance of their schools. 

3. Sell or rent space at Lynch to private 
business (such as an architectural, publishing 
or pharmaceutical firm); maintaining 
enough space for a middle school if 
necessary. 

4 Relieve overcrowding in the Mystic area 
by building a small, two-story elementary 
school midway in the Town Forest, between 
the two proposed cul-de-sacs. An appeal to the 
state legislature would have to be made in 
order to change the use of this land, which at 
present is very rarely used on week days.

The Festival of Lights

Chanukkah, the Jewish Festival of Lights, 
occurs near the Christmas season. At sun¬ 
down on Dec. 16. Jewish people will light the 
first candle of the menorah, an eight- 
branched candelabra, to mark the beginning 
of the eight-day celebration which concludes 
D6e. 24. Because the lunar calendar is used, 
dates vary each year. 

Last week Mrs. Arnold Schulzberg. 
Central ave.. reviewed the meaning of the 
seasonal event over a cup of coffee and a 
bagel. 

The name Chanukkah means “dedication 
and it is a holiday of Thanksgiving and 
celebration for the rededication of the temple. 

Tt is a very old holiday dating back to 
events in the second century B.C. which mark 
the heroism of Judas Maccabeus who led the 
Jews in a successful struggle for freedom 
from oppressors." she said “At that time a 
miracle occurred. Although there was only 
sufficient oil for one night’s illumination, the 
oil lasted for eight days." 

Most Jewish homes have the traditional 
menorah and Mrs. Schulzberg has several in 
various creative designs. She described the 
daily candle-lighting ceremony in her home 
which is the focus of warm family gatherings 
and the exchange of very simple gifts. 

One candle is lit each night until all eight 
are burning. The Chanukkah candles are lit 
with a ninth candle called a shamash which 
has its own special holder. Special prayers 
are recited and thought given to a 
rededication of spiritual and ethical teachings 
of the religion 

The Shutzberg family which includes 


Adena. 12. and Daniel. 13, follows the 
traditional folk customs including playing the 
spin-the dreidl (top), exchange of small 
money gifts (gelt) and eating potatoe pan¬ 
cakes served with applesauce or sour cream. 

Despite the closeness to Christmas, Mrs. 
Schulzberg stressed that it is still a miribr 
holiday which is becoming over emphasized 
and commercialized just as Christmas has 
become in many views. 

Mrs. Robert Stolow, N. Gateway, agreed 
that the holiday doesn't rank as an equivalent 
to Christmas But her family adheres less 
strictly to the traditional activities of the 
period. The Stolows have a decorated 
evergreen called a Chanukkah bush. Instead 
of one small gift each night, her children have 
traditionally received gifts at the end of the 
eight days which coincides this year with 
Christmas eve. Parents and relatives are the 
gift-givers. 

Both the Schutzbergs and Stolows have 
been active in Winchester's informally 
organized Jewish Community which numbers 
about 50 families. In fact, Mrs. Stolow was 
one of the originators. 

In order to encourage a sense of local 
community, family gatherings are planned 
and children’s Jewish enrichment classes are 
conducted. For several years, classes were 
held in Mrs. Shutzberg’s home

week. The Center provides a 
chance for each client to 
develop his or her maximum 
potential for personal in¬ 
dependence and self worth as 
well as vocational and 
educational goals and daily 
job training. Full-time staff 
include a director, certified 


head teacher and three in¬ 
structors who provide 
training and guidance in self- 
care. hygiene habits, 
socialization skills, money 
management, meal 
preparation, shopping, 
domestic skills, independent 
traveling on public tran¬ 
sportation, involvement and 
orientation to community 
leisure activities, daily job 
training (workshop contract 
work) and development of 
necessary coping skills and 
social behaviors.

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Guide for publicity chairmen 


As a public service The Winchester Star is 
printing these pointers for publicity chairmen 
to help make their job of getting publicity 
used by area newspapers and radio stations 
easier. 

•f 

The easier you make it for the news media 
I to use your press releases, the more success 
. you will have in getting publicity for your 
group. 

So. first, know the medium and its 
, deadlines. Make sure your copy is eariy or on 
; time 

Make sure that your name and phone 
number appear on each release so that you 
can be contacted if there is a question. 

...Be brief. Newspapers and radio stations 
sell space and time. They will use your 
release as a public service, but don’t try to 
impose with excess verbiage, nonessentials, 
and routine information and reminders of 
„ interest only to your members. 

Make sure that you supply the pertinent 
information. If you feel that you cannot write 
a news release, send the information in 

• outline form. The 5 W’s should appear first in 

• your story: who. what, where, when. why. 

. Thus your meeting announcement would start 

• with the name of the group, the event plan¬ 
ned. time and place. 

... Type your releases so that they are easy to 
edit and read. Double or triple space. Do not 
send carbons and weak photocopies that are 
. difficult to read and messy to handle. 

[ ... Do not type your releases in capital letters. 

; Someone at the newspaper will have to • 
remark all of the letters which should be 
’ capitalized, and it is easy for errors to be 
, made, such as MacDonald or Macdonald. 

; ... Be accurate. You should check your typed 

I releases to make sure they are correct. 

’ Double check the spelling of all names and 
; make sure that people are properly identified 

• ...Write for the community. All clubs have 
1 presidents who preside, secretaries who read 
, minutes etc. Generally the fact that they did 
J this is not 'news. Often, after the fact, a 

• meeting is of little community interest. The 

• time to publicize your events is before they 
; happen. 

» Keep on the lookout for news: club honors 
j received, awards given, elections, com¬ 
munity projects, guest speakers and the like. 

| These are news. Many newspapers will refuse 

• to publish the routine reminder an¬ 
nouncement of closed meetings which are of 

' interest to members only. 

Do not forget that as publicity chairman 
you are the correspondent of your club for the 
'' whole community, and you are writing for a 
newspaper or broadcasting station. Leave out 
the “we,” “our,” the exclamations about 
beautiful table decorations and the exhortions 
for everyone to “come out and support us.” 
i-C This is not good newspaper writing, and an 
) editor will edit out such references. 

Do not try to impose on your wife’s 
friendship with the editor’s wife, your 
children going to school together, your 
membership in a civic club, or by reminding 
! the editor that you bought an ad. Most 
’ newspaper editors are offended by this kind of 
pressure for good play to a news story 
because they do the best they can to give fair 


and equal coverage to all of the many groups 
which compete for time and space. 

Do not telephone a newspaper or radio 
office with your “news” which you were too 
lazy or to write or which you forgot. Most 
media offices are too busy to handle routine 
publicity items tins way and there is chance 
of error in oral transmission. 

.. .After the story has appeared. 

Don't ask the newspaper to run your story 
a second week. If it is that interesting or 
important, it is your job to come up with a 
second^ version. 

Don’t call and ask why your story has been 
changed or give orders that it must not be 
changed. Most newspaper editors take their 
job seriously—that job is to see that all stories 
conform to good newspaper writing style and 
*.o the particular paper’s style in terms of 
good news leads (first paragraphs that are 
timely), concise writing, and style on ab¬ 
breviations. capitalizing and the like. 

Newspapers which are mailed under 
second class permits are prohibited by law 
from promoting raffles, lotteries and games 
of chance. Do not be put out when references 
to such events are deleted or changed. 

When your story is not used immediately, 
do not call the editor. A newspaper first has to 
use dated and timely news. If your function is 
not happening for several weeks, chances are 
good that the editor will use it later and first 
had to give priority to events happening in the 
coming week. 

Do not ask for a copy of the paper or pic¬ 
tures to be sent to you. The least you can do it 
if you deal with the paper is buy it. or send a 
stamped, addressed envelope. 

If your news release will be going to news 
media in several towns, localize it for each by 
supplying the names of tbe local members, 
contributors, exhibitors etc. 

Getting Photographs: If you would like a 
picture taken to help you publicize an event, 
schedule it well ahead with the newspaper. 
Don’t expect the paper to be able to take this 
kind of picture at night or on weekends. Try to 
schedule it at the paper’s convenience. 
Arrange for a small number of people to be in 
the picture and make sure they are on time 
for the appointment. You can help the 
photographer by having caption information 
ready. 

If you want to submit a picture, make sure 
that it is a good sharp black and white. Many 
publicity chairmen are not the least bit 
embarrassed to submit pictures which are too 
dark, grey, out of focus, scratched, blurry and 
otherwise terrible. They will look worse in the 
paper, so do not be surprised when this kind of 
picture is not accepted for publication. 

A fault of many pictures which are sub¬ 
mitted is that they include too many people 
and the photographer stood too far away. If 
you will look at professional newspaper 
pictures, you will see that many cut people off 
at the waist and get close to the faces. It is a 
rare picture in which the feet are important. 

When too many people are crowded in. the 
faces cannot be recognized and the picture is 
full of extraneous foreground floor and 
background ceiling.

Italy, like other 
countries in Europe is 
divided into provinces and 
regions much like states 
and counties in the U S 
One province, Piedmont, 
is split up into sub¬ 
provinces. 

Asti, one of the sub¬ 
provinces, is best known 
for a popular white, 
sparkling wine called Asti 
Spumante

Asti is produced from 
the white Moscato grape 
The result is a wine which 
is low in alcohol, 7-8%, 
somewhat sweet, and 
clear or white in color. 


The bubbles or sparkle is 
acquired thru the same 
process that the French 
use in making their cham¬ 
pagne. 

Asti is the true festive 
wine. Excellent to serve 
with a meal or to enjoy 
alone. It should be served 
well chilled and opened 
just before serving.

"Spumante" you know you 
have a sparkling wine for 
spumante is the Italian 
word for sparkling But 
unless the word "Asti" 
also appears on the label 
it is not a true Asti 
Spumante.

Then the 
story goes into production where it is typeset 
and proofread. The process takes many hours 
and involves many people. 

If you submit u typed, well-written release 
in plenty of time before the deadline, the 
chance of your press release being used is 
good.

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MYMHC has program for early intervention 
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The Mystic Valley Mental 
Health Center has expanded 
its services to include an 
Early Intervention Program 
for special needs, develop- 
mentally delayed and 
retarded children between 
the ages of birth and three 
years old. 

All children come into the 
world with a variety of 
abilities and needs. This is 
expected and accepted. For 
some children, however, the 
usual progression of growth 
may be slower and the needs 
much greater. Until recently 
these children received little 
extra attention until they 
were of school age. It is now 
believed that such children— 
those with congenital 
disabilities and or those with 
definite difficulties during the 
early developmental stages— 
can benefit from in¬ 
dividualized programs 
started even in infancv. It is a 


stressful time too in the life of 
an entire family when a new 
member has a disability and 
requires additional physical, 
medical and emotional at¬ 
tention. 

Families. especially 
parents, can often use the 
support and encourgaement 
of a resource person who can 
also inform them of com¬ 
munity services available 
now and at a later time. 

The program is state- 
funded. at no cost to any 
family, and is provided in the 
home by a team including a 
special needs teacher, 
educated in early childhood 
development and trained in 
infant stimulation, and a 
social worker. 

The teacher brings 
carefully selected toys and 
materials into the home and 
plays with the child, working 
with a parent, to stimulate 
the child’s social, motor, 


language and cognitive 
development. The social 
worker is available to the 
families to provide support, 
guidance, and information. 
The goal of the program is to 
work with parents and at¬ 
tending physicians as a team 
to bring about the most 
stimulating environment for 
the child. The program aims 
to provide the child with an 
opportunity to learn and 
discover, to develop a sense 
of success, and to maximize 
the individual potential. 

Eligible participants for 
the program are those infants 
and preschoolers from the 
towns of Arlington. 
Burlington. Lexington. 
Wilmington, Winchester, nd 
Woburn who are develop¬ 
mental^ delayed for either 
organic or functional 
reasons. Examples include 
children with congenital 
disabilities such as Downs 


Syndrome or brain injury, 
children with severe learning 
disabilities such as Autism, 
as well as those children 
whose development causes 
concern during their first 
three years of life because of 
serious delays in reaching 
developmental milestones, 
such as walking and talking, 
etc.

the workload of the heart, the 
responses are carefully 
monitored and recorded by 
an electronic machine 
designed to detecl the most 
minute abnormalities in the 
electrocardiogram. The test 
is performed under the 
supervision of a cardiologist 
who is present throughout the 
procedure By "stressing” 
the heart, early signs of 
possible heart problems can 
be detected and steps can be 
taken to prevent the 
development of more serious 
heart problems 
The medical profession is 
increasingly aware that 
Coronary Artery Disease can 
begin at a much earlier age 
than previously suspected 
even as early as age 25. 
Furthermore, changes in 
lifestyles have served to 
make women more 
susceptible to this disease. 
Therefore, it becomes im¬ 
perative to detect potential 
victims of this disease. The 
development of Coronary 
Care Units has succeeded in 
reducing the mortality of 
acute myocardial infarction 
from 33 percent to between 15 
and 18 percent; but, this is 
after a heart attack has oc¬ 
curred The use of Cardiac

During the 1976 session, the 
House and Senate passed a 
total of only 441 bills, after 
considering more than 7,000 
bills filed. In 1975, the 
legislature considered some 
9,000 bills, and approved 
some 900, more than double 
the 1976 approved total. It is 
interesting to note, that in the 
final days during the wrap-up 
of the legislative sessions, 
some 170, more than one- 
third of the 441 total, were 
given final approval and sent 
to the Governor. 

This week, Beacon Hill Roll 
Call looks at the 13 major bills 
(not including the many 
budget and tax bills and 
packages) which were passed 
by the Senate, the House, or 
both branches on a roll call 
vote and sent to the Gover¬ 
nor. Of these, six became law 
with the Governor’s 
signature, and seven were 
vetoed by the Governor, thus 
leaving them out of the law 
books. In six actions recorded 
here, the House and Senate 
approved and the Governor 
signed into law the following 
bills — a measure giving the 
State’s Rate Setting Com¬ 
mission power to regulate 
hospital costs; the new 
automobile merit rating 
insurance package; a $1.5 
million summer youth jobs 
program; reorganization of 
the Massachusetts Com- 
mission Against 
Discrimination; an amend¬ 
ment to the Health Main¬ 
tenance Organization bill; 
and a bill increasing racing 
days in Western 
Massachusetts. 

In the other seven actions 
recorded, the House and 
Senate passed, but Governor 
Dukakis vetoed a bill 
restricting the state’s prison 
furlough program; a freeze of 
toll rates on the Mystic Tobin 
Bridge; a ban on girls playing 
certain contact sports with 
loys; a bill giving the 
legislature new review power 
over state agency rules and 
regulations; a law which does 
no! require a policeman to 
enter a riot-torn building 
unarmed; a $254,000 pay 
raise package for probate 
court judges, registers and 
their assistants; and a hike in 
the drinking age from 18 to 19. 

HOSPITAL COSTS AND 
CONTROLS - House passed 
211-2 (no Senate roll call) and 
Governor Dukakis signed bill 
giving the state, through the 
Rate Setting Commission, 
extensive power to regulate 
the state’s hospital industry. 
The measure gives the 
Commision the power to 
review and regulate the 
budgets and costs of 
hospitals. Supporters hail the 
legislation as one of the most 
significant actions of the year 
and say it will help curb 
skyrocketing hospital costs. 
Opponents claim this com¬ 
promise version of the bill is a 
poor one. (A "yea” vote is for 
the bill. A "nay” vote is 
against it.) 

Representative Saltmarsh 
voted yea. 

AUTO INSURANCE 
REFORM - House passed 179- 
31. Senate passed 29-6 and 
Governor Dukakis signed the 
new automobile insurance 
merit rating plan which 
eliminates no-fault property 
damage coverage and 
penalizes bad drivers by 
establishing surcharges from 
$25 - $200 based on violations. 
Another key provision in¬ 
troduces competitive rating 
among companies instead of 


state-mandated rates. 
Supporters feel the new 
package, finally based on a 
merit system, will be fairer 
and hope the competitive 
rating helps lower rates. 
Some opponents disagreed 
with various other sections of 
the bill including continuation 
of the "territorial system” of 
charging different rates 
geographically and 'the 
section they said allows risk 
pool drivers to be charged 
more even if they have not 
been convicted of violations. 
(A “yea” vote is for the 
package. A "nay” vote is 
against it.)

$1.5 MILLION SUMMER 
YOUTH JOBS - House passed 
160-69, Senate passed 26-11, 
and Governor Dukakis signed 

$1.5 million summer youth 
jobs program to provide 3,200 
jobs for Massachusetts 
youths aged 16-21 — 800 in 
Boston, 800 in other MDC 
areas, and 1,600 in the rest of 
the state. Supporters say the 
program was successful in 
helping to curb Boston street 
violence this past summer, 
and it helped provide many 
youngsters with $92 a week. 
Opponents noted some 
success of the program, but 
also say the program favored 
Boston at the expense of other 
communities who helped pick 
up the tab and also claimed 
the program was full of 
politics and patronage. (A 
"yea” vote is for the 
package. A"nay” vote is 
against it.)

MASSACHUSETTS COM¬ 
MISSION AGAINST 
DISCRIMINATION - Senate 
passed 25-7 (No House roll 
call), and Governor Dukakis 
signed, legislation 
reorganizing the 
Massachusetts Commission 
Against Discrimination 
making the Commissioners 
full time, boosting their 
salaries, and establishing 
regional offices. Governor 
Dukakis and supporters 
hailed the legislation as a 
major step in making the 
Commission more effective 
in its work and helping to 
make progress on the backlog 
of cases. Some opponents 
said the bill is just another 
pay raise the state can’t 
afford, while others took 
issue with the fact that the 
positions were not under Civil 
Service and would merely 
become patronage positions.

HEALTH MAINTENANCE 
ORGANIZATIONS - The 
Senate passed 27-4, (no House 
vote) an amendment to a bill 
expanding and regulating 
Health Maintenance 
Organizations allowing 
organizations to give coor¬ 
dinated medical care in¬ 
cluding a full range of health 
care services. The amend¬ 
ment allows chiropractors to 
be included in the definition 
of physician in the measure. 
While many supporters and 
opponents both hailed the bill 
itself, supporters also 
defended inclusion of 
chiropractors saying the 
amendment merely says a 
Health Maintenance 
Organization "may" allow 
inclusion of a chiropractor 
and does not mandate it. 
Opponents claimed no 
testimony at any hearings 


supported chiropractors’ 
inclusion, and also noted that 
chiropractors’ charges will 
not be limited under the bill. 
(A "yea" vote is for the 
amendment. A "nay” vote is 
against it.)

WESTERN MASSACH¬ 
USETTS RACING - The 
Senate approved, 28-11 (no 
House roll call) and Governor 
Dukakis signed legislation 
permitting 210 days of har¬ 
ness racing in Western 
Massachusetts, compared 
with the 150 days previously 
permitted. Supporters said 
that the measure would help 
the track and also assist the 
state’s financial situation by 
generating additional tax 
revenue. Opponents still say 
the bill was only passed for 
the benefit of the state’s 
gambling interests and with 
its passage soon the 
floodgates will open and 
dozens of similar racing bills 
will be filed. (A "yea" vote is 
for the bill. A "nay" vote is 
against it.)

FURLOUGH PROGRAM 
The House passed. 175-39. 
Senate passed, 25-6, and 
Governor Dukakis vetoed the 
bill tightening and restricting 
the prison furlough program. 
The bill eliminates furlough 
eligibility for first degree 
murderers and increases 
from three to twelve years 
the period a second degree 
murderer must serve before 
he is eligible for furlough. A 
key provision strikes the 
"grandfather clause" which 
would have allowed prisoners 
with good furlough records 
before the bill is passed, to be 
exempt from the new 
restrictions. Supporters 
promise a similar measure 
will be filed next session and 
claim the present program is 
too loose, noting that 10 
percent of 3,600 furloughed 
inmates have escaped. 
Opponents and Governor 
Dukakis, who vetoed the 
measure, objected to the 
"grandfather clause," and 
said the law would have 
caused prisoners to lose hope 
and would have led to more 
violence. Some opponents 
note they would favor a 
tightened law, but with fewer 
restrictions. (A "yea” vote is 
for the stricter furlough 
program. A “nay" vote is 
against it.)

TOBIN BRIDGE FREEZE 
- House passed 150-66, Senate 
passed 31-0, and Governor 
Dukakis vetoed the bill 
freezing the 25 cents toll rate 
(15 cents with a $1 sticker) on 
the Mystic Tobin Bridge. 
Supporters warn that in¬ 
stitution of a recently- 
considered Port Authority 
hike would hurt the com¬ 
muter financially, while 
opponents said the new hike 
and rules would reward gas¬ 
saving carpools with 
discounts and increase 
revenue. Opponents also 
objected to the freeze 
because it pledges the state’s 
credits to Massport bon¬ 
dholders and claimed the 
Legislature should not in¬ 
terfere with the business of 
the Port Authority. (A "yea” 
vote is for the freeze. A "nay” 
vote is against the freeze.)

BOY-GIRL SPORTS - 


House passed 158-63, (no 
Senate roll call) and 
Governor Dukakis vetoed the 
bill barring girls from 
playing on high school 
football, wrestling, and ice 
hockey teams with boys. 
Supporters of the ban claim it 
is dangerous for girls to 
participate with boys in these 
contact sports. Opponents of 
the ban said the bill subverts 
the 1974 state anti- 
discrimination law which 
requires communities to 
make equal physical 
education programs 
available to girls and also 
noted that in the 1974 law the 
State Board of Kcucation 
issued regulations to leave 
the question of which teams 
girls can play on up to local 
school committees. (A "yea” 
vote is for the ban. A "nay” 
vote is against it.)

RULES AND 
REGULATIONS - House 
passed 194-22, Senate refused 
to table 23-5, and Governor 
Dukakis vetoed a bill giving 
the Legislature the power to 
review and approve or reject 
thousands of all new 
regulations and rules 
proposed by state agencies on 
the basis of whether they 
conform with the intent of the 
law authorizing them. Sup¬ 
porters argued the law would 
have prevented agencies 
from circumventing the 
Legislature’s intent, while 
opponents said passage of the 
law might be unconstitutional 
and would clog the legislative 
process, cost thousands of 
dollars in printing, and 
legislators would never be 
able to read all the material. 
(In the House roll call, a 
“yea” vote is for the bill, and 
a "nay” vote is against it. In 
the Senate roll call, a “yea” 
vote is for tabling the bill, a 
"nay” vote is against tabling 
it.)

POLICE WEAPONS - 
House approved 159-57, 
Senate approved 28-9, and 
Governor Dukakis vetoed a 
bill which would create a law 
that a state or local 
policeman, even if ordered, 
not be required to enter a 
corrections department or 
similar building during a riot 
or uprising without firearms 
or proper weapon. Supporters 
noted that under present law 
the officer has no choice and 
puts his life in danger by not 
carrying a weapon. 
Opponents argued the 
decision should be left up to 
the individual in charge in the 
particular situation, as he has 
a better view of the entire 
situation. (A "yea” vote is for 
the bill. A "nay” vote is 
against it.)

PROBATE JUDGES - 
Senate passed 20-13, (no 
House roll call) and Governor 
Dukakis vetoed a $254,000 pay 
raise package which would 
have given $4,500 hikes to 26 
probate judges and also 
boosts for 56 registers and 
assistant registers. Sup¬ 
porters argued that even 
assistant district attorneys 
earned more than probate 
judges and the hike would 
solve the problem of registers 
and their assistants, since 
they would have to give up 
their law practices, hut would 
now receive more money.

A principle used by fishermen to locate 
schools of fish and by ships to search out 
hidden objects, is also being used by a Win¬ 
chester man for diagnostic purposes at The 
Malden Hospital. 

Sonar when applied to the human body is 
called Ultrasound, and is making it extremely 
difficult for cystic or solid masses to escape 
detection these days.

Kean, RT RDMS, one of the few formally 
trained sonographers in the country. Its 
primary function is the locating of cystic or 
solid masses anywhere in the body. * 

It is a good screening procedure for the 
liver, pancreas, spleen, kidneys, and there’s 
no better way to look at the abdominal aorta 
of the heart. Occasionally, it is even called 
upon to check the placement of an I.U.D., 
intrauterine device. 

Since it requires no anesthesia or injection 
and does not use radiation, it is particularly

DRINKING AGE - Senate 
passed 19-12, (no 1976 House 
roll call, but in a 1975 roll call 
the House approved a similar 
bill without the provision that 
18-year-olds could still serve 
and sell liquor) and Governor 
Dukakis vetoed the bill hiking 
the drinking age from 18 to 19. 
The Senate version (not the 
1975 House one) also included 
a provision allowing 18 and 19 
year olds to continue to serve 


and sell liquor, thus not 
forcing them out of their jobs. 
Supporters claimed that the 
IB-year-old age has increased 
drinking among 14 and 15 
year olds, who associate with 
18 year-olds in high schools. 
They also noted increased 
auto accidents and deaths 
involving liquor since the 
lowering of the age to 18. 
Opponents noted the voters 
had approved the 18-vear-old 
age in 1972 and said the hike 
might encourage 18-year-olds 
to drive and cross the state 
borders to buy and drink 
liquor and said "convincing” 
figures on the alleged rise in 
accidents were not presented 
and that a lot of the problems 
with 14 and 15-year-old 
drinking lie in the home and 
family situations, not in the 
law. (A "yea” vote is for the 
hike to 19. A "nay” vote is 
against it.)

Girls left out of hoop 
program; parents react 


Girls have been frozen out of the town’s 
recreation department youth basketball 
program which has been offered to boys in 
grades 3 to 6 and parents are reacting by 
sending their daughters’ applications in 
anyway. 

A random survey in one school showed 30 
girls interested in joining a basketball 
program this winter. 

Despite apparent legal questions, the 
recreation department is going ahead with 
plans to begin the boys program on January 8, 
according to recreation Director Donald L. 
Spinney. 

He said, “When the men (from the Win¬ 
chester Youth Basketball Association) got 
together to get this program going, we 
decided that if the wives and mothers com¬ 
plained, we’d do something about it in 
January.’’ 

Attorneys Ruth Abelard of the state at¬ 
torney general’s office and Betty Kornitzer of 
the Massachusetts Commission Against 
Discrimination both question the legality of 
limiting the program to boys without 
providing a comparable program for girls. 

Atty. Korntizer said that a program such 
as this cannot be advertised as solely for one 
sex or the other. 

“There are federal regulations, state 
supreme court decisions, and general laws 
which could all point to discriminatory 
practices in this case.”

Union and assistant to the negotiator for the 
town employees, charged Town Manager 
Thomas Groux “threatened employees with 
loss of jobs and disciplinary action and 
threatened the union with court action” on the 
basis of “rumors” of a strike.

to close the Wyman School 


Wyman School will be closed 
Despite a referendum vote to the contrary, 
the Winchester School Committee voted 3-2 in 
favor of closing the Wyman Elementary 
School after *he 1976-77 school year Monday 


Wyman parents 
irked by vote 

The Wyman Parents’ Association 
issued the following statement after the 
school committee vote. 

“Well, our euphoria was shortlived. 
Let me tell you what our plan of action 
was to have been had we lost in the 
Referendum We were going to 
graciously back off and concede to the 
majority consensus of the town. I am so 
sorry our opponents have not been 
gracious in defeat. 

“Two days after the results of the 
referendum were in, four out of five 
school committee members started 
reneging on their former statements to 
abide by the results of the referendum. A 
Woburn Times reporter labeled Wyman 
parents as selfsih and negligent 
(December 9). In the following edition 
(December 10) Mary Pronski labeled us 
“obnoxious.” What does all this mean? 

“There are 140 families at Wyman. At 
(he maximum the 140 families represents 
280 “no” votes on the referendum. Who 
represents the other 1495 “no" votes? 
Whoever they are, they don’t have a child 
at Wyman. 

“I was a government major in 
college. It pleased me to work through 
the channels, of town government 
available to us lo effect our ends. Since 
September 14 we have met with the 
finance committee, selectmen, task force 
and school committee.” 

“We prepared orderly presentations 
at the October 5 public hearing and town 
meeting. We lost the town meeting vote 
by 3 votes (75 to 72). We took the issue 
before the voters by means of a 
referendum. We won the referendum. My 
analysis of the school committee's vote 
on Tuesday December 13 is that the 
democratic process worked but the 
elected officials didn’t.”

night. Hundreds of parents and teachers had 
crowded into the Ambrose School auditorium 
to hear the final verdict in an issue that has 
divided the town for over a year. 

A hush fell over the crowded room as the 
vote was taken. The three women on the 
board elected to close: Chairlady Mary 
Pronski, Catherine Fallon, and Constance 
Papas. 

John Noble and Robert Frank voted 
against the motion to close the school. 

The vote was anti-climactic, coming after 
each school committee member had risen to 
explain his or her decision. With four of them 
heard from, two for and two against, it fell on 
Mrs. Papas tt> face a tense crowd and explain 
which way she would vote, and why. 

“I had prepared a number of speeches for 
tonight," said Mrs. Papas, standing at the 


podium with no prepared statement in front of 
her, “both for and against closing.” 

Speaking slowly, carefully, and with 
emotion, she continued: “The problem for me 
comes as a moral dilemma of what a public 
official is lo do." 

She noted her dislike for certain cutbacks 
in the educational system motivated by 
pressures to decrease the budget, such as 
utilizing one principal for two elementary 
schools; Utilizing a teaching principal; and 
“losing staff where they are needed most by 
sticking strictly to the 25-1 student-teacher 
ratio.” 

“On the other hand," she continued, “we 
have the town’s vote, which was not clear 
enough to make the decision easy." 

Citing a number of towns in the area which 
have either already closed schools or are 
facing the issue now, Mrs. Papas indicated 
that declining enrollments and budgetary 
restraints were nationwide problems. 

The crowd grew quieter as it became clear 
how Mrs. Papas would vole, and her voice 
reflected the emotional intensity with which 
the Wyman closing has been dealt \vith from 
the start. 

“We can't pay for everything we'd like to 
have in our school educational system. No 
matter how you slice it, we are going to have 


to make some sacrifices," she said. 

She noted the school committee’s vote of a 
year ago, which put the question aside for a 
year. “We’ve watched the numbers, and I 
don’t like what they tell me,” Mrs Papas 
said, concluding with: “I cannot justify not 
doing it" (i.c. closing the school). 

At this point, with the vote clearly in favor 
of closing. Ann McGovern, a Wyman parent, 
l ose to ask if the motion could be amended to 
delete “the Wyman School,” leaving the 
question of which school to close unresolved. 
Mrs Pronski would not accept the motion. 

Jean Wyleman, co-chairperson of Citizens 
for Responsible School Planning, the group 
which initiated the closing referendum, told 
the school board: “It is very clear how people 
feel. The people who care and who vote are 
the ones to be listened to." 


A majority of the school committee had 
indicated before the referendum that they 
would probably be swayed by the town-wide 
vote. 

In his pre-vote remarks Monday night, 
Board Member Frank indicated that he had 
indeed been persuaded by the referendum 
that the town was willing to spend the money 
to keep Wyman open. 

“I am not personally persuaded that 
substantial moral or educational issues are at 
stake. The financial argument is the prime 
consideration,” Frank said, noting that under 
those circumstances, he would not go against 
the wishes of the town. “To close now would 
be irreversible; but if the figures are right, it 
will be all the more clear to close in the next 
two to three years." 

Frank admitted he felt “the closing of 
Wyman is consistent with any contingencies 
the school committee could forsee in the next 
ten years.” He said the enrollment decline 
was “undeniable” and said he found 
arguments indicating potential reversals in 
the trends “unpersuasive.’’ He also noted that 
“the size of Winchester elementary schools is 
substantially smaller than (other similar)

Town may face lawsuit in curbcut 


violations 

Winchester faces the possibility of a 
lawsuit from the State Attorney General’s 
office for apparent violations of state 
regulations requiring that eurbeuts be in¬ 
stalled whenever sidewalks are constructed 
or repaired. 

The regulations in question were 
promulgated by the Architectural Barriers 
Board (ABB) in June 1975. They state: 
“Curbcuts are required wherever sidewalks 
or curbs are being constructed or recon¬ 
structed," and list rules with which the cuts 
must comply. The cuts are normally installed 
at pedestrian crosswalks for the convenience 
of handicapped and elderly persons. 

There have been a number of sidewalk 
repairs throughout the town since the 
regulations went into effect June to, 1975. 
According lo Maureen Winn, a handicapped 
resident of Winchester and a member of the 
ABB, repeated attempts have been made to 
inform town authorities that much of the 
repairwork done in the past year and a half is 
in non-compliance with the regulations. 

Mrs. Winn said she has been in touch with 
the Attorney General's office, which is 
looking into the alleged violations but is not 
prepared to initiate legal proceedings without 
the ascent of the ABB. 

“I want the people in Winchester to see 
what’s going on,” Mrs. Winn said. “We hope 
to convince the town to start installing the 
cuts without taking them to court." 

When asked about the matter, Town 
Manager Thomas Groux said there was some 
question as to whether the law applies to 
repairs done which do not involve the actual 
curbing of the sidewalk. “We aren’t certain 
the law requires it," Groux said. “We're 
trying to find out exactly when we have to do 
it. with each particular sidewalk repair, 
we’re talking about an extensive cost in¬ 
crease in the repairs.” 

Mrs. Winn, however, insists that the 
regulations require the cuts regardless of the 
extent of the repairwork being done. She 
estimated the cost of each cut at $35 during 
the repair. She added that it would cost about 
$120 to go back and put in the curbcuts. which 
is what the town would have to do if it was 
found in violation of the regulations. 

The special town meeting last winter 
turned down a request for a federal grant of

The nostalgic traditions of a Scandinavian 
Christmas are recreated in the Winchester 
home of a young couple. Linda Smith and her 
husband Frank decorate their small 
Brookside avenue home with objects 
reminiscent of an old-fashioned Christmas in 
Norway and Sweden 

Ornaments of straw and the Swedish straw 
goal which hark hack to the agricultural past 
of those northern European countries are 
placed throughout the very contemporary 
interior of the older style home. 

A figure of a red-hatted elf on a table 
holding an illuminated lantern resembled the 
Irish leprauehaun. “That is the .Julnisse or 
Norwegian Christmas elf. Linda said. Dating 
from another era. the legends say that the 
elves inhabit the barns and houses and should 
receive gifts at Christmas also or else they 
will play tricks. 

The attractive blonde homemaker 
described the family customs which she 
inherited from her both her parents. Her 
Norwegian father was in the merchant 
marines when he visited Boston and met and 
married her Swedish mother. He is a ship’s 
chandler in Boston today. 

Linda has visited Scandinavia several 
limes including a six-week trip last summer 
with her parents and husband Since she 
“retired” this year from her job as a 
secretary in the Winchester Hospital ad¬ 
ministration. she has had more time to get an 
early start on the traditional baking. 

fiver a steaming cup of coffee, she served 
a sample of her melt-in-the-mouth Christmas 
treats. There were paper-thin spicy pep- 
parkakor or gingersnaps decorated with 
almonds, buttery sprit/, shapes, delicate 
krumkake cones prepared in a special stove- 
top griddle, and berlinerkranser wreaths 
garnished with sugar and chopped nuts. 

“Christmas eve or Julafton is the climax 
of the season, not Christmas day," she said. 
The traditional smorgasbord in her parents’ 
home features a lavish array of cheese, 
pickled herring, beets, cucumbers, meatballs 
and baked beans both in Swedish style, ham, 
and baked treats. 

Two requisites of the Swedish Christmas 


are lutfisk, the dried lime-cured cod-type fish, 
and rice porridge or pudding. “But only my 
father still prefers to eat the lutfisk,’’ said 
Linda, “but everyone enjoys the traditional 
rice pudding. Few homes are without it on 
Crhistmas eve.’’ 

The light fluffy pudding made with 
whipped cream, chopped almonds and served 
with a tart fruit sauce is a distant relative of 
the humble rice porridge of last century, but 
the updated version is found all over Scan¬ 
dinavia. The diner who finds the single 
almond hidden in the dish receives good luck. 

Light Kice Pudding 
;'i cup long-grain rice (unconverted) 

1 teaspoon salt 
4 cups milk 
•a cup sugar 

■a teaspoon almond extract 
1 pint heavy cream, whipped and sweetened 
1-3 cup chopped almonds 
1 whole almond 

Cook rice, salt and milk in double boiler 
until rice is soft and mixture is thick about 1 1 a 
hours. Add sugar and almond extract. Chill. 
Add chopped almonds and one whole almond. 
Stir in whipped cream and serve with fruit 
sauce. 

For a sauce Linda combines one cup tart 
fruit juice such as cherry, strawbery or 
raspberry, which she brings to a boil with one 
cup cold water to which she has added '/ 2 
tablespoon cornstarch and 1-3 cup sugar. 

Editor’s Note: An updated recipe for the 
same dish in the book “The Cooking of 
Scandinavia’’ (Time-Life’ Foods of the 
World) suggests a different approach to 
cooking the rice to save time: Bring the milk 
to a boil in a two-quart saucepan and add 
sugar and rice. Stir once or twice, then lower 
the heat and simmer uncovered about 25 
minutes or until the rice is quite soft but not 
mushy. Cooking time for rice varies. Rub a 
kernel between fingers; if there is no hard 
kernel in the center the rice is done.

towns whose systems are every bit as good as 
ours.’’ 

But of the referendum, Frank said, “The 
vote at bottom is against closing.’’ However 
he concluded: "I consider the present 
question financial. But if I am persuaded that 
the cost is stealing money from other 
programs, I will change my vote. I vote with 
no criticism of those who vote to close the 
school.” 

Mrs. Fallon disagreed with Frank: “This 
was originally a financial issue, but I think it 
has become an educational issue.’’ She noted 
that because of enrollment declines projected 
for the 1977-78 school year, 12 to 15 teachers 
may be let go, most of them at the elementary 
level. 

This would leave, according to Mrs. 
Fallon, between eight and 11.5 teachers in 
each elementary school, which she said would 
mean the system “could no longer offer the 
flexibility of programs, especially for those 
who need it most, in the areas of special 
education.” 

She added that closing the school would, 
allow for one principal in each school and a 
decrease in the number of “split” classes (i.e. 
classes with students from two grade levels). 

Predicting town meeting pressure in the 
spring to cut more from the school budget, 
Mrs. Fallon said, “I don’t want to have to be 
reacting then to that kind of pressure.” 

She called the decision to close “fiscally 
prudent and educationally wise” and con¬ 
cluded : “We have to vote it and call it the way 
we see it, realizing that either way we decide, 
half the community will disagree with us.” 

Jack Noble said he didn’t see the town 
meeting vote, which was 75-72 to close, as a 
mandate to close the school. Describing the 
town meeting as “a conservative body,” he 
noted that some of' the town’s seniors had 
risen at that meeting to support keeping the 


school open. “I think they were represen¬ 
tative of the town’s seniors.” 

“I think the people of the town are looking 
for some alternatives,” he said. “We have to 
save money elsewhere without hurting the 
children.” He added that “I am not prepared 
to send more kids downtown,” that is to the 
Lincoln School, where most of the Wyman 
children will be redistricted. 

Chairlady Mary Pronski did not consider 
the referendum a mandate to keep Wyman 
open. Noting her belief that the vote had been 
swayed by a small turnout town-wide and a 
large turnout among Wyman parents, she 
said: “Idonot feel responsible to the one-time 
voters and the high-priced neighborhoods of 
this town.” My constituency is the whole 
town.” 


Citing the emotional quality of the issue, 
Mrs. Pronski said there had been a “pressure 
group” at work from the start to oppose the 
closing of Wyman. 

“The referendum voters are not the same 
group that will be voting on the school 
budget,” she said, adding that “I would not be 
able to live with that decision” (to keep 
Wyman open). 

Wyman parent Joan Pelletier rose before 
the vote and said, "We (the Wyman parents) 
did not expect to come here and be insulted.” 
She told the committee, “The electorate is not 
allowed to analyse votes,” and referred to the 
last school committee election. 

“Wyman is working,” said parent Martin 
Hitchcock. He pleaded with the board to 
consider “education first, money second” and 
said he doubted the committee could “tell me 
how this will improve education.” 

Dorothy Ulwick, another Wyman parent 
and the last to speak before the vote, pointed 
out that the committee would have witnessed 
similar results no matter which school had 
been chosen for closing. She said, “We were 
unjustly dealt with when (superintendent of 
schools) Mr. MacDonald named Wyman as 
the school to close.” She told the school board, 
“You owe the school an apology.”

providing for penalties for a strike. “If they 
consider that a threat, that’s unfortunate,” 
said Groux. 

The town broke off contract negotiations 
with the union December 2 and asked the 
state labor commission to appoint a mediator. 
“We were very concerned about resolving the 
negotiations,” Groux explained, “and to this 
point they haven’t progressed as well as we’d 
like, which is why we asked for mediation.” 

The town manager said he had heard that 
the Town Employees Association (TEA), both 
as an organization and as individuals, were 
preparing for “some sort of job action that 
would have been implemented during the first 
snow storm the town had.” Groux said this 
had motivated his December 9 confrontation 
with the union. 

While the union had held a general 
meeting early this month to discuss the 
progress of the negotiations, Morgan said the 
union at the time had had no intention of 
taking any job action. 

“No strike is planned,” Morgan said, 
adding, “but the town is driving us toward the 
edge.” 

Morgan added, however, that “we are not 
going to take any immediate job action, 
especially during emergencies such as snow 
storms. However we are looking at our sister 
towns and their negotiating problems, and we 
may be using their cases as models for 
possibilities.”

$25,000 for curbcuts under the Housing and 
Community Deveplopment Act. Some of the 
reasons cited for refusing the money include 
reluctance to accept federal funds; and 
questions about the actual safety of the design 
of the proposed cuts. 

Mrs. Winn wondered, “Why doesn’t the 


town think they’re safe?” and point out that 
similar cuts have been and are being installed 
throughout Cambridge. Boston, and 
surrounding towns. 

When Palmer street was tom up and 
repaved, cuts were installed. And there are a 
few places around town where cuts can be 
found The intersection of Church and 
Cambridge streets is one such place: the cuts 
have been made in the traffic island, however 
there are no cuts in the sidewalks on either 
side of the mouth of Church street. Mrs. Winn 
claims that, should the state sue Winchester 
for violations of the regulations, the penalties 
might be stiff: as high as $1000 per day for 
each violation. 

The most recent incident Mrs. Winn cites 
is the replacing of the sidewalk in front of 
McCormack’s Pharmacy in the center earlier 
this fall. The work passed a crosswalk but did 
not involve the actual curbing. Mrs. Winn 
asked the new director of public works to go 
back and put in the cuts, and according to 
Mrs. Winn, he said he “absolutely would not 
do it.” 

Groux denied that the town has been 
ignoring the law, stating that “we are looking 
into it to see if the town is required by the 
state to put in the cuts.” 

There is one section of the regulations 
which states “If the work being performed 
amounts to less than five percent of the full 
and fair cash value of the facility, these 
Regulations do not apply.” 

Mrs. Winn points out that “no other town in 
the state has applied that figure to sidewalks. 
Five percent of what?” The walk? the block? 
the street?” 

Mrs. Winn says she first brought the ABB 
regulations to the attention of the highway 
department in August, 1975 when repairs 
were taking place near the corner of Main 
street and Chardon road. She said she also 
spoke to Town Engineer John Ciarcia and told 
him about Chapter 528, the law which 
established the ABB and gave it the power to 
make binding regulations. Mrs. Winn claims 
that when Ciarcia later appeared before an 
ABB hearing concerning alleged violations in 
Winchester, he denied having any knowledge 
of Chapter 528.

Vets, dependents 
urged to mail 
in questionnaires 

All Massachusetts 
Veterans and their depen¬ 
dents who receive either a 
non-service connected 
Veterans Administration 
pension or a dependency and 
indemnity compensation 
(DIC) must be complete and 
return their annual income 
questionnairs to the Veterans 
Administration by January 1 . 
1977, to prevent suspension of 
payments. Commissioner of 
Veterans’ Services, Charles 
N Collatos warned this week. 

“Cards containing the 
income questionnaire are 
mailed every November and 
recipients have until January 
1 to get them back to the VA,“ 
Commissioner Collatos ex¬ 
plained. “And every year 
some questionnaires are 
either improperly completed 
or not mailed at all. 
Payments automatically stop 
in such cases and this could 
result in hardships. We want 
to prevent this from oc¬ 
curring.” 

The Massachusetts 
Veterans’ Services head said 
that local veterans’ agents 
and service officers are 
available to help in com¬ 
pleting the form. Those 
receiving the pensions in¬ 
clude veterans and their 
surviving dependents; 
recipients of the DIC are 
parents of a veteran who died 
of a service-connected cause. 

Social Security income 
must be reported on the form, 
Commissioner Collatos said. 
“But income from 
Massachusetts Veterans’ 
Benefits should not be in¬ 
cluded. The amount of the 
monthly stipend is based on 
annual income and it is ex¬ 
tremely important for 
recipients to understand the 
requirements of the 
questionnaire.’’ he added. 

Those failing to return the 
form by January 1 will 
receive a letter on February 1 
explaining why their pension 
payments have been 
suspended.

The Wyman decision 


The Winchester School Committee deeply hurt the parents of Wyman 
School children Monday night when they voted 3-2 to close that school. 

And the parents think the board’s action hurt their children even 
more, perhaps irreparably. That remains to be seen. The hurt may never 
surface, or it may show up next year when the children are shifted to 
Lincoln, or whatever school they are to attend. 

By its action, the committee has set in irreversible motion a trend 
toward elimination of the neighborhood schools concept in Winchester. 

They have begun to change the character of this town from that which 
attracted many of its residents in the first place. 

Maybe time will heal the wound, but the scar will remain. 

The first reaction of parents was disappointment, of course, then 
outrage. And after that, upon quiet reflection, a return to their first 
concern, the welfare of their children. 

There is little they can do, if anything, about the school board’s vote 
(except throw them out of office at election time). They’ll have to live 
with the decision. 

They have little choice. They have the option, if they can afford it, to 
send their children to private schools. But they’d settle for that alter¬ 
native only, perhaps, if the Wyman were somehow magically turned into 
a private school. That of course, is out of the question. 

While we don't question the sincerity of motives in the school closing 
vote, we do question its wisdom. We do not think it was the thing to do at 
this juncture. 

The basis for closing the school was tied to predictions of what will 
happen to the population in the years ahead. We think the closing of the 
Wyman School was a premature judgment. The board could have held off 
for at least another year, perhaps two. Then they could be sure; 
predictions would by then have taken on real meaning, tangible shape on 
which to make a plan more definite than that which has thus far been 
more or less tentatively offered by the school authorities. We feel that the 
Wyman parents, who are sane and reasonable people, even in the face of 
their desperate frustration at what the school committee has wrought, 
would by then be ready to go along with the closing as inevitable. We have 
talked to many of them, and they agree that if the predictions of 
enrollment declines hold up (they are quite uncertain at this time), then 
there would be nothing to do but go along with the official line. But not 
now. It’s too soon. 

If we thought it would do any good, we would ask the school committee 
to reconsider their vote. But in view of the statement attributed to Mrs. 
Pronski, the chairlady, we doubt that our plea would fall upon any but 
deaf ears. She said, “I do not feel responsible to the one-time voters and 
the high-priced neighborhoods.” 

How can you respond to that? How can you expect to get through to her 
the idea that those people she refers to derisively are concerned only 
about their children’s welfare; that they will become better educated, 
certainly safer, citizens? 

What can you do now, now that in studying the minutes of the school 
committee meeting of Monday night that even those who voted one way 
or the other were at odds even about what was at issue here? That is, does 
the question revolve around a financial axis or an education axis? 

The parents of Wyman School district cannot be faulted. They have 
fought the good fight. They conducted themselves in a manner that is a 
splendid example for their sons and daughters. They brought forth some 
powerful arguments to back up their pleas that the school remain open. 

They went to the whole town and won, or at least they thought they did. 
But Mary Pronski, Cathy Fallon and Constance Papas said otherwise. 
They didn’t have enough faith in the stated judgment of the electorate 
who took the trouble to go to the polls on the worst possible day for an 
election. The majority expressed their wishes in the referendum. 

At least one member of the school board had indicated prior to the 
referendum that she would accede to the wishes of the voters, but when 
the result was not to her liking, when it offered no convenient refuge, used 
the margin of the vote as the catalyst to vote to eliminate an elementary 
school. And of course, the victim was the Wyman School. 

We firmly believed in the cause of the parents of that district and our 
heartfelt regrets are extended to them. At the moment, it is the only 
solace we can offer. 

There may be something to be salvaged from the wreckage of this 
action. Perhaps it will inspire some well qualified citizens to look toward 
public service, possibly to an elected position on the school committee, or 
in fact, to any other elective office, to give expression to their concerns in 
a very real, sometimes rewarding, sometimes disappointing, way. 

Perhaps as they reflect on the demise of Wyman, they will give some 
serious thought to this suggestion, which is made not only to Wyman 
parents, but to citizens all over town. They owe it to themselves and to 
their children, -J.R.S.

Majority rules

In view of recent comments in the local 
press, we feel the following facts regarding 
the town election of December 7 are worthy of 
your attention 

Three of the eight districts in Winchester 
voted overwhelmingly in favor of keeping a 
school open . Districts 3, 5, and 7. Mrs. Fallon 
and Mr. Noble reside in Precinct 7. Mr. Frank 
resides in Precinct 5. 

Two districts were extremely close. 
Districts 2 and 8 were only 14 votes apart in 
each case. Mrs. Pronski resides in District 2 
Only one district voted resoundingly to close a 
school. This was Precinct (i in the Vinson 
Owen area, Mrs. Pappas’s voting district. 

The school committee chairman has 
raised the question that the Wyman School 
vote influenced the “no” vote in three 
districts. A street by street chcdk of these 
districts reveals the percentage of voters 
residing in the Wyman district is: Precinct 3: 
approximately 45 percent; Precinct 5: 20 per 
cent; Precinct 7: 29 per cent. 

The 120 families in Wyman School 
represent a maximum 240 votes: 1775 people 
voted "no". 

The support for this vote came from people 
outside the Wyman community who cared 
enough to go to the polls on a miserable rainy 
day to say, “I do not believe Winchester 
should close an elementary school!” 

Still, the school committee is “wrestling” 
with interpreting this vote. We view this as 
very strange thinking in a democratic 
country whose cornerstone rests on the rule of 
the majority and elected officials governing 
by consent. 

Mr. Carter is going to be president of the 
United States...no one disputes this or at¬ 
tempts to deny it through analysis of the vole 
of the people. Although it was a close election, 
the majority of the people who went to the 
polls determined the verdict. 

There is no better way to learn the wishes 
of the citizenry then (o take a vote. This has 
been done and it is our hope the school 
committee will he responsive to the wishes of 
the town as evidenced by this vote.

Meanwhile we sit on the edges of our seats, 
awaiting the decision. We are thankful, 
though, since we were given the right to ex 
press our opinions. What kind of democracy 
would this be. after all, if a citizen couldn’t 
vote?

The WEA dispute 

EDITOR OF TIIE STAR: 

The dispute between the Winchester 
Education Association and the Winchester 
School Committee has moved from its ap¬ 
propriate place. the bargaining table, into the 
community. 

Many statements have been made in the 
newspaper and in public, which either 
oversimplify or misstate the facts in this 
dispute. 

The following facts are presented in an 
attempt to clarify and to add perspective to 
this dispute 

•Collective bargaining is a complicated 
legal procedure which guarantees the WEA 
the right to represent the Winchester teachers 
and to sit as equals in negotiations sessions, to 
work out an agreement that determines 
wages, hours, conditions of employment and 
standards of performance and productivity. 

The WEA. in a letter sent to the school 
committee in October 1975. requested that 
negotiations commence. However, the first 
bargaining session was held on November 21, 
1975. 

-The WEA requested at that time that 
regularly scheduled weekly meetings be held. 
This had been the practice during the last two 
bargaining periods This proposal was 
rejected. 

-Consequently, by the end of the 1975-78 
school year, only 13 meetings bad been held. 

In June 1978. the WEA. in a desire to reach 
agreement before August 31, 1978, the ex¬ 
piration date ol the past agreement, 
suggested that a mediator be hired to assist 
both sides 

When the school committe rejected this

It’s colder than you think

(We picked up the following from the 
Middlesex County Bulletin and thought it 
would be of interest and value to Winchester 
residents — Ed) 


Winter winds can make the temperature 
seem much lower than what the thermometer 
shows. University of Ilinois extension 
specialists say that the chill-index tern 
perature combines the thermometer reading 
with the wind velocity factor and results in a 
measure that is closer to the temperature the 
body feels 

For example, when the thermometer 


stands at zero and there’s a 10-mile-per-hour 
• MPH) wind blowing, the chill-index tern 
perature to exposed skin is 21 deg. below zero 
If the wind Is blowing 15 mph. the chill-index 
temperature is 38 below. A! 20 mph it’s 39 
below 

On a relatively “warm” winter day - when 
the thermometer reaches 20 degrees F - a 20 
mph wind lowers the chill-index temperature 
to minus 10 degrees F. 

It’s no wonder people often complain. “It 
leols colder than that” - whatever the ther 
mometer shows. 

Dress according to the chill-index tem¬ 
perature rather than the thermometer. You’ll 
be more comfortable if you do. 


CHILL INDEX 
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Proceedings at Monday night’s meeting of 
the school committee, attended by a few 
hundred anxious Wyman parents and 
demonstrating teachers, was lightened for a 
moment by a comment made by Christopher 
Hall, co-captain of the high school wrestling 
team. 

Hall was presenting his case before the 
school board to ask them to reinstate the 
position of assistant wrestling coach. He 
pointed out the sport’s growing popularity 
and handed the committee a fact sheet 
comaparing the relative cost-per-student of 
various sports. Wrestling, which obviously 
takes little more than original equipment, 
scored very low on the cost sheet. 

The presentation was admirable and well- 
received by a group that had come to hear 
about other matters. Noting the continual 
budgetary pressures on the school com¬ 
mittee. Hall concluded: “When you’re in an 
economic pinch, wrestling is the answer.” 

Yes, but with whom?

suggestion, the WEA unilaterally petitioned 
the State Labor Relations Board to appoint a 
mediator 

-After four meetings held during the 
summer of 1976, the mediator suggested that 
factfinding procedures be initiated. 

-The contract expired on August 31st. The 
Winchester teachers returned to school in 
September without a contract This is a 
unique situation in this community. 

-A factfinder. Mr. Holden, was hired by 
both parties. He attempted to mediate a 
settlement. He must now. as a factfinder, 
issue a report. This report is not binding on 
either party. The WEA has filed briefs on the 
issues in dispute and submitted them to Mr. 
Holden 

-Both sides must now return to the ap¬ 
propriate forum for discussing the settlement 
of this dispute - the bargaining table. 

The Winchester teachers have recently 
been accused in a newspaper article of being 
responsible for the lack of a settlement and 
for any delay in the settlement of this dispute. 
The accusation appeared in print following 
the last single negotiations session lasting 24 
hours, which did not result m a contract 
agreement. The WEA negotiating team feels 
that the facts presented above should 
illustrate that we have been, since October 
1975. both willing and cooperative in an effort 
to meet with the school committee and its 
agents to resolve this dispute. 

Throughout this crisis, the Winchester 
teachers have made a sincere effort to con¬ 
duct themselves as professionals. Until 
November of 1976. the teachers made every 
effort to keep this dispute outside of the 
schools. 

In the past, it has been customary and 
expected for many of your teachers to per¬ 
form professional services in excess of the 
specific contract obligations. However, in 
light of the present situation, which finds 
teachers working without a contract and in a 
state of fluctuating working conditions, the 
Winchester teachers have adopted a work-to- 
rule policy. All volunteer services will cease 
during this dispute. 

This, of course, creates hardships and 
frustration for the children, parents, ad¬ 
ministrators and teachers. This action 
demonstrates the loss of patience by the 
teachers in Winchester, who seek to know 
their conditions of employment. 

A resolution of this dispute will hopefully 
return the teaching environment of this 
community to its previous level. Thank you 
for your support and understanding during 
these critical times.

Lost eggs 


EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

I would like to offer a friendly suggestion 
to the local super-markets (or other retailers 
of food) that they very probably owe each one 
of their regular customers a dozen eggs, and 
might well make us a present of same at 
Christmas to compensate us for the breakage 
we encounter in many, if not most, of the 


packaged eggs we purchase each week. 

Due to my wife’s illness 1 have done all our 
grocery’ shopping for nearly a year. I in time 
discovered a fact that was always apparent to 
others, namely that your chances were slim 
of picking up a dozen eggs without at least 
one. and often more than one. broken egg in it. 
Naturally, like most egg buyers I check the 
package before buying it. and seek another 
one. But there is a chance, and a good one. 
that you will come across an egg that is 
broken on the bottom and consequently stuck 
onto the package. You can’t lift every last egg 
to check this out and you don’t locate it until 
you get home. 

I don't know whose fault this breakage is. 
but I suspect it can be anybody’s that 
previously handled the eggs. Also egg 
growers today don’t seem to feed their 
chickens a diet of hardening material. 

I remember as a boy. I was sent to spend 
my entire summers on my grandfather’s 
farm on the north shore of Prince Edward 
Island in Canada, and as I grew older 1 was of 
course put to work. My chores included some 
care of chickens. We used to include in their 
diet a mixture of crushed clam and oyster 
shells. In that manner you came up with solid 
shells in your eggs. 

Today’s eggs patently don’t get this 
treatment as their end result is so weak that it 
is difficult to break an egg and remove the 
interior without getting your hands in a mess. 
Everybody knows this and it is strange to me 
that you never hear of the condition in the 
media or anywhere. People just satisfy 
themselves by* looking at each package they 
buy and if they don’t see any damage, they 
conclude there is none. 

Personally I don’t feel cheap enough to 
make a special trip back to the market to 
replace one egg. and so I have to be satisfied 
with getting eleven, or maybe even ten. eggs 
for around a dollar. 

There will be no charge for the above hint.

Charter troubles 

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

Alter the acceptance of the charter by the 
voters of Winchester, I never dreamed that 
this town could become as shattered as it is 
today. In my daily conversations with many 
of the esteemed citizens, they blame the 
charter for all the pitfalls that have taken 
place since its adontion. It was not meant to 
do that. 

One example is the exceptionally poor job 
done in the cleaning up of leaves town-wide 
and the absolute neglect of some streets. 
Usually, when the leaf machine picks up the 
leaves, the street sweeper would follow, 
cleaning the area properly. I have yet to see 
the street sweeper follow this procedure this 
year. 

In the spring, the catch basins will be 
loaded with debris which could become a very 
serious expensive problem. This is the price 
we pay for hiring an outsider as the head of 
our public works department, who, in my 
opinion, is serving his apprenticeship at the 
tax payers’ expense. The fault lies with the 
director — not the workers. 

Bob O’Brien, our former superintendent of 
streets did a superb job about street cleaning 
and the job was completed by the first week of 
November. The little snow storm we had is no 
excuse for these intolerable conditions — a 
new experience for Winchester. I do not 
believe it is necessary for anyone to play 
politics in order to have his or her street 
cleaned, but if this is the rule now, then we 
are in trouble. 

All the key positions in Winchester under 
the charter are held by outsiders and those of 
us who have lived here all of our lives can see 
that the town has gone downhill to a point of 
no return instead of showing steady im¬ 
provement. 

In the selection of the head of the public 
works department we already had qualified 
people on the job, but the town manager hired 
a person from Easton, a town which cannot be 
compared with Winchester. 


The town manager is from New .Jersey; 

the purchasing agent from Concord; the 
building inspector from Reading; and the 
public works director from Easton. These 
appointments are an insult to local talent. 

Not too long ago this was a well-run town 
by real Yankees. All decisions were made at 
town meetings when the meetings were truly 
democratic, which is not the case today. 
While the outders receive their big fat 
salaries, the workers in the public works 
department receive only one apple out of the 
whole orchard. Because of this unfairness, 
there is a great deal of dissension and friction 
in the whole department, causing an ex¬ 
plosive situation. 

Even though I was one of the members of 
the charter commission. I strongly advise its 
demise as soon as possible

Pilot program 

New actors’ workshop for 
seniors set for winter 


“The show is over; on with the show!’’ 
Following the final curtain of the fall 
Children’s Theater production last week, 
Recreation Director Donald L. Spinney an¬ 
nounced that acting growth workshops will 
open in January not only for children but also 
for senior citizens. According to senior 
coordinator. Sara Dillon, this will be a pilot 
program to Winchester’s credit It will be led 
by Paulett Taggart of the Winchester Drama 
Workshop assisted by former workshop 
participants as well as teachers from Theater 
Workshop Boston. 

This new creative potential program for 
seniors will serve as a basic training ground 
for those who may participate in a spring 
senior theater production but like the youth 
groups it is by no means limited to actors. 
Instead it uses actor training techniques to 
reach and encourage the artist within every 
human being, regardless of age or ex¬ 
perience. The neweome may tap buried 
sources of energy and awareness while the 
experienced actor may realize new dimen¬ 
sions of communication in working with the 
whole person instead of with voice and face 
alone. 

Sessions begin with physical warm-up 
exercises and Hatha Yoga, the pace and 
degree of difficulty determined always by the 
ability and attention span of the group. Unlike 
sports Yoga is not competitive, emphasizing 
individual effort end progress; and unlike 
other exercise systems yogic exercises do not 
use violent muscle movements which produce 


large quantities of lactic acid in the muscle 
fibers and result in fatigue. Instead Yoga 
gradually tones up the whole body working 
systematically on muscles, nerves and 
glands. 

Sensory awareness exercises stimulate 
the imagination through one or more of the 
senses. Creative movement focuses on fun¬ 
damentals which free the individual to ex¬ 
periment and explore the surrounding space. 
The ancient art of Mime truly “holds the 
mirror up to Nature": while learning to in¬ 
teract with physical phenomena humans 
discover themselves. 

Theater games provoke spontaneity within 
a structure provided by the rules of the game; 
and finally the group is ready to launch into 
open-ended improvisation and spontaneous 
scenes. 

Registration will open on Monday, 
January 3 for 12 sessions beginning Tuesday, 
January 18 (ages 8-11); Wednesday, January 
19 (seniors); and Thursday, January 20 (ages 
12-15). Groups will be limited to 15 par¬ 
ticipants.

Citizens called upon 
for research program 


A program to identify Winchester 
buildings built prior to 1927 and to encourage 
interested residents to research and 
document the history of dwellings 50 years old 
and older has been announced by the Win¬ 
chester Historical Commission. 

According to Allen Hill, chairman of the 
commission, owners who satisfy a few basic 
requirements of information and 
documentation regarding the age of their 
homes will be presented with a Historical 
Commission certificate attesting to the 
building’s construction date and original 
owner. 

C. Peter Jorgensen, publisher of The Star, 
is assisting the commission in this program 
by donating the talents of his graphic arts 
staff in designing the certificate. 

The commission also plans later to make 
available plaques to owners of structures of 
particular historical significance. These 
plaques can be affixed to the building and will 
bear historical information regarding that 
home. 

“We hope this effort serves several pur¬ 
poses,” said Hill. “Most important, an in¬ 
ventory is one of the statutory duties of a 
historical commission, part of a statewide 
process, and essential if we are to preserve 
our assets lest they fall prey to the bulldozer.

Special needs van visited 
by parents as power fails 


"The Spirit of 766". a 40-foot van stocked 
with the latest in educational materials for 
special needs children, was visited by many 
parents and interested citizens during its two- 
day visit here last week. Unfortunately, 
according to Frank Bianco, Winchester’s 
coordinator of special education, the heavy 
rain on Tuesday caused problems with the 
electrical system and the van had to be closed 
part of Tuesday afternoon. 

On Wednesday, despite continued lack of 
power and heat, Mr. Bianco stayed on the van 
to meet with visitors and answer questions. 
He expressed the hope that a return visit 
could be arranged for "The Spirit of 766”. "I 
am disappointed that we have had these 
problems", he said, "and regret that many 
people who wanted to visit the van were 
unable to". 

The van. a project of the State Department 
of Education’s Cooperative Staff Develop¬ 
ment Unit, was planned to coincide with two 
workshops given by Barbara Aiello of the 


Council for Exceptional Children in Reston, 
Virginia. Ms. Aiello has conducted workshops 
all over the country and has published several 
books on mainstreaming. 

She has been the editor of Teaching 
Exceptional C hildren the practical journal of 
the Council for Exceptional Children and has 
written numerous other articles. Ms. Aiello 
spoke Tuesday afternoon to members of the 
school staff and in the evening to parents and 
other interested citizens. Her audiences 
participated in exercises designed to 
demonstrate that we all have different 
learning styles and, given a chance, most 
prefer to learn using methods that involve all 
our senses. 

She emphasized the necessity for special 
needs staff to work with the classroom 
teacher, but added that for many this is 
impossible until changes are made in the 
specialist’s schedule. Further, she stressed 
the need for teachers to have time to "plan, 
reflect, and share" as well as actually teach.

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Fork-to-rule criticized 


Teachers , school board back to bargaining table A 


Winchester’s teachers and the school 
iqard may finally be getting back to the 
largaining table. 

The teachers, working without a contract 
lince September, recently initiated a work-to- 
[ule action which had drawn harsh response. 
ioth from the school board and from parents. 

“We are being accused of holding up a 
ontract settlement,” said Winchester 
education Association (WEA' President 
iernard Silva, reading from a prepared 
tatement at Monday fight’s school board 
neeting. “We want to make it abundantly 
lear that we are not holding up a contract 
ettlement and take issue with these com¬ 
ments and simplistic solutions to some very 
omplex problems.” 

A large contingent of teachers had shown 
ip at the meeting Monday to demonstrate 
upport for their negotiating team and ex- 
ress their desire for a settlement. 

Some of the teachers held signs reading: 
|“Quality education means a good contract.” 
[and “There IS trouble in paradise.” 

Silva’s statement drew a strong reaction 
from School Board Member Robert Frank, 
head negotiator for the committee. He said 
the WEA’s statement was “out of context and 
unfair.” and added. “I don’t understand what 
the purpose of these comments is when there 
is nothing the school committee can do at this 
point anyway.” 

After a year of negotiations, mediation, 
and fact-finding, the contract dispute has 
been in limbo while the fact-finder prepares 
his formal report. However, in reaction to 
Frank’s comments, the teachers have 
requested a meeting with the full school 
committee to reopen negotiations. 

* In his statement to the committee. Silva 
claimed that “a deteriorating environment 
for teaching and learning is developing” and 
that there is “a growing disenchantment” 
among the teachers and the public. 

Referring to the recent decision by the 
WEA’s representative council to initiate a 
“modified work-to-rule,” Frank retorted, 
“The WEA has encouraged all of its members 
to cease providing help to students before and 
after regular school hours.” The teacher job 
description includes passages referring to the 
responsibilities of a teacher to assist students 
after regular classroom hours. 

■ “With all due respect,” Frank continued, 
“I believe they (the teachers) have abdicated 
their professional responsibility.” 

The guidelines for the modified work-to- 
ryle issued by the WEA are as follows: 

!■-At any time when the teacher is in the 

building or classroom before or after the 
instructional hours, the time should be used 
for teachers preparation, but not for volun¬ 
tary services, such as working with students. 

—All non-paid, voluntary services per¬ 
formed by teachers will cease. For example: 
Elementary and junior high level— any 
volunteering before or after school, or in the 
evening, which relates to Christmas 
j - programs will cease. Secondary level— any 
non-paid, advisory positions to clubs or other 
•activities should be temporarily vacated. 
• Note: this is not to imply that the WEA has 
'.any authority to cancel such programs; that 
is purely an administrative decision. 
However, teachers will not attend in the 
evening or after school as supervisors. 

—Child study teams and 766 related 
meetings: Teachers, counselors, specialists, 
etc. should attend these meetings only during 
the instructional hours. If ordered to attend, 
teachers should go but file a grievance soon 
thereafter. . . This does not apply to faculty 
meetings, parent conferences (non-766), etc., 
so long as called with “reasonable notice, 
reasonable frequency, etc.” 

—Open houses: If any open houses are 
scheduled during modified work-to-rule, 
teachers should not attend. Note: once again, 


it is purely an administrative decision to 
cancel or re schedule open houses However, 
teachers will not attend. 

—Student teachers: It is recommended 
that no teacher accept the responsibility of 
supervising a practice teacher during 
modified work-to-rule. since this duty is 
purely voluntary and demands considerable 
extra time. This does not apply to present 
student teachers. 

—School committee meetings: All school 
committee meetings must be attended by 
every member of the W’EA if we are to show 
our continued support for the negotiating 
team and our dissatisfaction with the school 
committee actions. 

The original work-to-rule action was 
initiated in November when the fact finder's 
attempts at mediating a settlement failed. 
With the final report of the fact finder due to 
be issued in January, the WEA decided last 
week to begin the modified work-to-rule. 
starting December 9. 

Silva noted “a growing feeling of being 
abandoned by the community.” He said the 
teachers would “continue to seek a quality 
education for all students.” 

Because of the contract dispute, Silva said, 
the teachers were becoming a "vibrant and 
politically active group.” Ninety-seven per 
cent of Winchester’s full time teachers are 
now members of the WEA. according to Silva. 

“There was never any intention to disrupt 
any meeting.” said Silva, referring to an 
incident at a recent school board meeting. At 
that meeting, Chairladv Pronski called in the 
police when teachers complained that they 
could not hear the proceedings and asked that 
the meeting be moved over to Ambrose from 
the Sanborn House. 

Silva left the audience and the committee 
with a question, saying. “Someone will have 
to answer. . . ‘How could this ever have 
happened to Winchester?”’ 

Frank, who said he had not anticipated 
giving a response to Silva’s remarks, 
reviewed the past year’s negotiating process, 
ending with the last meeting in which the fact 
finder spent over 24 consecutive hours at¬ 
tempting to mediate a settlement. 

“Near the conclusion of that session,” 
Frank said, “the mediator made suggestions 
which added up to what we thought was a 
reasonable compromise. The school com¬ 
mittee said they would accept it; the WEA 
said they would not.” 

Noting that neither side had requested 
further bargaining until the fact finder’s 
report was issued, Frank commented, “Why 
now does the WEA feel it necessary to take an 
action which will have a negative effect on the 
schools?” 

Frank spoke specifically to the contract 
issues of staff reductions and evaluations. He 
questioned the validity of determining 
reductions on the basis of seniority. 

“I think we ought to deny time in the 
system as the sole criterion; as a criterion it 
is peripherally relevant to how you get the 
best school system,” he said. 

The school committee wants to retain the 
authority to determine staff reductions on the 
basis of merit. Frank conceded that the board 
“is less than perfect as a determiner of 
merit,” but he preferred that system over one 
based on seniority. 

As for evaluations, Frank commented, “I 
don’t understand the WEA’s position” and 
reiterated his belief that the school com¬ 
mittee had made no substantive changes in 
the process. 

Frank also mentioned that the WEA had 
written all school principals a note 
“threatening action before the labor board if 
they (the principals) take any action against 
them (the teachers)” in response to the work- 
to-rule. 

Student representative Brian Tarbox told

the school board in his report that the work-to- 
rule “cannot help but only hurt morale at the 
high school." Tarbox said students were 
being adversely affected by the action. He 
singled out seniors applying to college as one 
group being hurt by the absence of personal 
counsel and teacher conferences. 

After the meeting Monday, the WEA sent 
out a mailgram to all school board members 
asking for a negotiating session either tonight 
or this Tuesday. 

“In light of the comments made by Mr. 
Frank at the school committee meeting last 
evening, the letter reads, “please be advised 
that our negotiating team, our executive 
board, and other representatives are very 
willing to meet with the entire school com¬ 
mittee. the superintendent of schools, and 
your representatives to negotiate.” The letter 
went on to suggest dates. 

Bernard Silva’s statement read at the 
Monday meeting follows: 

The town of Winchester is finding itself in a 
very critical period. For the first time in its 
history, a deteriorating environment for 
leaching and learning is developing. There is 
a general feeling among teachers and staff 
members that they are not doing the kind of 
job they would like, and a growing reluctance 
to move toward creative approaches to 
teaching and learning is pervading the school 
system. There is also a growing feeling of 
being abandoned by the community; a 
growing disenchantment. 

We are being accused of holding up a 
contract settlement. We want to make it 
abudantly clear that we are not holding up a 


contract settlement. and take issue with these 
comments and simplistic solutions to some 
very complex problems. We also want to 
make it clear that we shall continue to be 
student advocates, and to ensure the citizens 
in this community that we will continue to 
seek a quality education for all students. The 
residents of this community should also know 
that over 50 percent of our proposals were 
designed to meet this goal, but that never 
appeared in the newspapers. In the process, 
we are also interested in preserving our own 
lot; we do not believe that we should apologize 
for that. 

The town needs to know that we are in¬ 
sisting on a fair and objective method for 
deciding which teachers are to be released in 
the face of declining enrollments. They also 
need to know that we are trying to restore the 
high teacher morale, and strong sense of 
professional pride and fairness we once ex¬ 
perienced in being a member of the 
educational community 

The current situation in this community is 
becoming laughable in communities we like 
to compare ourselves to. Some of our state 
officials and colleges and universities are 
probably dumbfounded that this would ever 
happen in Winchester. 

The Winchester Education Association is 
developing into a vibrant, and politically 
active group We want to mention that we 
took the liberty of calling the police to explain 
our intentions tin coming to the meeting). 

Someone will need to answer the 
question. “How could this ever happen to 
Winchester?"

origin, and sex." 

The so-called “public accommodation 
statute" is section 92 of chapter 272 of the 
state’s general laws. 

Parents meanwhile are reacting by sen¬ 
ding in applications with their daughters’ 
names. Forms were distributed through the 
school system last week requesting ap¬ 
plication and a ten dollar registration fee. 

Said one parent. “I cannot believe that in 
1976 a form could be sent home with public 


school children for application to a sex- 
segregated recreation program.” 

Another said. “I don't think my daughter 
wants to play, but she should certainly have 
the opportunity if she wants to.” 

Parents have two options should the 
recreation committee not provide a girls’ 
program or integrate the girls’ into the boys’.

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Hoopsters squeeze by tough 
Lynn English by 56-51 score 


Traditionally, the role of captain on any 
sporting team signifies the big play man, the 
person who gets the ball in the tight 
situations, the bread winner for your club. On 
the Sachems, co-captains Donny Allard and 
Donell Jones fit that description to a tee. 

Behind Allard’s 21 points and Jones’s 15 
points and nine assists the Sachems just made 
it by a toughter-than-expected Lynn English 
team, 56-51 at the high school gym, Tuesday. 

In the first half it was Allard who carried 
the load, hitting jump shot after jump shot, 
ending up shooting a phenomenal 10 for 15 
from the floor overall. In the nip and tuck 
fourth quarter it was Jones who calmly put 
away five free thows to wrap things up. 

Tim Powers, the valuable Sachem 
swingman. also let his presence be known 
with the quickest pair of hands this side of 
Cool Hand Luke. Powers dashed all over the 
court during his 32-minute sting on the floor, 
stealing the ball seven times and pressuring 
the English guards into mistakes in un¬ 
countable number of times. In addition Tim 
scored 10 points and handed out 7 assists as he 
and Allard led the Sachem fast break fluidly 
on several occasions. 

But despite the fine all-around play by the 
Sachem guards, the Bulldogs from Lynn 
refused to fold. English captain Mark Rocker 
led his team in a third-quarter push that twice 
narrowed the Sachem lead to four points. But 
once again Mr. Allard heated up and banged 
home eight third quarter points as the 
Sachems upped that lead to eleven as the 
period closed. 

Fred Fabrizio of the Bulldogs took charge 
in the fourth period. The Lynn big man scored 


nine of his 11 points in that stanza, and. 
combined with the hard work and clutch 
shooting of Joe Doyle. Winchester saw its 
once large lead shrink to four points again. 

But with 58 seconds left Jones was fouled. 
Donell’s first free throw attempt on the one 
and one bounced around the rim for a few 
agonizing moments before it fell in. His 
second shot cut the cords perfectly and the 
Sachems had the five-point bulge that they 
ended up with. 

Most of Lynn English’s points came from 
the perimeter of the Sachems’ zone defense, 
for early in the game they learned that un¬ 
derneath the Winchester basket is no place to 
fool around with big Bobby McCabe around 
Bob took away the Bulldogs inside game 
rejecting nine English shots, one leading to a 
beautifull fast break basket from Allard to 
Powers. 

In addition, McCabe teamed with forward 
Jim Burns in controlling the boards, with the 
6 ’ X 8 * 2 ” Sachem center grabbing 9 rebounds, 
and the steady Burns 7. 

Although it wasn’t a terribly artistic 
victory, nor the rout that Coach Doc Wheeler 
hoped it would turn out to be, it nevertheless 
was a win. and the current Sachem squad has 
started out on the right foot. Missed free 
throw’s was the Sachem problem Tuesday 
night (despite the fact that they clinched the 
verdit at the charity stripe with Jones’ pair) 
and a team must take advantage of all the 
breaks they can when opposed by a coach of 
the calibre of Jimmy Hayes of Concord- 
Carlise, the Winchester squad’s next op¬ 
ponent. 


That game is a week from today, at 
Concord-Carlisle. Coach Wheeler has two 
major reasons W’hy he’d especially like to win 
that one. First of all it is always beneficial to 
go into the regular season with two non¬ 
league wins under your belt, for momentum 
and confidence, basically. Secondly, w p ho can 
forget that the Patriots eliminated the 
Sachems in the first round of last year’s 
playoffs? Certainly not the good doctor, and 
hopefully a good number of Winchester fans 
will remember too.

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Pinocchio: it grows on you 


There’s a tune that sticks in your mind: 
“You’re on baby, you’re on!” It’s a catchy 
one, and it reflects the spirit that went into the 
Winchester Children’s Theatre’s latest 
production, “Pinocchio.” 

The show ran last weekend, Friday 
through Sunday afternoons in the McCall 
Junior High auditorium, and the effort 
brought out the best in just about everyone 
involved. More than 80 kids were involved in 
one of the theatre’s most ambitious 
productions, which played to good crowds at 


all three shows and received ringing ap¬ 
plause. 

Credit must go out to all (including a few- 
born and bred hams) for an effort motivated 
solely by the love of the feel of the feet on the 
boards. 

“Pinocchio” was a fitting climax to a long, 
distinguished, and reknownod career, that of 
the instigator of it all, Mrs. Carlene 
Samoiloff. She has been the inspiration and 
the chief patron of the Children’s Theatre, 
and the sparkle was in her eye Sunday af¬ 


ternoon when, after the last curtain call, the 
cast presented her with a bouquet of bright 
flowers. 

The only tragedy of the show came when 
Paul Fallon, scheduled to go on Friday as 
Pinocchio, was taken ill and could not per¬ 
form. But he was insistent, and though he 
could not manage the singing, he wrangled 
his way onto the stage in other roles for the 
Saturday and Sunday performances. 

In his place Friday, and again the 
following day. Reth Davidson rose to the 


Under the direction of Choreographer 
Celia Shneider. the stage was transformed 
into a sea floor, with winding electric eels, 
flying fish, bright red crabs, swaying sea 
weed, and a fantastic, undulating blue wave. 
Behind it all sat Gregg Saeger’s great black 
whale with a cross-section of ribs and belly. 

Throughout the performances one element 
above all kept their cool: the stage crew, 
directed by Neil Gillis. His boys was were 
seen above, below, behind and around the 
stage, headphones and checksheets at hand.

Perhaps the most creative and improvised scene of the play came in Act 11, in the 
sea, where red crabs crawled, flying fish flew, electric eels wound their way 
through the deep, and a lacey blue wave rolled about all with great sweeps across 
the stage. In the background, the waters are populated by papier-mache fish hung 
from the ceiling; and there sits the black hulk of the whale that swallowed 
Gepetto, Pinocchio and Cricket—a little bit of imagination lets us see into his rib 
cage.

occasion and showed a good deal of stage 
presence to boot. With nary a miscue she had 
her nose growing before our eyes, and she 
handled her songs as though the tunes were 
her own. 

On Sunday Mike Trabucco picked up the 
role and carried it forward with equal 
aplomb. He carried the character of Pinoc¬ 
chio quite naturally and matched his various 
antagonists line for line. 

The other principal, Gepetto, Pinocchio’s 
creator and father, was played well by Jim 
Surette on Saturday and by Rob Tolentino 
both Friday and Sunday. They managed to 
extend beyond their roles as well to provide 
assurance and guidance for the younger 
members of the cast. 

And who do you know- who would volunteer 
to handle 80 kids for two afternoons a week all 
fall? Director Nancy Warnock showed both 
grace and style directing the kids, and the 
final product bears witness to her ability to 
bring it all together with the least amount of 
damage and greatest amount of fun for all. 

The list of the kids involved is almost 
endless: there were street crowds and dan¬ 
cers, sea creatures and a large contingent of 
circus animals. They all showed an en¬ 
thusiasm for the art and, as anyone in the 
audience could tell, they threw themselves 
into their roles. 

Improvisation seemed to be a word at the 
back of everyone’s mind, and when the 
inevitable gaps appeared, there was always 
someone to fill the space. 

One element, however, carried the play 
through from start to finish: THE MUSIC, 
WRITTEN, COMPOSED. AND PER¬ 
FORMED BY Gregg Saeger, along with his 
small orchestra. Gregg managed to create 
lyrics that the kids could latch onto and the 
audience could enjoy, all the while conveying 
the spirit of the tale. 

Perhaps the most imaginative scene came 
when Gepetto, Pinocchio, and Cricket (played 
sprightly by Christine Hewitt and Dominic 
Shea on alternating nights) found themselves 
swallowed up by a whale.

providing the backup so essential to any stage- 
production. 

As is the tradition, carnations were handed 
out to the cast on stage after the final per¬ 
formance (Mrs. S. counted out 108 flowers); 
and the kids collected a few of their prized 
flowers for a special present to Mrs. Eleanor 
Rarbuto, who somehow managed to take care 
of the make-up for the show. 

When it ended Sunday, the cast seemed 
reluctant to move from the stage; they finally 
offered up bouquets to their guides of the past 
few weeks, with a special notice going to Mrs. 
Samoiloff: wouldn’t life be dull without her?! 

Line after line, song after song, the per¬ 
formances were a proving ground. The 
creators of “Pinocchio” took an old story and 
gave it life with a fresh approach, a lively 
mixture of scenes, great scenery, and a 
Broadway lilt to the music. And through it all 
the kids carried themselves well. 

Master Cherry, who sold Gepetto the piece 
of wood to make the puppet which started it 
all, was played by Tom Hanlon who also 
played the farmer one night. In the street 
crowds were: Debbie Daugherty, Maria 
Doocev, Maura Kennedy, Christy Stickney, 
David Nelson, Maria Stevens, and Mone 
Rowan; dancers Chris Alexander, Debbie 
Brown, Diane Deshler, Jennifer Jordan. 
Matthew Kennedy, Kim Lovins, Suzanne 
Pawlak, and Debbie Stone; and Cat Debbie 
Brown (again) and Dog Kim Brown.

elementary schools next year. They did in¬ 
dicate to MacDonald that they wanted to save 
the roughly $26,ooo principal’s salary, but 
they could not agree on just how to do it. 

“I fully believe in the concept of a full 
time, resident principal for each school,” 
MacDonald said. Hut he noted that the 
department is looking to save the cost of what 
amounts to one principalship and concluded 
by recommending seven principals for next 
year. 

Hoard Member Connie Papas said she 
understood the vote to close the Wyman 
School as an implicit acceptance of eight 
principals for eight schools. 

The issue grew more complicated as 
questions about the teaching principalship 
and the other functions taken on by 
elementary principals at the start of the year 
arose. 

There was general agreement that the full¬ 
time teaching role (presently handled by 
Ambrose Principal Robert Forest) put an 
unreasonable burden on the principal and 
interfered with his administrative func¬ 
tioning Committeeman Robert Frank 
suggested a half-time teacher be brought in 
and the principal continue to teach half-time. 

MacDonald questioned the fairness of such 
an arrangement, but Frank argued that there 
may be other functions for the other prin¬ 
cipals which would balance the respon¬ 
sibilities Frank and MacDonald both agreed 
that there was value in allowing the dual 
principalship to continue for another year. 

Frank urged the board to “take the ex¬ 
periment to its limit” and see if. “with some 
tinkering” with various duties “we can make 
it work.” 

Frank also pointed out that by keeping 
eight principalships, the board would ef¬ 
fectively negate the savings being achieved in 
the central office reorganization. 

Speaking for Noonan parents, Mrs.

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Noonan would have had three different 
principals in three years. 

Chairlady Mary Pronkski backed the idea 
of seven principals, saying “I can’t justify 
having one principal for a school with an 
enrollment of only 199 kids.” Board Member 
Jack Noble backed her up. suggesting that if 
necessary, a trade might be made by 
eliminating still another principal (reducing 
the number to six) in order to fit a director of 
the reading program into the budget. 

The function of reading director has been 
handled this year by Vinson-Owen Principal 
Dr. Clare Corcoran, who has indicated to the 
administration that the job is too much for a 
principal alone to handle. The school board 
agreed with this assessment and MacDonald 
recommended that that responsibility be 
removed from the list of extra duties being 
asked of the elementary principals. 

“We can only go so far in watering down 
the system,” said Committeewoman 
Catherine Fallon, who argued that the school 
board could, in the light of all the other cuts, 
justify creating a separate position of reading 
director. “The request for this,” she ex¬ 
plained. “has been on the books for at least a 
half-dozen years.” 

Noting a request already in for an ad¬ 
ditional reading specialist, Frank suggested 
the two positions might be combined in order 
to avoid creating another full time ad¬ 
ministrative position. 

The board dealt with several other 
recommendations and suggestions from the 
superintendent with budgetary implications; 
however since some of the major policy 
decisions are still up in the air, Assistant 
Superintendent for Administration Jack 
Fallon indicated he was reluctant to estimate 
any final budget figures. 

“It’s quite clear there will be a decrease in 
staff.” Fallon said, “but whether the 
decreases will be eaten up by other expenses, 
I don’t know.” 

Fallon said there would be “a fairly 
significant increase” in the athletic budget, 
and that the school lunch program may be up 
“one or two per cent.” The maintenance 
budget shifts over to the town department of 
public works this year under the charter 
reorganization. And Chapter 76G programs, 
still expanding, may add more to the school 
budget. 

Of the personal services budget, Fallon 
said. “Without the salary adjustments (which 
are still under negotiation), it will 
unquestionably be lower.” 


The board approved an addition to the 
extra-curricular budget for a photography 
club at McCall Junior High School. They had 
previously accepted a request for the same by 
Lynch Junior High 

A request for an additional three-fifths 
teacher in the music department was 
deferred until the committee can be informed 
as to what courses would be offered and what 
sort of response there might be to such an 
expansion of the program The board did 
seem to accept the idea that additional 
staffing was needed in order to provide more 
instrumental instruction. 

MacDonald recommended eliminating the 
director of pupil services on the retirement of 
the current director. Howard Niblock. with 
some of his duties to be picked up by the 766 
coordinator. MacDonald also suggested 
several means by which the assistant 
superintendent of personnel’s functions could 
be picked up by others, including one half¬ 
time, lower-level administrator handling 
labor negotiations and arbitaration. 

Another recommendation was moving the 
director of library services down to the high 
school; moving the division of instruction 
(under Assistant Superintendent for 
Curriculum Walter Gleason) into Sanborn 
House; and thereby allowing the school 
department to turn the Carriage House over 
to the town. This reorganization would save 
“at least $14,000,” according to MacDonald. 

The committee is also waiting to see what 
the possibilities are for untilizing some of the 
staff freed up by the decline in enrollment and 
the closing of the Wyman School. 

Also under fire was the system for ob¬ 
servation and evaluation by department 
heads at the secondary level Frank 
questioned the time involved in observation, 
but Walter Gleason defended the directors, 
indicating that their function amounted to 
virtually a full time job. 

Mrs. Pronski worried that the board was 
“cutting up the whole system in order to 
nickel and dime it.” 

Gleason said the question is quality, that 
the system could do without the directors and 
department heads, but that such a reduction 
would have an adverse effect on the quality of 
the system as a whole. 

Board Member Connie Papas urged the 


committee to “proceed with caution” and 
avoid “diluting middle management.” 

The school board is scheduled to meet 
twice next week, on December 27 and again 
on Decemerber 30, to try to work out some of 
these policy decisions.

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DPW seeks to reorganize 
department into divisions 


In preparation for the fiscal year 1978 
budget, Department of Public Works Director 
Walter Tonaszuck is proposing a 
reorganization of his department which would 
combine four areas (water and sewer, parks, 
highway, and cemetery) into three, each with 
an operations manager and an assistant. 

Town Manager Thomas J. Groux and 
Tonaszuck emphasized at the selectmen’s 
meeting Monday that there would be no lay¬ 
offs as a result of the proposed changes. 

The major changes occur in the division of 
jobs within the department. There will be a 
water and sewer division with separation of 
jobs into water or sewer blocks. 

The buildings and grounds division will 
likewise be separated into items pertaining to 
physical plants (garage, buildings, and the 
transfer station). The major difference in this 
section of the proposed reorganization is that 
the DPW would take over maintenance of 
school buildings. Under the grounds area, the 
DPW will be responsible for the cemetery, 
parks, playgrounds, school grounds, and 
forestry. Again, this buildings and grounds 
division will have its own operations manager 
and assistant. The third area of consolidation 
is the highway division, which would be 
reduced in scope as personnel are shifted to 
other areas of the DPW. Highway would be 
responsible for garbage collection, highway 
maintenance, traffic control, and snow and 
ice. 

In addition to consolidation within the 
DPW, Tonaszuck is also proposing that each 
section of the department answer to an ad¬ 
ministrative pool which would in turn be 
responsible to the director of the DPW 

Groux expects that selectmen will take 
action on what he is calling “an ideal 
reorganization” before he submits his 
proposed budget to the finance committee on 
February 15. 

Selectmen have two choices: they can give 
approval to the table of organization or not. or 
they can do nothing. Should the board decide 
not to take action on it, the table would stand 
as it is. 

Tonaszuck said that this final table is one 
of several that were looked at. Groux said, 
“You can’t make major changes like this 
proposal without a lot of deliberation.” 

In other action at the selectmen’s meeting, 
Thomas Groux suggested that a study 
committee be formed to look into use of the 
Wyman School building should the school ' 
committee give it up as surplus. No action can 
be taken until such time as the school com¬ 
mittee releases the building to selectmen for 
disposal. 

Selectmen see no use for the building for 
office space and will investigate the 
possibility, brought up by an unnamed 
citizen, of “recycling” it. Groux would see a 


committee formed to check into that idea with 
a member of the board of selectmen, himself, 
a member of the planning board, and a citizen 
who is knowledgeable on use of buildings. 

School Board Chairlady Mary Pronski has 
indicated that the school committee expects 
to get a letter of release out to the selectmen 
sometime in January. Mrs. Pronski said she 
was eager for the selectmen to receive the 
notice so they can begin examining alternate 
uses and their possible budgetary im¬ 
plications. 

Selectmen received a request from the 
Winchester Jaycee-ettes for guidelines on 
applying for licenses. The group offered to 
reproduce these procedures for general 
distribution. 

The selectmen’s office has already begun 
putting together requirements for license 
applications and is interested in the Jaycee- 
ette’s offer. 

Selectmen are meeting next Monday when 
they will take action on the request of Edward 
and John Lungo of Medford for a used car 
dealer’s license at 925 Main st. The brothers 
are interested in buying Guy’s Auto Sales at 
that address.

A search of Houser’s car, which was found 
the next day in the vicinity of the Everett 
avenue residence, revealed his belongings 
and a bus ticket from California. Houser gave 
his address as the Hotel Diplomat in Boston.

The school bus law is as follows: When 
approaching a vehicle which displays a sign 
bearing the words “School Bus” and which is 
equipped with front and rear alternating 
flashing red signal lamps which are flashing, 
and which has been stopped to allow pupils to 
alight from or board the same, a person 
operating a motor vehicle shall, except when 
approaching from the opposite direction on a 
divided highway, bring his vehicle to a full 
stop before reaching said school bus and shall 
not thereafter proceed until the warning 
signals are deactivated.”

The Blue Laws 


You cannot afford to be eclectic about the laws you intend to obey. 
That is. you can’t pick and choose laws of the commonwealth you 
disagree with as targets to be violated. 

But such it is with the so-called Blue Laws and the businessmen who 
choose to ignore them by opening on Sundays when the law says they 
shall not open on Sundays. 

Somewhere in that approach, there is a seed of anarchy, at least 
metaphorically. What is it they used to say? From little acorns great oaks 
grow. 

It is entirely possible to expect that the little acorn of defiance of the 
law because you do not agree with it can be the mighty oak of anarchy. 

Anarchy, of course, is when people take the law into their own hands. 
Anarchy is a state of lawlessness, absence of government. While those 
who are promoting it in one form, perhaps unknowingly, to further their 
own interests, i.e., opening their places of business on Sundays in order to 
compete with similar type businesses in neighboring New Hampshire, 
are doing it with no less than honorable intent, it is nevertheless a 
violation of the law. 

Laws were made to protect the rights of the people. 

Massachusetts State Attorney General Francis X. Bellotti has sworn 
to uphold those laws. That is his duty. He cannot pick and choose, which is 
the way practical people pronounce "eclectic.” 

The Zayre department store interests had asked the Massachusetts 
Supreme Judicial Court to enjoin law enforcement officials from making 
them observe the Sunday closing laws. 

Justice Wilkins denied their petition: "I shall take no action on 
(Zayre’s) motion for. a preliminary injunction. . .,” he wrote. Mr. 
Bellotti has sent notice of this to law enforcement officials throughout the 
state. 

"Whatever one’s personal views of the merits of the Sunday closing 
laws might be, each of us is sworn to uphold the laws. The Blue Laws 
remain the law of the Commonwealth, and if we are to live up to our 
oaths, we must enforce them. I, for one, will not place the profits of a 
group of businessmen above my obligation to the public," Bellotti wrote. 

No matter how you feel about those Blue Laws, they are nevertheless 
on the books. And remembering that the laws were made to protect the 
rights of the people, the rights of the people are being violated by direct 
disobedience of those laws. 

For there are some people, (and they are not necessarily religious), 
who favor keeping the stores closed on Sundays. Numbered among them 
are people who work in such stores. One was heard to say after the recent 
Sunday opening, "Good grief, even God rested one day." Many others are 
not convinced of the need to open on Sundays. 

Mr. Bellotti is quite clear about where his responsibility lies, and he is 
right. Police have no choice, (although some have created one), but to 
enforce the law. 

Editorialists in Boston newspapers have written that the majority of 
the people are in favor of abolition of the Blue Laws. How they came to 
that conclusion seems to have its basis in the manner in which large 
crowds responded to the opening of some stores on Sunday recently. They 
concluded, and perhaps rightly so, that the Blue Laws are highly un¬ 
popular and ought to be abolished. After all, they were written nearly 200 
years ago when they were appropriate to the times and temper of the 
people. 

True, times have changed, and this is a highly restless and mobile 
society. It the law is all that unpopular, it certainly should be changed or 
abolished. In this case, abolished. 

We believe the stores ought to be allowed to open on Sundays if they 
are so inclined. But we do not believe that direct defiance of the law is the 
way to accomplish that aim. We are a society of civilized people of 
reason, and the appeal to that reason is to move through the appropriate 
channels of government. 

The Massachusetts Legislature ought to be petitioned as soon as it 
reconvenes Jan. 2. 1977, to deal with the Blue Laws. 

Obedience to the law is not a selection process. For men of right 
reason, it is the only near-guarantee of a stable society. 

W e cannot allow the "anarchy” of Sunday Blue Law violations to even 
suggest an anarchy of mighty oak-like proportions in our time. It is not 
our way.

Autocratic rule 


EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

Two hundred years ago Massachusetts 
citizens dumped tea into Boston Harbor to 
protest taxation without representation. On 
this bicentennial anniversary of that 
“citizen’s revolt,’’ we of Winchester should 
take similar action and dump our school 
committee into the Aberjona to protest a new 
form of taxation without representation. 

Ironically, the issue now is not that of 
increasing taxes but rather unresponsive 
official action to contain them For just as 
King George defied the will of our people by 
imposing taxes, so too has this school com¬ 
mittee defied the will of the people by its 
actions to close a school so as to minimize a 
tax increase 

The crowning irony is that I was among 
those who voted on the referendum; who read 
and understood the wording on the voting 
machine, and knowingly voted for closing of 
the school despite even my wife’s strong 
efforts to the contrary. 1 should thus be 
pleased by the school committee’s action. 
Rather, I am disgusted by it and will gladly 
support those wishing to overturn that 
decision and remove this school committee 
from office. 

Call it disregard for the expressed wishes 
of the people or call it by its correct name, 
tyranny; the school committee has acted in 
defiance of the expressed wishes of the 
voters. That only some 2f» per cent of those 
eligible cared to vote is immaterial for the 


majority of those voting acted to keep the 
school open. In this country, in this state, in 
this town, and in this town’s schools, we are 
taught and practice the concept of majority 
rule. We are not taught that a majority has to 
be “overwhelming,’’ “vast,” X percentage 
points, or any other modifying dimension but 
only one vote more than recorded for the 
opposing side. Nowhere is it stated that the 
majority vote must be geographically 
dispersed; Carter lost virtually every state 
west of the Mississippi but will still be 
president of the entire nation. Actions such as 
(his one of the school committee are expected 
in Russia, South Africa, Chile and other 
totalitarian states. I, we, cannot tolerate such 
actions in Winchester for the results of 
minority rule are the same wherever prac¬ 
ticed. 

The objective of a school committe is to 
promote a quality educational system. Part of 
that system teaches social studies, courses 
wherein our children learn about citizenship 
and various forms of government. One ex¬ 
pects that in those class discussions of 
democracy focus is directed upon the 
responsibilities of both the people and their 
elected officials. To see this school committee 
deliberately ignore the law and its duties in 
refusing to negotiate fairly with the Win¬ 
chester Educational Association, and now 
acting in direct opposition to the recorded 
preferential vote of its constituents must have 
a negative impact on that educational 
system, those social studies classes, and all 
other students. 

The lack of respect for our institutions, our 
educational system, and its staff, and our 
schools is expensively evident throughout the 
vandalized school buildings. School com¬ 
mittee actions such as these do more to 
further destroy our educational system, to 
alienate and “turn off” our children and 
ourselves, than the closing of buildings, 
cutting of faculty, and shedding of the eighth 
period classes. To give credibility to our 
educational system and educators, we must 
first shed this school committee and its 
autocratic rule.

Voters flaunted 


EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

When the town meeting voted to close one 
elementary school, those opposed to that 
verdict appealed the decision by taking the 
issue to the voters on December 7. The appeal 
process, whether it be to a higher court or to a 
group of voters, is basic to our democratic 
system. Does the school committee—in 
charge of the education of the town’s 
children—teach the lesson of our democratic 
form of government by flaunting the wishes of 
the voters? It is another sad day for this town. 

When all of this began in the fall of 1975, 
readers will remember that the superin¬ 
tendent recommended the following: (1) that 
three elementary schools be closed: Noonan, 
Lincoln and Wyman; (2) that Lynch be a 
regional elementary school; and (3) that the 
present Lincoln and McCall be made into a 
junior high complex. At the public hearings 
which followed, the town made it very clear 
that it wished to retain the neighborhood 
school concept for educational reasons as well 
as for maintaining that unique character of 
the town which is a source of pride to many 
who live here. 

At that time, in early October, I more or 
less conceded that one school could perhaps 
be closed, but certainly not three! And so on 
October 9, 1975 I sent a letter to the 
superintendent with copies to Lawrence 
Smith (then selectmen chairman) and to all 
members of the school committee with the 
following suggestion: close Noonan and make 
Lynch a kindergarten through grade nine 
school. To my knowledge, no serious con¬ 
sideration was given to this proposal. It does 
work, however, for I have seen it in operation 
elsewhere very successfully. 

Since the vote was to close “one 
elementary school,” perhaps the question as 
to which one can still be debated. Now, we 
happen to live in the Wyman School district, 
but our youngest child is in sixth grade this 
year, and our family will not be directly af¬ 
fected by what the school committee does. 
Therefore, I am not singling out another 
school for selfish reasons but for ones which I 
feel are quite practical. 

First of all, when the original proposal to 
close three schools was made, those parents 
who were least upset with the concept were 
the Noonan parents. Why? I submit that it 
was because their children were staying in 
their neighborhood! 

Secondly, the downstairs area of Lynch 
has had elementary children there before 
when Wyman was seriously overcrowded. 
Those same rooms, along with the ones im¬ 
mediately above them, could be used to house 
the Noonan children. 

Thirdly, if necessary, Wyman children 
could again go down to McCall. If over¬ 
crowding at the junior high level occurs, then 
the ninth grades could go out of both schools 
creating the superintendent’s long-hoped-for 
four year high school. 

It is inconceivable to me .that when the 
above alternative was suggested which would 
cause little disruption in people’s lives and 
would essentially accomplish the same ob¬ 
jective, that it was dismissed out of hand. And 
the suggestion to vacate Sanborn House to 
move the administrators and their staff to 
other quarters was also dismissed. Why? It 
almost seems as if it isn’t so much the closing 
of Wyman School as it is an attempt to do 
away with the Wyman Community- 
democratic process or not.

Ireland’s Yule traditions

Although Ireland is not known for its 
wealth of Christmas traditions, this small 
country has contributed its share of customs. 

Country folk will tell you that St. Patrick 
brought Christmas to Ireland late in the fifth 
century. As in the past, it continues to be 
celebrated with deep religious overtones. 

The glossy-leaved holly wreath with its 
clusters of red berries which is popular as 
door decoration in this country, can be traced 
to the early settlers from the south of Ireland 
who came to the U.S. at the time of the potato 
famine. My own family has treasured the 
holly wreath in preference to the evergreen 
version for many decades. 

A lovely visitor from Ireland joined me for 
a cup of tea and Christmas cookies last week 
and filled me in on more Irish Christmas 
traditions. Rena Fahy, a young working girl 
from Dublin whose family ties are in Galway, 
was visiting her brother and sister-in-law, 
Marie and Anthony Fahy of Arlington. 

With a lovely Irish accent, she described 


the lighted candle which is placed in the 
.window of every house on Christmas eve. 
According to one belief it is a symbolic sign of 
welcome to Mary and Joseph who sought 
shelter in vain. Others consider it a sign to 
any homeless stranger that a warm welcome 
awaits. The candle was used as a symbol 
during “the Troubles” in the 1920’s that a 
priest could safely find sanctuary and say 
mass. 

Rena also described the centuries-old 
practice in many Irish communities of setting 
the kitchen table after the evening meal on 
Christmas eve. On it is placed a loaf of bread 
with caraway and raisins, a pitcher of milk 
and a lighted candle. Some people leave the 
door unlatched as a symbol of hospitality. 

Mary also explained that Christmas Eve is 
also called the “Night of Cakes.” Every 
housewife worth her salt makes a rich 
fruitcake, sometimes called cake-of-the-year. 
Mince pies are traditionally made, 
sometimes baked in a cradle-shaped tin 


suggesting the form of the manger 

I enjoyed hearing about the festive Irish 
celebration of St. Stephen's Day on Dec 26. In 
certain areas of the south and west of Ireland, 
small children dress up in homemade 
cusfomes and go from house to house asking 
for treats, much like our Halloween. They 
carty a stuffed wren in a cage and sing a 
verse to each householder in exchange for 
gifts of pennies. The simple ditty refers to the 
“the wren, the king of all birds” who on St. 


Stephen's clay was caught in a furze or a bush 
St. Stephen’s name and feast are highly 
regarded in many parts of Europe, including 
Sweden. France and the British Isles This 
great missionary is also the patron of horses 
Mrs. Marie Fahy, whose parents were 
both born in Ireland, described the great 
importance her family places on the creche 
scene. The infant Jesus is not placed in his 
crib until Christmas eve in order to impress 
children with the religious meaning of the day 
of Christ’s birth. 


Or should this Christian unison of love be a 
day-to-day strive for all? 

for this unison is love and faith, the true 
meaning of Christmas.

Dr. Lawrence F. Quigley, 
Jr., chairman of the board, 
and Michael D. Saraco, 
director of public health, urge 
anyone anticipating a catered 
function to have the firm 
involved complete a 
procedural form at the board 
of health office. The firm is to 
give the following in¬ 
formation: name and phone 
number, address, location of 
building where meal will be 
served, date and time of 
function, estimated number 
of meals to be served and the 
proposed menu. The form 
and five dollar fee are 
returned to the board. 

Dr. Quigley reports, 
“There has been a marked 
rise in the number of catered 
functions recently which we 
attribute to more mobility 
and more socializing.” He 
also thinks that women 
returning to work means that 
more functions are likely to 
be catered than in the past. 

“It is one of the key func¬ 
tions of the board of health to 
prevent disease,” he said. 
The primary disease from 
improperly transported and 
served food is salmonella. 

Saraco cites the episode 
last year when several 
persons attending a catered 
function in Winchester were 
taken ill, some hospitalized, 
as a direct result of eating 
roast beef from a caterer. 
Although the law requires 
registering with the board, 
Dr. Quigley says that many 
firms do not file a form and 
many persons who hire them 
are not aware of the statute. 
“We are involved now in a 
concerted effort where we 
need cooperation from the 
townspeople and caterers and 
education as well,” he said. 

Saraco said, "Registration 
with the board does not, of 
course, mean that every 
catered affair will be in¬ 
spected. It does mean, 
however, that we might make 
an inspection and so the 
catering firm is put on guard. 


We do not want to see anyone 
become ill because of im¬ 
proper transportation and 
serving of food.” 

Registration should take 
place seven days before the 
date of the affair. Those 
hiring a catering firm are 
urged to check with the board 
of health to make sure the 
company has registered. 

Following is the state statute 
requiring registration. 

The Board of Health, 
Town of Winchester, 
Massachusetts, in ac¬ 
cordance with, and under the 
authority granted by Section 
31 of Chapter 111 of the 
General Laws of the Com¬ 
monwealth of Massachusetts 
and Regulation 2 of Article 1 
of the State Sanitary Code, 
hereby adopted the following 
Rules and Regulations at a 
meeting of the Board held on 
June 14, 1976. 

Effective date: These 
regulations shall take effect 
on July 1, 1976. 

Section VI of the Rules and 
Regulations of the Win¬ 
chester Board of Health, in 
effect as of March 1, 1965, is 
hereby amended by inserting 
after paragraph 4 the 
following paragraphs: 

5. Permits for food service 
establishments shall be 
issued as directed in Article 
X of the State Sanitary Code 
and a fee of $10.00 shall be 
assessed as the cost of the 
permit. Permits shall be 
issued for a period of time not 
to exceed one year and may 
be renewed if the food service 
establishment complies with 
the requirements of Article X 
of the State Sanitary Code. 

6. Permits for a tem¬ 
porary food service 
establishment as defined in 
Article X of the State 
Sanit;ary Code shall be 
issued for a period of time not 
to exceed 14 days and a fee of 
$5.00 shall be assessed as the 
cost of the permit. The 
temporary food service 

establishment must comply 
with the requirements of 
Article X of the State 
Sanitary Code and the in¬ 
clusive dates for ' such 
proposed operation shall be 
included on the permit. 

7. Permits for a mobile 


food service as defined in 
Article X of the State 
Sanitary Code shall be issued 
for a period of time not to 
exceed one year and a fee of 
$10.00 shall be assessed as the 
cost of the permit. A mobile 
food server shall comply with 
all the provisions of Article X 
of the State Code which are 
applicable to his operation. 

8. Retail Food Establish¬ 
ment: Retail Food Establish¬ 
ments shall be registered by 
the Board of Health in ac¬ 
cordance with the 
Massachusetts Department 
of Public Health Rules and 
Regulations relative to Retail 
Food Establishments. 
Registrations shall be issued 
for a period of time not to 
exceed one year and a fee of 
$10.00 shall be assessed as the 
cost of the registration. A 
Retail Food Establishment 
shall comply with all the 
provisions of the 
Massachusetts Department 
of Public Health Rules and 
Regulations relative to Retail 
Food Establishments. 

9. Catering establish¬ 
ments: Permits for a 
catering establishment shall 
be issued as directed in

REGULATION 3. 

FOOD PROTECTION 

3.1 All food while being 
stored, prepared, displayed, 
served, or sold at food service 
estalishments, or during 
transportation shall be 
protected against con¬ 
tamination. 

3.2 All perishable food 
shall be stored at such 
temperatures as will protect 
against spoilage. 

3.3 All potentially 
hazardous food shall be 
maintained at safe tem¬ 
peratures (45 degrees F. or 
below, or 150 degrees F. or 
above), except during 
necessary periods of 
preparation and service. 

3.4 Convenient and 


suitable utensils, such as 
forks, knives, tongs, spoons, 
or scoopfc shall be provided 
and used to minimize direct 
handling of food at all points 
where food is prepared, 
displayed, or served. 

35. Raw fruits and 
vegetables shall be washed 
thoroughly before use. 

3.6 Stuffing, poultry, 
stuffed meats, stuffed 
poultry, and pork and prok 
products shall be thoroughly 
cooked before being served. 

3.7 Individual portions of 
food once served to the 
customer shall not be served 
again. provided, that 
wrapped food which has not 
been unwrapped and which is 
wholesome may be re-served.

The Department of Psychiatry of the 
Harvard University Medical School has 
established an affiliation with the Pediatric 
Mental Health Unit at New England 
Memorial Hospital. Stoneham, which ser¬ 
vices Winchester 

John E. Mack. M.D.. director of Adult and 
Child Training. Harvard Medical School. 
Department of Psychiatry at Cambridge 
Hospital, initiated the proposal of affiliation. 
He. along with Andrew Baumgartner, head 
counselor and program coordinator for the 
Pediatric Mental Health Unit ; Bill Holbrook, 
administrative director of Human Services; 
Edward L. Wall, NEMH administrator; and 
Edward Moses. M I)., chief of psychiatry at 
NEMH. drew up a written proposal to present 
to the board of directors. The proposal was 
unanimously accepted by the board on August 
31. 1976 

NEMH was chosen because it represented 
Harvard’s expectations and qualifications as 
a community mental health service for 
children and their families. NEMH offers the 
Harvard fellows an “open” psychiatric in¬ 
patient ward in a community acute-care 
hospital - the only one of this nature in 


Eastern Massachusetts. Most pediatric 
mental health units are “closed” units and 
are usually located in a Mental Health 
Hospital, therefore the type of patient will be 
different and the opportunity to work with 
parent and child (in or near their home town 
environment) will be available. 

While NEMH will be providing Harvard a 
unique therapeutic environment in which to 
learn. Harvard will be giving additional 
medical treatment for the children on the 
Pediatric Mental Health Unit and will make 
available to the NEMH staff the wealth of 
medical knowledge contained in the 
University Library plus participation in their 
continuing education programs.

The Winchester High winter track team 
posted its first victory in their season opener 
against Watertown at the Lexington High 
Field House last Saturday, 50-36.

Winchester won the relay, beating 
Watertown by three seconds, 3:46 to 3:49. The 
quartet of Casey, Roche, DeConto, and Larkin 
nailed down the five additional points. 

In the 600-yard race, Larkin recorded his 
impressive time of 1:18.5. The second and 
third place finishers were both from 
Watertown, so Larkin’s win salvaged five 
points for Winchester. 

Mood’s great jump took the high jump 
event, with the Sachem’s Reilly Atkinson 
ending up third, with a jump of 5’4”. 

The track team returns to action today at 
5:45 against Burlington at the Lexington Field 
House.

Jeanne Sproat, assistant rector at the 
Church of the Epiphany, will be ordained a 
priest in the Episcopal church on January 15 
when Rev. Dr. John Coburn, bishop of the 
Massachusetts diocese, presides at services 
here. 

Jeanne, as she prefers to be called, has 
been at Epiphany for two years, serving as 
deacon and assistant rector. She will be one of 
only a few women serving as a priest after the 
September 1976 vote of the Episcopal con¬ 
vention in Milwaukee authorized ordination of 
women. 

It was only in 1970 that women 
permitted to become deacons, the 
highest position to that of priest. 

Jeanne sees the future of both the 
Episcopal and Roman Catholic churches 
changing as more women become involved in 
the functions of priesthood. 

“It will not necessarily he an easy 
change,” she said. “We are dealing with 
centuries of traditionally male-oriente 
hierarchy, but the change will come.” 

John J. Bishop, rector of the Church of the 
Epiphany, provided Jeanne’s background to 
her service in Winchester in Three Crowns, 
the church’s weekly newsletter. 

Jeanne is a native of Springfield and a 
graduate Boston University, holding both a 
B.S. and a Masters in Education. 

She entered the Order of St. Anne in 1953 
and as nun, taught in St. Anne’s School. 


With the permission and support of the 
Order, she entered the Episcopal Theological 
School and upon graduation from there 1971. 
she went to the University Hospital in Ann I 
Arbor. Michigan, to do graduate study in | 
clinical pastoral education. 

Since her return in 1973, Jeanne has served 
as supervisor in the field education program 
of the Episcopal Divinity School and as 
chaplain at the Mt. Auburn Hospital, where 
she directed the training of students who 
come to the hospital from the member school 
of the Boston Theological Institute. 

For two summers she was a supervisor in 
the summer training program at 
Massachusetts General Hospital. In June 1975 
she was ordained a deacon by Bishop 
Burgess. 

There will be further details of the or¬ 
dination service in The Star.

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Cars turned away 

Town dump closing without 
notice irks 1000 residents 


Police activity this holiday week included 
calming nearly 1000 irate residents who 
couldn’t get into the transfer station 
Christmas Eve, breaking up a disturbance at 
the USA hockey rink, and two hit and run 
accidents 

Police Chief John P. McHugh said that 
several hundred cars were turned back from 
the gates of the transfer station last Friday 
when dumpers got to the site only to find that 
Jt was closed. 

“The general reaction was one of anger 
and disbelief,” he said. Although there were 
signs posted inside the gate to indicate that 
the dump would be closed December 24 and 
25. no public information to that effect had 
come to the townspeople from either the town 
manager’s office or that of Department of 
Public Works Director, Walter Tonaszuck. 

“Residents expressed concern about 
possible fire hazards in their homes and the 
attraction to animals in their yards if they 
were not permitted to dump Friday,” Chief 
McHugh said. “Newly appointed officer 
Lawrence Hill, on detail at the incinerator, 
was told to inform residents that the dump 
was closed. Thankfully, there were no in¬ 
cidents and no fires resulting from ac¬ 
cumulated trash, most of it paper, in private 
homes,” he said. 

In other activity, Police Officer Francis 
Manzie strained his back while quelling a 
disturbance at the USA hockey rink on 
December 18 during a game between Revere 
and Chelsea. As the players were leaving the 
ice, several spectators began spitting at 
them, police said. In retaliation, the players 
began swinging their sticks at the crowd 
Police officers calmed the spectators and 
escorted the players to the dressing room 
area. A similar incident occurred during the 
Arlington-Everett game and it, too, was 
successfully kept from getting out of hand. 

Chief McHugh reported that after those 


games, the traffic pattern for players leaving 
the ice was changed so that they would no 
longer pass by the spectators. He said that 
games have been played since then with no 
troubles. 

The chief is concerned over the possible 
increase in the number of hit and run episodes 
as a direct result of the change in car in¬ 
surance laws. The change would penalize 
drivers who are involved in an accident by 
increasing their car insurance premiums. 

There were two hit and run incidents last 
week, neither of which involved personal 
injury. On December 18 a car was struck 
from the rear at Oxford and Church streets. 
When the operator of the struck car went to 
get his registration from the vehicle, the other 
driver backed on to Church street and fled at 
what police said was a “high rate of speed.” 

On December 24 a car was struck by a blue 
vehicle which took off from the scene. 

The chief said, “It is unusual that there 
should be two hit and run accidents in Win¬ 
chester in one week. I hope that there is not a 
trend developing here.” 

A housebreak was reported at 8:45 p.m. on 
December 21 at the Moody residence, 17 
Prince ave. Entry was gained through the 
cellar which was ransacked. Silver and 
jewelry were reported missing. 

A break at 163 Main st. occurred bewteen 
between 1:15 and 2:45 but nothing was 
reported taken. Apparently the dog belonging 
to Mrs. Elizabeth Click, of that address, 
scared away the intruder. 

There was vandalism reported at the 
Trefrey building at the train station where 
two double doors were pulled off. 

Police Chief John P. McHugh urges 
everyone to have a safe new year celebration. 

“If you are going out, make sure you have 
safe transportation home. We’re very lucky in 
this town to have few problems on the road 
caused by excessive drinking and we want to 
make sure it stays that way,” he cautioned.

Citizens’ complaints change dumping hours 


Precipitated by what Town Manager 
Thomas J. Groux called “considerable ex¬ 
pressed discontent from private citizens,” 
hours at the transfer station are expected to 
be changed in January to allow more time for 
private citizens to dump while maintaining 
time for commercial haulers. 

As the hours stand now, commercial 
haulers can use the facility between 9 and 11 
a.m. while private citizens may dump bet¬ 
ween 1 and 9 p.m. five days a week and an 
additional five hours, from 7-12, on Saturday. 

Stressing that Department of Public 
Works Director Walter Tonaszuck and he are 
still in the discussion stage, Groux said that

possible dumping hours could be expanded to 
10a.m. to8 p.m. for everyone. Such a change, 
he emphasized, would not take place until the 
middle of January and would have to meet 
with the approval of selectmen. 

According to Police Chief John P. 
McHugh, several hundred cars were turned 
back from the dump on Christmas Eve, 
although there had been no notice from the 
town’s DPW that the transfer station would be 
closed that day. Groux said that several 
phone calls were made to his office regarding 
the hours at the dump and the exclusive use of 
the facility for commercial haulers in the 
morning. 


Selectman Harry Chefalo said that he had 
received “many complaints” from women 
who prefer to use the dump in the morning but 
are excluded at this time.

MacDonald proposes cuts in top 


staff, seven principals 


Superintendent of Schools William Mac¬ 
donald has come up with a second possible 
plan for reorganizing his administration. 

The savings to be realized by the new plan 
total $50,259, according to MacDonald’s 
report presented to the school committee 
Monday night. Some of the savings would be 
offset by other personnel changes suggested 
by the superintendent. 

With Board Member Catherine Fallon 
absent from the meeting, the remaining four 
committee members were divided evenly 
over whether or not to accept the plan. Robert 
Frank and Connie Papas favored the new 
arrangement, while Chairlady Mary Pronski 
and Jack Noble said they preferred the 
earlier version presented by MacDonald at 
the December 20 meeting. 

Like the plan presented last week, the new 
reorganization would eliminate two top 
central office positions: assistant superin¬ 
tendent for personnel and director of pupil 
services. The major difference lies in the 
distribution of the functions of those two 
positions. 

MacDonald identified five major functions 
currently handled by Assistant Superin¬ 
tendent Henry Perry: record keeping and 
administrative responsibilities; handling 
hiring, firing, transfers and identifying staff 
needs; budget preparation; labor relations, 
including negotiations and arbitration 
hearings; and evaluations. 

A new position would be created at a lower 
level, entitled “administrative intern” in 
MacDonald’s report. The duties of this 
position would include the record keeping and 
administrative functions and budget 
preparation. 

Hiring, firing, transfers, and staff needs 
would be taken over on the elementary level 
by the principal of Vinson-Owen School; and 
on the secondary level by either the principal 
or an assistant principal at the high school. 

Labor relations would be handled by junior 
high school principals, with one assigned to 
professional and the other to non-professional 
personnel. The only added cost under this 
item would be a suggested $25 stipend per 
session for each bargaining table session 
attended. 

Evaluation would be undertaken by the 


various principals, directors, and department 
heads, with Assistant Superintendent tor 
Curriculum Walter Gleason coordinating the 
process. 

Frank asked the superintendent about the 
difficulties inherent in dispersing the per¬ 
sonnel functions among so many persons. 
“We will have to make some compromises,” 
MacDonald replied, “and I am concerned 
about it, but not as much now that we’ve 
worked but just who will be doing what.” 

Mrs. Pronski indicated she was not happy 


with the creation of an administrative intern 
and wondered if the functions of that position 
could be picked up by other central office 
personnel already on board. 

“Frankly, we fight to keep our heads 
above water now,” responded the superin¬ 
tendent, who said he didn’t know what could 
be added to the assignments of the superin¬ 
tendent and his two remaining assistants. He 
said either of the two plans presented so far 
were acceptable to him. “Whatever the 
ultimate disposition, w'e will make it w'ork." 


he said. 

Jack Noble agreed with Mrs. Pronski that 
much of the intern's duties could be per¬ 
formed by a secretary. “I don’t see it as a 
professional position,” Noble said, adding 
that it lacked “continuity” and “self- 
reliance.” 

The superintendent said he thought the job 
was more than a clerical position and pointed 
out that there were a lot of well-qualified

Dukakis pledges return 
of numbers game revenues 
to local aid account 


Governor Michael Dukakis has pledged a 
return of numbers game lottery revenues to 
the local aid account and has given 
assurances to municipal officials that there 
will be no major cuts in local aid funding 
contained in his fiscal ’77-78 state budget. 

In immediate reaction to this, municipal 
officials across the state expressed their 
thanks to the governor for the commitment, 
noting that this is “a solid first step in getting 
a state budget that won't adversely affect 
local government " Local leaders cautioned, 
however, that the budget must still be acted 
upon by the legislature. 

The governor outlined his commitment at 
a Tuesday morning meeting of the Local 
Government Advisory Committee (LGAC). 
Chelmsford Selectman William Murphy, 
newly elected LGAC chairman, said after the 
meeting. “We must still emphasize that local 
aid fund restoration is only one half of the coin 
for us...equally important are the increasing 
local costs of state mandated programs.” 

Murphy noted that the governor had 


committee himself to an in-depth discussion 
of collective bargaining, including com¬ 
pulsory and binding arbitration and a 
narrowed scope of bargaining, early in 
January. The municipal associations are 
opposed to any extension of compulsory and 
binding arbitration because of the serious 
financial difficulties and high tax rates being 
experienced by the cities and towns. 

Dukakis also stated that he would be 
willing to discuss limitations on Chapter 766 
spending. 

Murphy was elected chairman of LGAC 
following the group’s monthly meeting with 
the governor at the State Mouse on Tuesday. 
He replaces Mayor Theodore Mann of Newton 
in that position Fleeted vice-chairman of 
LGAC was Mayor William Sullivan of 
Springfield, who is also president of the 
Massachusetts Mayors' Association.

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CONCERN studies need for 
drop-in center for youth 


CONCERN, Winchester’s citizen com¬ 
mittee studying vandalism and related 
issues, has been meeting monthly through the 
fall. An open townwide meeting held in mid- 
October attracted a crowd of 200 interested 
citizens. In a program designed to increase 
awareness of the problem, court, police, 
school, and student views were aired on the 
broad subject of vandalism. Since then a 
small core group has been busy defining 
areas of future study and action for CON¬ 
CERN. 

Due to the press of family and professional 
business, Timothy McCarthy has resigned as 
chairman and Ann Montgomery Smith, 9 
Holland st., vice chairman, has taken over in 
his stead. 

In recognition of the fact that “vandalism” 
is an imprecise term that includes littering 
and the wanton mutilation of valuable per¬ 
sonal property, CONCERN is focusing on a 
variety of areas that may help the community 
to cope with and reduce the causes of van¬ 
dalism. 

Much visible vandalism is associated with 
the schools. Therefore CONCERN is working 
closely with high school principal Vincent 
Larocco to analyze student attitudes and 
needs. Non-academic clubs and the creative 
use of community volunteers are being in¬ 
vestigated as means of making the schools 
more responsive to a broader spectrum of 
students. Student members of CONCERN are 
contributing insight and are working with the 
Student Union to involve more students. 

The needs of parents and other adults 
whose attitudes and responses do much to 
shape behavior patterns in Winchester are 
also under discussion. WIC (The Winchester 
Interagency Council, a parallel organization 


composed of professionals from health, 
religious, academic, counseling, and en¬ 
forcement agencies) is working with CON¬ 
CERN to develop a course of awareness and 
coping techniques to be offered in the spring 
though the adult-education program. 

Additional needs of the student population 
of Winchester have been recognized 
especially in terms of a place or places to go 
for social activities. In response to this ex¬ 
pressed need a coffee house drop-in center 
concept is being investigated and current 
activities along these lines both within 
Winchester and in surrounding towns are 
being looked into. 

Dissatisfaction and possible misun¬ 
derstandings about police responses to the 
broad spectrum of vandalism is also of 
concern to this committee. Approaches to 
citizen and police education alike are being 
discussed with Chief McHugh. 

These are a few areas that CONCERN will 
be dealing with actively in the coming 
months. They have been selected in part 
because there is interest in them on the part 
of the members of the committee and also 
because they represent a mutli-focused ap¬ 
proach to a townwide problem. Some ideas 
are of a short-term and self-limiting nature, 
others are ambitious beyond the present 
capacity of CONCERN. Any interested 
resident of Winchester is urged to contact Ann 
Montgomery Smith for further information 
and to attend the next meeting — January 11 
at 7:30 p.m. — in the office of the high school 
principal. 

There are no simple or easy answers to 
any real problems. Active, committed in¬ 
volvement by the community, however, can 
go a long way towards solutions. Be CON- 
CERNed!

persons looking to gain some experience in 
educational administration who would be 
willing to take on the job. The salary range for 
the position recommended in the report is 
$12,500-14,000. 

Agreeing with MacDonald on the 
desirability of an administrative assistant 
rather than a clerical position. Frank said, 
"On balance, I think the money would be well 
spent," adding that he felt it would be 
valuable to have an intern to do the record 
keeping and legwork for the administration, 
freeing up the superintendents for duties 
more directly related to education. 

The net savings in the central office from 
this change in positions and functions comes 
to $37,001, according to the report. Both Asst. 
Supt. for Personnel Henry Perry and Director 
of Pupil Services Howard Niblock plan to 
retire after this year. 

The other major portion of the 
reorganization involved principals. The 
system would have seven at the elementary 
level, with Noonan and Washington Schools 
continuing to share one principal. The other 
principals would take over various functions 
aside from their regular administrative 
duties. 

The additional responsibilities suggested 
in the report include, by school: Ambrose, 
part time teacher; Lincoln, curriculum 
counselor; Mystic, either curriculum 
counselor or coordinator of a school depart¬ 
ment newsletter; Muraco, curriculum 
counselor; Parkhurst, two curriculum 
council assignments; Vinson-Owen, handling 
personnel for the elementary staff. 

The members of the committee agreed 
that ideally each school would have its own 
principal but that budget demands make such 
an arrangement difficult to achieve. Mrs. 
Pronski, however, indicated that she might 
prefer a second shared principalship: 
"Educationally it makes more sense to have a 
shared principal” than to give them all extra 
duties, she said. She also criticized the 
distribution of duties among the principals as 


"inequitable.” 

MacDonald replied that "it's tough to 
equalize” and said he was trying to capitalize 
on the strengths of the various persons in 
volved He also said he had spoken with each 
of the principals involved and that their 
reaction to the added duties was "positive and 
good.” 

"When you take dollars out, you’re going 
to make some sacrifices,” the superintendent 
said 

The report included several other 
recommendations, most of which were - 
received favorably by the committee. They 
included: 

Relocation of the director of library 
services in the high school, this director 
would also assume the directorship of the 
summer school program at no additional 
stipend. The move includes elimination of one 
secretarial position and amounts to a savings 
of $8,488. 

Moving the division of instruction, run 
by Asst. Supt. Walter Gleason, into Sanborn 
House and closing the Carriage House for a 
savings of about $4790. The committee has yet 
to decide whether or not to turn the building 


over to the town Further savings might be 
realized by elimination of the need for future 
maintenance. 

Restoring the $1200stipend for a director 
of adult education The board agreed with the 
superintendent that the position demanded 
more time than could reasonably be expected 
of a principal and should be a separate 
position 

Adding one lull time position to the 
reading staff (from 3 ' .to 4 one in 
st motor would be a half time teacher and 
spend the rest of the time as reading program 
director, a position the board feels is badly 
needed 

Creation of head teacher positions at 
Noonan and Washington Schools to assist 
George Flynn, who has been and probably 
will be the shared principal between the two 
schools. Mrs. Pronski asked the superin¬ 
tendent to look into the possibility of creating 
head teachers at the junior high schools to 
replace the assistant principals there 

The school board will meet again 
tomorrow night to try to decide on a definite 
plan of reorganization, in order that their 
budget may be finalized.

Looking back 9 seeing ahead 

As wo review the past, we cannot help but think of the future. Knowing 
where we have been may help us to know where we are going, or at least 
help us to get there. 

In this spirit we look forward to the milestones of 1976 leading to more 
progress in 1977 and the years beyond. 

Among the events we look to with happy anticipation is the dedication 
and opening of the now-building senior citizens’ multi-purpose center on 
Skillings path sometime in the spring or early summer. 

And while we can express pleasure at the senior center, we are 
regretful at the same time that the Wyman School will be closed. If you 
consult our year-end news review, you’ll find that those two events were 
among the most outstanding concerns of the community in 1976. 

It is a paradox of our times, is it not, that the population of older 
Americans is increasing, while apparently that of younger Americans is 
declining. Or so the so-called experts would have us think. 

While we can readily agree that the coming of the center for senior 
citizens is a big plus in the town’s progress, we are certain of only one 
thing regarding the closing of the Wyman, as ordered by a 3-2 vote of the 
school committee: It will irreversibly change the character of the town. 

There is one school of thought that believes bigger is better, but we are 
of a mind to stay with the little things of life. They are the spice that 
preserves a modicum of independence in our society that otherwise is all 
but lost in a sea of bigness. 

We regret to say that we feel that the Wyman School issue has been 
lost by the parents and their children who attend that school. We don’t 
think there is much chance that anyone can get the school committee to 
reconsider its action, although there is always a thread of hope. But it’s 
not much to cling to. 

So, having fought the good fight, and lost, we must dwell upon that 
subject no longer. Like all soldiers in any good cause, we must pick up the 
pieces and move ahead. 

The community has been divided (although it appears that the division 
was more between Wyman parents and the school committee, certainly 
more so than a consensus of the total populace), and we must now put our 
differences aside, suture our cuts, soothe our bruises, and allow our 
wounds to heal. 

Among the milestones we hope will be reached in 1977 is a solution to 
the problem of Winchester Center and what to do about giving it new life. 

A report is due to come before the town meeting this spring; town 
officials, businessmen and concerned citizens have been holding 
meetings to come up with an acceptable plan to revitalize the mercantile 
heart of Winchester. 

Among the other things we hope will be amicably settled in this 
coming year and laid to rest: 

Suit and countersuit in connection with the alleged construction 
faults of the new Winchester High School. 

An end to the Winchester Education Association’s claims of unfair 
la&or practices against' the school committee, with a settlement 
agr eeable to both sides. 

The cutting of curbstones to allow the handicapped and the elderly 
to traverse in wheelchairs as freely and conveniently as possible. The 
town has failed to cut the curbs prescribed by law. It should be done as 
soon as possible. 

The question of possible salary discrimination in the school 
department may lead to legal action. We hope not, believing that it can be 
settled, if it does exist, outside of the courts. 

There are other problems that will spill over into 1977: 

The teachers are without a contract, and still at the bargaining table 
with the school committee as they continue their work-to-rule posture. It 
means that they go by the book and do not participate in volunteer ac¬ 
tivities and programs outside the regular duties they are required to 
perform. 

We would also like to see the town employees get their contract set¬ 
tled. Their negotiations were broken off in December and it is being 
mediated. 

After the school committee finishes with the teachers, they’ll have to 
confront demands of secretaries and custodians. 

Life goes on, on and on. The only way to make it better for all of us is to 
renew the spirit of Winchester, the new spirit of '77. We are all in the same 
boat. We should all pull together. A tired cliche, perhaps, but cliches have 
a way of being true. So it is in this instance. - J.R.S.

School decision 

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

In last week’s Star, a letter appeared from 
a group of citizens in support of the school 
committee, citing two years of study which 
support their determination to close a school. 

It is true that a great deal of useful in¬ 
formation has been assembled over this 
period of time. But, what is deficient is the 
process of evaluation placing the in¬ 
formation in its proper perspective, the 
weighting of different considerations, the 
comparison of costs and benefits of alter¬ 
natives - and the development of a reasoned 
plan for future direction. 

The superintendent’s memorandum to the 
school committee, recommending the closing 
of the Wyman School, attempts to bring all 
this information together. While it may 
satisfy someone who already agrees with its 
conclusion, anyone who reads it objectively 
very quickly realizes that most families do a 
more careful job of planning their summer 
vacations than the school department reveals 
in planning the future direction of our school 
system. 

Far from producing a consensus within the 
town, the school department’s planning 
process has failed even to produce a con¬ 
sensus among the school committee mem¬ 
bers. The reasons two school committee 
members found compelling in ignoring the 
referendum vote (that school closings would 
result in improved education) were not even 
suggested in the superintendent’s memo. 

For those townspeople concerned with the 
educational quality of our school system, and 
who see merit in following a plan which 
reflects the values of the town, the school 
committee action thus far presents only 
obstacles, not progress. 

Our friends last week were concerned 
about the disruption which would stem from 
not quietly accepting the determination of the 
school committee. To that suggestion, one 
must respond that the responsibility for any 
disruption lies with a school committee that 
has failed to develop a plan that reflects the 
values of the community, and which chooses 
to reject the public input via referendum vote 
that it should have been seeking all along. 

The remedy is not to urge the town to 
accept the decision of the school committee, 
but to urge the school committee to accept the 
decision of the town and not proceed on an 
irreversible course of action against its will.

EDITOR OF THE STAR: 

Statements in and by The Star about 
closing an elementary school left me startled 
about the facts involved. I suspect that the 
outrage expressed by those opposing a school 
closing is more from their failure than from 
undemocratic elected officials, as one writer 
would have us believe. 

Winchester is not a direct democracy. 
Elected representatives make decisions for 
us. We do not govern by the referendum. 

Two elected bodies, town meeting and 
school committee, voted to close an 
elementary school, both by a majority. The 
finance committee, an appointed body, 
supported a schoool closing by a majority. 

The school closing is part of, a long range 
plan developed by the school department for 
the school committee. There is a plan and this 
school closing is part of it. 

The recent, non-binding referendum was 
advisory only, not a direct decision of the 
town’s voters. The comments of the school 
committee members indicate that they 
considered carefully the meaning of the 
referendum. A majority of five out of eight 
voting districts, 1,2.4, 6 and 6, voted to close a 
school. 

Those responsible for the non-binding 
referendum did not agree with the majority of 
the town meeting members. They did not 
agree with (he majority of the Finance 
Committee. They do not agree with the 
majority of the school committee. Elected 
and appointed officials spend enormous time 
on their thankless tasks. To disagree so much 
as to cause a special referendum and cost the 
town some $6000 for it and then say that 
elected officials don’t work democratically 
because they still disagree with elected of¬ 
ficials is simply unfair to our conscientious 
and dedicated, elected officials.

The recent bad accidents on Pond street 
brought to a head several complaints about 
safety and speeding in that area. 

Selectmen several weeks ago assured 
residents in that part of town that they would 
try to solve the problem and they seem to 
have done something concrete. 

Town Manager Thomas J. Groux told 
selectmen Monday night that a white line was 
painted down the center of Pond street and in 
a few days the building department should 
have lighting recommendations to pass on to 
(he Edison company. 

In addition. Groux has received in¬ 
formation from Police Chief John P. McHugh 
regarding the number of speeding violations 
in that area. In the last four months of this 
year, more citations were issued than in the 
comparable period of 1975. 

None, however, was issued in the four to 
six weeks before Ihe latest accident in which 
four Winchester teenagers were severely 
injured. Since Ihe accident, at the request 
from selectmen that more police patrol be 
available in the area, nine citations were 
issued for speeding. 

Groux pointed out that, contrary lo 
general belief, most of the drivers stopped for 
speeding were older than 22 and, in fact, only 
two were younger. 

Some action in a dangerous part of town is 
being taken and it is about lime. Maybe 1977 
will see a stress on safe driving for all our 
sakes. 

* * * 

School board meetings have a habit of 
running late into the evening, and lately it 
seems the later the hour, the more animated 


the conversation. 

Monday night Ihe subject of supervision at 
the high school— specifically in the female 
lavatories— arose. There apparently are 
problems al the school, especially in between 
classes: vandalism, smoking, even some 
drinking going on. 

By contract, teachers are not required to 
patrol cafeterias and lavs. And Chairlady 
Mary Pronski reports that Principal Vin 
Larocco has responded in the negative to 
suggestions that other staff take over the 
duties: apparently they don’t have the time 
(or Ihe inclination). Judging by subsequent 
comments about the last contract 
negotiations, the teachers believe the task lo 
be “undignified” and strongly object to it 

Thai, needless lo say, was enough for Mrs. 
Pronski. She disagreed with that assessment 
of the job, and suggested (hat she didn’t really 
see any difference, after all, between having 
coed gym classes and allowing the female 
lavatories to be supervised by gentlemen. 
After the initial shock wave receded, someone 
asked her if she’d like the job when she steps 
down from the committee, to which she 
replied. “Well I may just volunteer.”

The school department may be in for a 
windfall: application for a state grant to aid 
Ihe cost of the new CLIP program at the high 
school has been accepted, and the program 
may receive up to $18,000 before the end of the 
year. The exact applications of the grant are 
yet to he determined: but it’s good to see such 
a good program so rewarded.

The charm of winter plants

“We will have a touch of the Druid at the 
party.” 

1 didn’t know what to expect when an in¬ 
vitation to a winter solstice celebration was 
accompanied by that comment. Did she mean 
magical rites or a touch of the occult? 

The mystery cleared when we arrived on 
Dec. 21, the evening of the longest night of the 
year. I should have guessed, knowing my 
hostess’s avocation is gardening and 
greenery of all types. 

She did concede that there was a certain 
air of mystery for the occasion which was a 
dedication and naming ceremony for a 
newborn daughter 

But the “Druid's touch” was in the living 
plants used as decorations. Ferns, whole 
pineapples and low bowls of red and white 
zinnias added a hospitable touch to a buffet 
table. 

As a gift in honor of the event, each guest 
received a red-tissued wrapped potted pixie 
peperomia plant, accompanied by some 
growing tips from Mahoney’s Rocky Ledge. It 
was a lovely touch for a winter party. 

In years long past, it was customary to 
decorate* the house during the winter months 
with vegetation which grew in cold months. 
This custom originated with the Druids long 
before Christianity. They worshipped plants 
and trees as pari of their collection of deities. 

The homes were decorated to Invite the 
spirits of vegetation into warm familiar 
surroundings from the barren trees and 
bushes outside. 


Man has always held a fascination for 
winter plants because their ability to flourish 
when all others have withered has given them 
an air of mystery and a suggestion of special 
powers. 

The laurel, for example was used by the 
Homans as a symbol of triumph, victory and 
glory The Romans also sent along branches 
of holly with New Year’s gifts to friends and 
family. The evergreen was used as a symbol 
of eternal life. Mistletoe, which is still 
popular, was thought to hold great powers in 
pagan times. Enemies would lay down their 
arms under a branch of the plant. 

With the dawn of Christianity, so many 
customs had developed concerning the plants 
of winter that Pope Gregory in 604 A.I). 
suggested that these customs be continued 
and given Christian interpretations. Holly, 
ivy and rosemary all have charming legends 
related to the Christmas season.

Winchester in review: 1976 a year of transition 


Two hundred years is a convenient ben¬ 
chmark for national historians, whose scope 
is as broad as the Great Plains, and whose 
subject matter encompasses peaks and 
valleys rivaling the grandeur of the Rockies. 

But in small towns like Winchester, where 
life along the Aberjona slows down to the 
speed of commuter trains, shopping carts, 
and Sunday sermons, it may be more ap¬ 
propriate to take things one year at a time. 

This has been a year of transition for 
Winchester. In town government, in the 
schools, in the political and social life of the 
town, some changes are already being felt; 
still others point to the future. 

The two most talked about changes, both 
local reflections of national trends, have been 
the decision to close the Wyman Elementary 
School; and the drive to construct a senior 
citizens center. 

The school committee ended over a year of 
debate and controversy December 13 by 
voting 3-2 to close the Wyman School at the 
end of the school year. Declining enrollments 
and pressures to cut back a growing school 
budget led the superintendent of schools to 
recommend closing last year. The final 
decision came only after extensive studies, 
both by proponents and opponents; two town 
meeting votes (one for and one against 
closing); and a referendum in December 
which favored keeping the school open. 

Earlier in the year, the Old Lincoln School 
was torn down, significantly to make way for 
senior housing. While school enrollments 
around the country are dropping, the 
proportion of senior citizens in the population 
is on the rise, and there is a new sense of 
activity and participation among the nation’s 
elders. 

Town Meeting got the ball rolling in May 
when they voted the land for the center, and 
the seniors themselves took it from there. A 
march from Manchester Field to the Skillings 
path in June highlighted the fund-raising 
drive, followed later by a concert by the 
University of California-Berkeley Band 
picnic luncheon at the Lincoln School. The 
biggest boost came from James L. Jenks Jr., 
who donated $250,000 to the fund in October 
and sent the seniors a long way toward their 
financial goal. 

Finally, just earlier this month, ground 
was broken at the Skillings path site, and the 
dream of a center for the town’s senior 
citizens was on its way to becoming a reality. 
Their costs are above estimates, however, 
and the fund-raising is continuing. 

The town’s new charter took over com¬ 
pletely last spring, and the resulting 
reorganization of government is still un¬ 
derway. Town Manager Thomas Groux 
screened candidates and appointed a new 
director of public works, Walter J. 
Tonaszuck, and a new building com¬ 
missioner, Dominic Serratore. A reduced 
school committee elected Mary Pronski 
chairlady. And Town Meeting got a first look 
at a new style of budget last spring. 

The road to restructuring town govern¬ 
ment promises to be rocky; already there 
have been murmurs of discontent and con¬ 
fusion with the new system. It remains to be 
seen whether the kinks will work themselves 
out. 

Many of the town’s positions of leadership 
changed hands this year, and many long-time 
public servants decided it was the year to 
retire. Police Chief Edward Bowler retired in 
January, leaving the department in the hands 


of four lieutenants, each of whom served a 
six week stint at the reins of the force. In the 
end, John P. McHugh won the promotion. 

Selectman Chairman Lawrence Smith 
stepped down in April after many years of 
distinguished service to the town; Selectman 
John Sullivan was elected by the board to fill 
the chairman’s seat. 

National and state elections brought in still 
more fresh faces. With the death of long-time 
U.S. Congressman Torbert H. Macdonald in 
the spring, a horse race for the open seat 
began, and Edward Markey, a young can¬ 
didate from Malden, came out on top. 
Meanwhile, local resident Sam Rotondi beat 
incumbent John Bullock to earn a seat in the 
state senate. 

The election in November brought out 
close to 80 percent of the town’s voters. 
President Ford and running mate Robert 
Dole were favorites, but the town turned 
democratic from there on in, a majority 
voting for Sen. Edward Kennedy, Markey, 
Rotondi, and other democrats. Unopposed. 
Rep. Sherman Saltmarsh was sent back to the 
General Court. 

The real draw of the election, however, 
was the list of referenda, many of them the 
focus of heated debate. Winchester liked the 
ERA, the bottle bill, refineries, elimination of 
the Blue Laws, and local club liquor licenses. 
Firm no’s went to graduated income tax, a 
state power authority, and uniform electric 
rates. 

Getting back to personalities: some of the 
town’s finest either retired or moved on this 
year. Doris Thomas, founder in 1964 of the 
Winchester Music Club; and Carlene 
Samoiloff, the guiding force behind Win¬ 
chester’s Children’s Theatre, both stepped 
down. 

After ten years at St. Mary’s, Rev. Ber¬ 
nard Hoy moved on to another parish; Rev. 
Joseph Lyons, another ten-year veteran, left 
the St. Eulalia Parish; and Sherrill Munn 
turned over the direction of the Second 
Congregational Church. 

And The Star will especially mourn the 
passing of sports writer John Parrell in 
November. 

Nineteen-seventy-six was quite a year for 
buildings too: besides the Old Lincoln School 
razing, Wyman closing, and the senior center 
campaign, a new transfer station was built at 
the town dump. Reluctant at first, the town 
was pressured by the Environmental 
Protection Agency to replace the incinerator 
with a compactor, and with some continual 
nagging, the job was completed in the fall. 

Torn down was the old Knights of 
Columbus building on Mt. Vernon street, 
despite last minute efforts to save it. The 90- 
year-old structure had originally been the 
Epiphany Church; the original leaded-glass 
windows were thoughtfully returned to the 
church before the building went down to make 
way for the new K of C Hall, now under 
construction. 

The old Bonnell Motors building on Main 
street came down last summer, and across 
from it, Winchester Theatre has closed and 
looks forward to an uncertain future. Win¬ 
chester Savings Bank has been negotiating 


purchase of the property, but no plans have 
been revealed. 

Fire took its toll: a two-alarm blaze gutted 
a large home at 6 Ledgewood rd. back in 
June, causing an estimated $150,000 damage 
and sending five firefighters to the hospital; 
and this past October the Parker Lane Winn 
Company on Main street was the scene of a 
three-alarm fire. Another fire of "suspicious” 
origin at the home of Peter Anastos had a 
significant side-effect: the night of the fire, 
the board of selectmen had granted Anastos a 
petition to open a restaurant downtown. The 
restaurant never came to be. 

There were some environmental victories 
in 1976, beginning with the successful drive to 
"Save the Park,” which ended with the 
Special Town Meeting voting in March to turn 
the old Wadleigh School site off Mt. Vernon 
street over to the park department, ef¬ 
fectively preserving it for use as open space. 

Two oil spills in the Aberjona, in January 
and again in June, were headed off before 
much damage could be done; and town¬ 
speople got into the act when cleanups were 
organized in April for the river; and in May 
for the Middlesex Fells. The Friends of the 
Fells also put their resources to work toward 
the end of the summer and into the fall in a 
sucessful effort to block construction of an 
over-ground pipeline through the middle of 
the Fells. That fight, however, is not yet over, 
as the pipeline plans could very well reappear 
at the next session of the legislature: 

Appropriately for a birthday year, Win¬ 
chester had its share of celebrations and 
triumphs. The town turned out for the annual 
mini-marathon and summer band concerts 
along the river ; the EnKa Fair and Town Day 
drew large crowds ; and even the circus came 
to town in July. 

After much effort and research, the 
Winchester History Committee published a 
two-volume set of "The History of Win¬ 
chester.” including a reprint of the original 
1936 edition of the town history, written by 
Henry Smith Chapman; and an updated 
history, penned by Bruce Winchester Stone. 

Two victories were especially sweet: the 
high school tennis team went all the way to 
win the New England and Tennis Cham¬ 
pionship in the spring, and the Sachem 
football team pulled itself up after a long, 
hard season to whip the rival Tanners 26-18 in 
the Thanksgiving Day Classic. 

A lot of good things got off the ground in 
town this year. Leading the parade, of course, 
the Queensmen. the Immaculate Conception 
Parish’s newly reformed drum and bugle 
corps. They marched in the Memorial Day 
parade and were the meat of the Veteran’s 
Day parade. They showed up at the ground¬ 
breaking for the senior’s housing on Westley 
street in September; and in December they 
took a third prize in the annual Christmas 
Santa Claus parade in Lawrence: a long way 
for the first year. 

Programs for the town’s youth got un¬ 
derway all year at the high school. Early in 
the year, the school board voted in a new, 
innovative program for non-college bound 
students. Now called the Career-Life Infor¬ 
mation Program (CLIP), it has raised the 


levels of interest and motivation 
significantly, and after half a year of 
operation, students and teachers alike have 
recorded their praise for the new program. 

Also at the high school, students initiated 
programs to deal with the problems of alcohol 
abuse and vandalism which met with en¬ 
thusiasm and success. 

As vandalism and associated problems 
began to be talked about more and more, the 
community group CONCERN was reac¬ 
tivated and^tarted monthly meetings in May. 

Meanwhile the spring town Town Meeting 
respectfully considered a five percent cut in 
the budget, then voted in June a budget total 
of $17,519,077. When the assessors finally 
managed to set the new tax rate at $73.60, the 
tag had gone up $3.30. 

Theater came into its own here this year. 
To mention but a few of the productions: the

But John Smiths are fairly few and far 
between when you consider that VA’s vast 
files contain over 202,000 individuals named 
Johnson, almost 150,000 names Williams and 
.almost that many named Jones and Brown. 


There are about 55,000 veterans named 
Young on VA’s rolls, around 53,000 Robinsons, 
46,000 Hills, 38,000 Stewarts, 30,000 
.McDonalds, 28,000 Howards, 24,000 Wagners 
and approximately 23,000 Schmidts.

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Mystic Valley center adapting to new federal regulations 


New regulations and guidelines from the 
federal government have had significant 
impacts on the operations of the Mystic 
Valley Mental Health Center over the past 
several months. 

Last July, the regional director of the 
Department of Health, Education and 
Welfare, Dr. Gertrude Hunter, instructed the 
Mental Health Center to step up many of its 
operations, including activities geared to 
minorities and the poor, and to utilize new 
standards in its day to day case work. 

According to Mary Welch, chief of ad¬ 
ministrative services for the Mental Health 
Center, at least 90 percent of the guidelines 
set by HEW have been met. “We are a much 
better facility today because of the many 
steps we have taken," she says. 

HEW had suggested that the Center speed 
up its affiliation agreements with area 
hospitals, that it develop a professional ad¬ 
visory board, increase minorities on its area 
board and on its staff, and that the center 
secure more appropriate facilities. 


Mrs. Welch says that the Mental Health 
Center is meeting each goal at the present 
time. In the works is a new- Mental Health 
facility of Arlington. It is hoped that by next 
spring, the center will be occupying new 
offices, possible in the Mill st.. area. The new 
facility would house the current Mental 
Health offices on Maple st., as well as the 
center’s other operations at 75 Pleasant st. 
and Broadway. It is also possible that other 
community organizations involved in mental 
health may share offices with the center. 

Mrs. Welch says that the Mental Health 
Center is also working on its Woburn 
facilities. She expects that the current offices, 
located in the Choate Hospital nurses’ 
residence, will be demolished and that new 
offices in or near Woburn center will be 
established. 

Mrs. Welch says that considerable work is 
being undertaken to assure that Spanish¬ 
speaking persons and minorities of the 
Woburn community are guaranteed access to 
the new facility. She also adds that increased 


staffing of persons with Spanish surnames 
and other minorities is being undertaken. 

The Mental Health Center will also be 
increasing its involvement with other local 
service agencies over the next several 
months. Mrs. Welch specifically names the 
Welfare Dept., Housing Authority, Youth 
Consultation Center and School Dept, as in¬ 
stitutions she hopes the center can work more 
closely with. 

“It is my hope that we can strengthen the 
service network existing under the Arlington 
Council of Social Agencies,’’ she adds. 

The projected fiscal year 1978 budget for 
the center is near $1.9 million. Of that, some 
$500,000 will be under the responsibility of the 
Mystic Valley Association itself. 

The estimated budget includes a $190,000 
allocation for Arlington services. This in¬ 
cludes a rent and mortgage sum of $7,000 and 
$2,500 for new equipment. Another $2,000 is 
allocated for professional liability insurance 
for employees. 

The day care program administered by 


the Mental Health Center and located at 75 
Pleasant st., will receive over $183,000 under 
the projected budget. This includes $14,000 for 
salaries. $14,000 for rent and mortgage costs, 
and $1,500 for professional liability insurance. 

In the past several months, several serious 
charges have been levelled against the 
Mental Health Center from several sources. 

Mary Welch says that some of these 
charges have been “false, misdirected and 
unfounded." 

Specifically, Mrs. Welch says that charges 
made by a private organization, MORE- 
Mental Health, based in Burlington, has 
caused some irritation. 

The MORE group, which includes several 
employees of Choate Hospital in Woburn, 
recently mailed a letter signed by the director 
of civil rights for the regional HEW office, to 
several area residents. 

The letter, which was signed by John 
Bynoe, director of the civil rights office, 
alleged that the Mental Health Center “is in 
non-compliance with Title VI of the Civil

Rights Act of 1904." 

“This finding of non-compliance is due to 
your failure to provide adequate services to 
the residents of Woburn..." the letter read. 

Mrs. Welch says that such a charge was 
completely unfounded and misdirected. "Wc 
have made several major attempts to assure 
that Woburn residents are treated fairly and 
equitably," Mrs. Welch says. She adds that 
the number of patients using the Woburn 
Mental Health Center is almost as high as the 
Arlington rate. 

During the month of October, there were 
337 open cases in Arlington and 334 in Woburn 
“To say we have neglected Woburn simply 
doesn’t make sense,” she says. 

Mrs. Welch also feels that attention to 
Arlington services must be given by all in¬ 


volved in the mental health process. She says 
that the Arlington facilities are at near or full 
capacity. 

“Wc have seen a considerable increase in 
the number of Arlington patients we see,’’ she 
says. In October of 1974, two years ago by 
comparison, the Mental Health Center had 
270 open cases. 

Mrs. Welch sees the next several months 
as crucial for the Mental Health Center. She 
says that expanding services in each of the 
member communities - Arlington, Win¬ 
chester, Burlington, Lexington, Winchester, 
Woburn and Wilmington - are the main 
priority of business. Finding new office space 
and increasing communication between town 
and private agencies is also imperative, she 
says.

Sachems hand defeat to hoop 
team from Concord-Carlisle 


It was like a scene out of ‘ Land of the 
Giants " Senior guard Scott Swanson, who 
had just stepped on to the court and has the 
dubious distinction of being the Sachems’ 
smallest player, ripped down a crucial 
rebound among ‘he mammoths to preserve a 
hectic. 57-54 Winchester victory over Con 
cord-Carlisle last Thursday 

Swanson had just ieplaced Tim Powers, 
who had fouled out. when he pulled away a 
loose rebound and dribbled the clock down to 
one second before be was fouled The 
Sachems at that point had been clinging to a 
precarious 3-point lead with starters Powers, 
Bob McCabe and Donell Jones on the bench 
with five fouls 

In fact every man that Coach “Doc” 
Wheeler pulled off his bench came through 
with flying colors. In fact he learned a 
valuable piece of information as “1 didn’t 
realize that I could go as deep as I did and still 
come up with that kind of performance. 1 was 
pleasantly surprised 

With Sachem co-captain Don Allard and 
center Bob McCabe in early foul trouble, Doc 
relied heavily on forward-center Gary 
Tedesco and forward Hick Pearl “I thought 
that Gary and Ricky did an excellent job,” 
said Wheeler 

Front-line starters McCabe. Powers, and 
Allard didn't fare so badly either. Before he 
fouled out. McCabe, the Sachem big man 
contributed 17 points to the cause, many of 
those coming on outside jumpers, reinforcing 
a local conviction that Bobby is the best 
shooting big man in the Middlesex League. 
Unfortunately a pair of referees that must 
have gotten their diplomas at the Jack 
Madden School of Questionable Calls, forced 
the big guy to exit prematurely. 

Powers, sensational lor the second 
straight game, scored 11 points, including one 
of the biggest hoops of the game. With a 
minute and a half left. Powers stole the ball 
from Concord guard John McNally and 
zoomed all the way in for the basket that put 
Winchester ahead by four 

Concord came right back down the floor 
after that score, and Patriot captain Mike 
Williamson (16 pts.) made a tough move 
inside for the bucket after a steal and was 
fouled by Powers. After a time out. Concord’s 
iast. Williamson finished off the 3-point play 
and the Sachem lead was one. 

Allard then played the heroe’s role, 
dribbling out the clock and getting louled. 
Allard calmly swished both ends of the one 
and one with the partisan crowd screaming in 
his ears and the 3-point 57-34 lead held up. 

During the third quarter, which Coach 
Wheeler believed to be the key period, Win¬ 
chester offset the loss of Allard < 4 fouls at half 


time • by switching Powers from the forecourt 
to guard and bringing in Pearl as the strong 
side forward. On defense Wheeler placed 
Jones dowm low at the forward slot with 
McCabe and Jimmy Burns, and placed Pearl 
out front with Powers. 

The move paid off as the Sachems only lost 
two points in the period and Allard was able to 
come back with Winchester still hanging 
tough at 42 40, Concord’s lead. 

When McCabe fouled out, Wheeler stuck 
the sophomore Tedesco in to replace him. If 
the pressure of a big ball game ever got to 
Gary, no one ever saw' it, as the 6’4” center 
made his presence known, collecting four 
rebounds, clogging up the middle well on the 
zone, and hustling constantly. 

Down the stretch, after Jones fouled out 
(he had just hit two quick jumpers to keep 
Winchester ahead) the tandem of Powers, 
Burns. Tedesco. Pearl, and Allard kept their 
composure and forced Concord into mistakes 
A key basket by Burns was the direct result of 
an excellent make-shift stall the Sachems 
used to cut away time. 

But in the end. with the forwards and 
centers all mauling each other for possession 
of the ball, it was the smallest man on the 
court who picked up the most important 
rebound of the night It sort of made Doc 
Wheeler happy...Scott Swanson is the only kid 
on his team that doesn’t tower over him. 
Chalk one up for the little guys!

If you think winning a track meet in the 
final event, in a photo finish, by a nose’, is the 
ultimate in sports excitement and thrill, than 
imagine what it must be like to lose under 
those circumstances.

In the 1000-yard event. Richard DeConto 
snapped the wire just ahead of Burlington’s 
Hanuas in 2:29.3. Again the Sachems received 
five points for the first-place finish. 

In the shotput. Winchester’s Brian 
O'Connor threw one 46’ 6.5” to place first by a 
good seven inches. Other point winners for the 
Sachems were Andy Wilsack and David 
Garrity, who finished 2-3 in the 2 mile run, 
respectively; Brook Chipman and Chip 
Norton, taking 2nd and 3rd in the hurdles, 
respectively; Ray Brock finished second in 
the 300-yard race; Reilly Atkinson took third 
in the high jump, and Brian Quinn placed 
second in the mile. 

The Sachems' next meet is against 
powerful Reading Wednesday. Dec. 29, at the 
Lexington Field House at 10:15 a.m. 
Hopefully sparked by the agonizingly close 
loss against Burlington last week, Winchester 
can upset the powerful Rockets.

Sachems yield to Belmont 
in a down game, 2 to zip

The final score tells it all: Belmont 2, 
Winchester 0. 

Nothing, zero, goose egg. whitewash, 
whatever you want to call it, the game was a 
complete disaster for the Sachem hockey 
team. “As good as we were Saturday (Dec. 
18), we were bad tonight,” said Coach Dave 
Berman after last Tuesday’s forgetful per¬ 
formance at the Sports Arena here. 

In direct contrast to their first game draw 
with Watertown, when the team played a 
scrappy, aggressive 45 minutes, the Win¬ 
chester skaters seemed as if they were in a 
coma, as Belmont literally took the play away 
from them and was clearly the better team in 
the ice that night. 

Passes were hitting the backs of skates 
and sticks, forwards were missing their 
checking assignments, and the entire team 
seemed fascinated by the ice texture of the 
rink, as their heads seemed to forever by 
pointing down (a cardinal sin of hockey if 
there ever was one!) All in all it was a very 
poor and frustrating showing by the Sachems, 
and as Coach Berman pointed out, the lone 
bright spot was the fact that his team wasn’t 
called for a penalty the entire game. 

Once again goalie Cliff Falla played a 
steady, and at times exceptional game. Little 
else could be praised, however, as lightly 
regarded Belmont scored first and never 
looked back. 

After a sloppy first four minutes, most of 
that time spent in the Winchester end, 
Belmont co-captain Jim O’Donovan broke the 
ice. Marauders O’Donovan and Jerry Tash- 
jian broke into the Sachem zone with a two on 
two situation, Chris Gill and Jack McGinnis 
back for Winchester. O’Donovan received the 
pass from Tashjian and lifted a high wrist 
shot past Falla’s left shoulder and into the top 
corner of the net, as Belmont took a 1-0 first 
period lead. 

The remaining ten minutes was one of 
frustration for the Sachems. Much like the 
Toronto Maple-Leafs, Belmont began to gang 
up on Winchester at the lines and then dump 
the puck back into the local team’s end. The 
few times Winchester did get a scoring op¬ 
portunity, their shots were always off target 
or weak, and Marauder net minder Fred 
Silvio wasn’t threatened with a serious bid the 
whole initial period. 

In the second period the Sachems gained a 
man advantage when the first penalty of the 
night was called on Belmont’s Jim Piraino. 
They might as well have taken off the entire 
team. Foreshadowing upcoming power plays, 
the Sachems managed to get off a grand total 
of one shot! 


Perhaps inspired by all this, Belmont 
upped its lead soon after. With someone 
missing his defensive assignment, Marauder 
defenseman Jim Brown was all alone at the 
Sachem blue line and proceeded to drill one 
by Falla from the point. 2-0 Belmont and 
school was out. But not before Winchester 
suffered through another pair of frustrating 
and embarrassing power plays. 

At 12:36, Belmont’s Piraino was called 
again for a penalty. One minute later, after no 
Sachem shot on net as of yet during the power 
play, another Marauder was caught in the 
act. Co-captain Steve Trischitta went out at 
13:36 for roughing. This meant that for 30 
seconds the Sachems would have a two-man 
advantage, and a man advantage for a 
minute after that. 

During that span, one shot on goal was 
recorded, that being a slapper a few steps 
from the line by Hugo LaFauci. As the period 
elapsed a grand total of two shots on goal 
were credited to the Sachems in the second 
stanza. There were three Belmont penalties. 

Belmont insured their victory by getting 
three more penalties in the third period. Steve 
Martin, Chris Trelegan and Jim Brown were 
the heroes for the Marauders. Once again the 
familiar sight of Belmont stopping the 
Sachems at the blue line and then icing the 
puck was seen. If the Sachems played 
listlessly, some credit should also be given to 
Belmont for a solid, noose-like defensive job. 

Typically enough, the game ended with a 
Belmont defender clearing the puck from his 
zone away from danger. Somehow it just 
didn’t seem to match up to the excitement of 
the first game.
